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CONSTITUTION OF THE 
NATIONAL FUNERAL DIRECTORS’ ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES, INC. 


Adopted at Detroit, Michigan, October 14, 1948 
Article I , 
NAME 


The name of this organization shall be the NATIONAL FUNERAL DIRECTORS 
ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES, INC. 


Article II 
OBJECTS 


The objects of this National Association are as follows: To cultivate and 
promote the art and science of funeral directing and embalming; to elevate 
and sustain the professional character and education of funeral directors and 
embalmers; to encourage among them mutual improvement, social inter- 
course and good will; to enlighten public opinion in relation to funeral service 
and to the necessity and desirability of enacting and enforcing proper, just 
and uniform laws pertaining to funeral directing and embalming in the several 
states and territories; to acquire property for the purpose for which this cor- 
poration was organized, by purchase, deed, gift, devise, bequest or otherwise, 
and to hold and administer the same; to publish reports and treatises; and 
collectively, to represent, have cognizance of, and safeguard the common 
interests of its members and to foster among them high professional ideals 


of public service. 
* Article III 


MEMBERS 


Section 1—The members of this National Association shall be of the 
white race and shall consist of three classes: constituent state and territorial 
associations, members-at-large, and contributing members. 


Section 2—CONSTITUENT STATE AND TERRITORIAL ASSOCIATIONS; 


State and territorial associations which are recognized as the representative 
funeral directing and embalming associations of the several states or territorial 
possessions of the United States or the District of Columbia which have obtained 
or may hereafter obtain charters from this National Association shall be recog- 
nized as constituent associations and the members of such constituent associa- 
tions shall be members of this National Association. 


Section 3—MEMBERS-AT-LARGE: 


In those states of the United States and in its territorial possessions, or 
the District of Columbia, where no representative association of funeral direc- 
tors and embalmers exists or where such representative association does exist 
but does not have a charter as a constituent association of this National Asso- 
ciation, licensed funeral directors of the white race residing in such states 
or territories may become members-at-large by making written application 
to the Secretary, paying the dues and subscribing to the Code of Ethics of 
this National Association. 


Section 4—CONTRIBUTING MEMBERS: 


Any person of the white race who is a member in good standing of a con- 
stituent association or who is a member-at-large may become a contributing 
member by paying, in addition to the annual dues, the sum of $25.00 or more 
to this National Association. Such contributing member shall not be entitled 
to any additional rights or privileges by reason of such contribution. 
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Article IV 
OFFICERS 


Section 1—The officers of this National Association shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer. The offices of Secretary 
and Treasurer may be held by one or two persons as the House of Delegates 
may see fit and each of said officers must be a member of a constituent asso- 
ciation in good standing and must be actively engaged in the practice of the 
profession of funeral directing. 


Section 2—The officers shall be elected annually by the House of Dele- 
gates to serve for one year or until their respective successors shall have been 
elected and installed.. The officers shall assume office at the first meeting 
of the Board of Governors following their installation. 


Article V 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Section 1—There shall be within this National Association a body known 
as the Board of Governors which shall consist of the following: The President, 
the immediate past President, First and Second. Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, 
the Treasurer, and eight District Governors, each of whom shall be a member 
of a constituent association in good standing, actively engaged in the profes- 
sion of funeral directing. 


Section 2—The eight District Governors shall be elected bi-annually by 
the House of Delegates to represent the District in which their constituent 
association is located, and of which District they must be residents, and shall 
serve for two (2) years or until their respective successors shall have been 
elected and installed. 


_ Section 3—Nominations and seconds to nominations for the office of Dis- 
trict Governor shall be made by Delegates from the District to be represented 
by the nominee. 


Section 4—No member of the Board of Governors shall serve more than 
two successive terms in the same office, with the exception of the Treasurer. 


__ Section 5—Districts: The constituent associations shall be grouped into 
eight geographical districts as follows: 
District No. 1 
- Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New York, Rhode 
Island, and Vermont. 
District No. 2 
_ Delaware, Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and West 
Virginia. 
District No. 3 
Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan, Ohio, and Wisconsin. 


District No. 4 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi, North Carolina, Tennessee, and 
South Carolina. 
District No. 5 
Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, and South 
Dakota. 
District No. 6 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, and Texas. 


District No. 7 . 
Idaho, Montana, Oregon, Washington, and Wyoming. 
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District No. 8 


Arizona, California, Colorado, Nevada, Utah, and New Mexico. 

Section 6—Governors for Districts Two, Five, Six and Eight shall be 
elected at the 1948 annual convention and Governors for Districts One, Three, 
Four, and Seven shall be elected at the next succeeding annual convention and 
their successors shall be elected thereafter every two (2) years. 

Section 7—POWERS: The Board of Governors, while the House of Delegates 
is not in session shall have the power and it shall be its duty to manage and 
control the affairs and all funds of this National Association and of its commit- 
tees; to elect constituent associations and members-at-large to membership 
in this National Association; determine whether any constituent association 
is entitled to good standing; to employ such personnel as may be required for 
the efficient operation of this National Association; to make appointments 
to fill any vacancies which may occur on the Board of Governors due to death, 
resignation or removal; and to perform such other duties as are prescribed by 
law governing directors of corporations. 


Article VI 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


Section 1—There shall be within this National Association a body known 
as the House of Delegates. It shall be the representative Body of the constituent 
associations and the members-at-large. It shall exercise all the legislative powers 
and transact all the business of this National Association not otherwise provided | 
for in this constitution and in its accompanying By-Laws and shall eleet the » 
officers and the District Governors. 

Section 2—CoMPOSITION: The House of Delegates shall be composed of 
the following: 

a. The officers of this National Association and its District Governors. 

b. All Past Presidents of this National Association. | 

c. The President and Secretary of each of the constituent associations 
or their duly qualified alternates. 

d. Delegates and alternates from each constituent association of the 
white race and who are actively engaged in the profession of funeral 
directing, the number of which will be arrived at in the manner 
hereinafter provided for. 

Section 3—-DELEGATES: Each constituent association shall be entitled to 
one delegate for its first twenty-five (25) members, or major fraction thereof, 
and one additional delegate for each additional fifty (50) members or major 
fraction thereof. 


Article VII 
ANNUAL CONVENTIONS 


Section 1—This National Association shall hold a Convention each year 
at such time and place as shall have been selected by the Board of Governors. 
Section 2—The time and place of each Annual Convention shall be deter- 
mined by the Board of Governors at least two years in advance of such meeting. 


Article VIII 
DUES AND REPORTS 


Section 1—DuvuEs: Each constituent association shall pay to the Treasurer 
of this National Association annual per capita dues in the sum of $7.50 for each 
of its members of the white race in good standing. Such dues shall be paid 
within thirty (30) days after the constituent association’s annual convention 


and the dues so paid shall constitute the constituent association’s dues in 


advance to this National Association for the fiscal year of said constituent 
association in which such dues are paid. 


Section 2—REPORTS: Each constituent association shall forward to the 
Secretary of this National Association an annual report on forms furnished 
to them by the Secretary of this National Association containing the following 
information: The names and addresses of its officers; the names and address 
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of its members for whom per capita dues are being paid; the opening and closing 
dates of its fiscal year; the names and addresses of its authorized delegates 
and alternates to the House of Delegates of this National Association; the 
names and addresses of its members who died during the year and the date 
of death of each. These reports shall be filed as of the close of the constituent 
association’s fiscal year and not later than thirty (30) days following its annual 
convention. 


Section 3—-PENALTy: The penalty for failure to comply with the provi- 
sions of Section 1 and 2 of this article shall be suspension with forfeiture of 
all rights in this National Association. Any constituent association upon 
which such penalty shall be imposed may become reinstated upon fully com- 
plying with the requirements set forth in Sections 1 and 2 of this article pro- 
vided that the Board of Governors of this National Association may for good 
cause extend the time for the furnishing of such information and the payment 
of the dues set out in Sections 1 and 2 herein. 


Article IX 
AMENDMENTS 


Section 1—This constitution may be amended by the House of Delegates 
at any annual convention of this National Association by a two-thirds majority 
of the number of its voting members present, provided that any amendment 
shall not be presented and acted upon on the same day, and provided further 
that no amendment shall be presented or acted upon until.it has first been 
publicized in the official bulletin of this association thirty (30) days prior to 
the annual convention at which it is presented for adoption. 


BY-LAWS OF THE NATIONAL FUNERAL 
DIRECTORS’ ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED 
STATES, INC. 


MEMBERSHIP 
Chapter I 


Section 1—CONSTITUENT STATE AND TERRITORIAL ASSOCIATIONS: 


This National Association may, by action of its Board of Governors, 
grant a charter to a state or territorial association which has a membership of 
twenty-five (25) or more of the white race who are actively engaged in the 
profession of funeral directing and in which state or territorial possession of 
the United States there is no constituent association in good standing. 


Section 2—MEMBERS-AT-LARGE: 


A partnership, corporation or other legal person may qualify for member- 
ship-at-large by designating one or more of the partners or officers of such 
partnership, corporation or legal person as the representative member or 
members-at-large of such legal person, provided the payment of dues for 
each person designated and other requirements have been complied with. 


Chapter II 
OFFICERS 


Section 1—PRESIDENT: 

a. The President shall preside at all meetings of the House of Delegates 
ane the Board of Governors but shall have no vote therein except in the event 
of a tie. 

b. He shall have the power, with the consent of the Board of Governors, 
to call special meetings of this association. 

c. He shall appoint, with the consent of the Executive Committee, 
necessary committees. 

d. In addition he shall perform all such duties as established customs 
and procedure require. 
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Section 2—VICE-PRESIDENTS: 

The Vice-Presidents shall be designated as first and second. They shall 
assist the President and shall officiate in his place when necessary in the order 
of their seniority. In the event of a vacancy in the office of President, the 
first Vice-President shall succeed. 


Section 3—SECRETARY: 

a. The Secretary, in addition to the duties ordinarily devolving on the 
Secretary of a corporation, shall give notice of the time and place of annual 
and special meetings of the House of Delegates and the Board of Governors. 

b. He shall keep the minutes of the House of Delegates and of the Board 
of Governors. 

c. The Secretary may receive such salary as may be fixed by the Board 
of Governors. — 


Section 4—TREASURER: 

a. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of all monies, securities and 
deeds belonging to this National Association and shall hold the same subject 
to the direction and supervision of the Board of Governors. 

b. He shall give a surety bond for the faithful performance of his duties, 
the amount of which bond shall be determined by the Board of Governors. 

c. He shall perform such other duties as may be directed by the Board 
of Governors. 

d. The Treasurer may receive such compensation as may be fixed by 
the Board of Governors. ; 


Chapter III 


BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Section 1—DUTIEs: 


a. The Board of Governors shall meet immediately after the close of 
the annual meeting of this National Association. 


b. The Board of Governors shall have charge of all matters pertaining 
to the annual conventions of this National Association. 


c. The Board of Governors shall report its activities and decisions 
to the House of Delegates and shall present certified audited statements 
of this National Association’s financial affairs. 

d. The Board of Governors shall employ an Executive Secretary and 
such other employees as, in its opinion, are necessary and shall fix and deter- 
mine the length of service, not to exceed two years, and the compensation of 
all employees of this National Association. 

e. The President or any four members of the Board of Governors may 
call a special meeting of the Board by giving written notice of such meeting 
to each Board member at least three days in advance of such meeting. 

Section 2—QuUORUM: A majority of the Board of Governors shall con- 
stitute a quorum and a majority vote of those present at any meeting shall 
be required for the passage of a resolution or motion. 


Chapter IV 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


Section 1—QuoRUM: Twenty (20) constituent associations represented 
by seventy-five (75) qualified delegates shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 2—-PROCEEDINGS: The House of Delegates shall be governed 
in its proceedings by Roberts Rules of Order when not in conflict with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of this National Association. 

Section 3—ELEcTIONS: The election of the officers and District Governors 
of this National Association shall be by a majority vote by ballot of those 
present. 


4 
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Section 4—VOTING: 

a. All ballots shall be cast by roll call of the constituent associations 
certified in the report of the Credentials Committee. The authorized number 
of votes of each constituent association may be cast by its delegates present 
and voting. Votes of the officers, District Governors and Past Presidents 
shall be cast with and in addition to the votes of the constituent association 
of which they are members. 

b. Whenever there are more than two candidates for the same office 
and no candidate receives a majority of all votes cast, the candidate receiving 
the lowest vote shall be dropped and a new vote taken. 


Chapter V 
COMMITTEES 


Section 1—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE: 


There is hereby established an Executive Committee of three members 
which shall consist of the President, the first Vice-President, and a third 
member to be appointed by the Board from its membership, which com- 
mittee’s duties, in addition to those herein designated, shall be prescribed 
by the Board of Governors. 


Section 2—CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE: 


The president shall appoint a Credentials Committee whose duty it shall 
be to report the names of the constituent associations, Past Presidents, officers 
and members of the Board of Governors entitled to seats in the House of 
Delegates in the first session of an annual convention and shall submit a final 
report prior to the election of officers. 


Section 3—OTHER COMMITTEES: 


a. The present and existing committees known as Joint Committees 
on Mortuary Education and the Exhibit Committee shall continue at the 
discretion of the House of Delegates and the present incumbents shall serve 
for the terms to which they were appointed and the successors to the present 
incumbents shall be appointed by the President with the advice and con- 
sent of the Executive Committee. The duties of these committees shall be 
as defined by the House of Delegates. 


b. The President shall appoint such other committees by and with 
the consent of the Executive Committee as may be deemed necessary for 
the proper functioning of this National Association. 


Chapter VI 
AMENDMENTS 


These By-Laws may be amended by the House of Delegates at any annual 
convention of this National Association by a two-thirds majority vote of 
the number of its voting members present, provided that any amendment 
shall not be presented and acted upon on the same day and provided further 
that no amendment shall be presented or acted upon until it has first been 
publicized in the official bulletin of this National Association thirty (30) 
days prior to the annual convention at which it is presented for adoption.

The 68th Annual Convention of the National Funeral Directors Association 
of the United States was called to order at 10:00 A.M., Monday, October 
24, 1949, President Ronald C. Jones presiding. 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, it is 10:00 o’clock and I am going 
to call the meeting to order and then, because of the number of people who 
are downstairs endeavoring to register, I am going to declare a recess of fifteen 
to twenty minutes. 

Mr. Jack Marshall of Nebraska is going to play the piano and Mr. Bernard 
Vessey of Colorado is going to lead us in singing. 

... Mr. Vassey led in group singing... 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, I am going to ask you to come to 
order. I wish to thank Mr. Vessey of Colorado, and Mr. Marshall of Nebraska, 
for this fine music. Mr. Marshall is our second vice-president. 


You know how hard it is to call a meeting on time when you particularly 
know there are people downstairs who have not been able to register yet. 
Thanks to Mr. Vessey and Mr. Marshall for helping us out. 

It is indeed a privilege for me as President of the National Funeral Directors 
Association to open the first session of this our 68th Annual Convention. | 

For some time there have been those who felt that our National Association 
should sponsor a merchandise clinic as part of the Annual Convention program. 
These suggestions have materialized into the plans for the program which is 
about to be presented to you. Inasmuch as the Model Casket Display Room 
is a part of the exhibit, the setting up of this display room and the panel dis- 
cussion relating to it has been the work of the Exhibit Committee. Therefore, 
I would like to turn this meeting over to the Exhibit Committee Chairman, 
Mr. H. Fremont Alderson of New London, Connecticut, who in addition 
to being Chairman of the Exhibit Committee, is the Governor of District 1. 
Mr. Alderson. (Applause) 

Mr. Alderson: Thank you, President Jones, ladies and gentlemen: To 
enlarge slightly upon the remarks made by our President, I wish to state 
that much time and effort was given to the planning and the perfecting of this 
display room and this panel discussion. 

The Exhibit Committee asked Mr. Russell Davis of the Federated Funeral 
Directors of America to set up the room and to explain the manner in which 
he set up the show room and the reasons for the merchandise selected. 

In order to help you follow Mr. Davis’ remarks, all of you have received a 
four-page brochure on the show room. May I suggest that you now turn to 
Page 20, so that you will have the plan before you when it is referred to by 
Mr. Davis. 

It gives me great pleasure at this time to present the first person on this 
panel discussion, Mr. Russell Davis of Springfield, Illinois. Mr. Davis. (Ap- 
plause) 

Mr. Davis: I wish to thank Mr. Jones, Mr. Raether, Mr. Alderson, Mr. 
Van’t Hof, Mr. Harris, Mr. Kestner, Mr. Joe Friel, Mr. Lou Fern, Mr. Kauf- 
mann, and the manufacturers who helped us in setting up this display. I think 
these gentlemen, more than myself, deserve any praise for what you are going 
to see on the convention floor this morning. 

This is the second time in the last four months that I have been on the 
same program with Ronald Jones and Miles Martin, President of the Michigan 
Association, so we are getting to be a double play combination. I am happy 
that is the way it has worked out. 

I wondered for a little while how I got on the National Program. Imme- 
diately after the Michigan meeting at Grand Rapids, I was asked to accept 
this assignment. I thought maybe it was due to something I had said that 
was really interesting at Grand Rapids. But the other day I had all the ego 
taken out of me. Two of the Exhibit Committee said, “‘That was a fine off- 
color story you told up there.’’ That was the thing they remembered. 
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Model Casket Display Rooms 
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I am not going to tell any off-color stories this morning. I believe when 
you have only thirty minutes to speak you have to dispense with all irrele- 
vant stories. 


You will agree with me there is plenty of immediate need for improvement 
in our display room. How you go about it creates a wide difference of opinion. 
I have been down here at St. Louis for about three or four days and I have 
heard so many differences of opinion on what should be and what should not 
be the ideal show room, that my mind is full of doubts, but this thing I do 
know. Some years ago, (I think it was in 1925) I happened to be working in 
a bank at the time, and at 1:00 o’clock on a nice, sunshiny afternoon a fellow 
came in, not too well dressed. I was in the loan department at the time, and 
he walked up to my window and said, ‘‘I would like to have some change, 
five dollars in dimes, please.”’ 


I said, “I’m sorry, but I don’t have any money at this counter. If you 
will just step over to that other counter, they will take care of you.”’ 


He stepped over there for just a moment and then he came back. He said, 
—and he called me what Truman inferred about a newspaper reporter not 
so long ago—he said, “‘If you step on that burglar alarm, I’ll blow your ----- 
brains out.’”’ While I am standing here today, I can see that fellow just as 
plainly as I can see you out there, because it was the first impression I got. 
I don’t remember how much money he took or where he took it from. I remem- 
ber him. I can see his features. That impression is sticking with me. He left 
a photograph in my mind. So I think if you will remember that illustration 
in connection with your display room, you will realize you are dealing with 
people who are not in a normal frame of mind and they are going to retain the 
impression you and your display make on them. 


I know of a young married man who had one of those little white cottages 
that newlyweds dream they would like to start their married life in. Ona 
Sunday afternoon or evening he and his wife would take a drive around the 
city. They would go around and see some of the beautiful homes, and if he 
had brought his wife right home she would have wondered why she had mar- 
ried a fellow who couldn’t give her a home like one of those fine ones. He 
had a little strategy in his method. Before he would take her home he would 
always drive by a portion of the slum district. And then she would thank 
God she didn’t live there. When they would go back to their little white 
cottage she was very heppy. 


So remember if you start out with what you can afford and then review 
everything else, you can always say, “‘I would like to have had that,”’ or, 
“I certainly don’t want that, but I am well pleased with what I have. Keep 
this thought in mind. It is a little philosophy that helps you decide on the 
arrangement of your display room. 


I would like to take you with me on a little tour of some display rooms and 
you will wonder why we can’t set up a pattern that would apply to each and 
everyone’s case. If you will just follow me for two or three illustrations, I 
can take you into some basement display rooms, where the ceilings are low, 
with plenty of heating pipes, electrical conduits, water pipes and air condition- 
ing pipes in plain view. In the summer it is damp and humid and in the winter 
itis real hot. That is one type of display room and its owner tries to make the’ 
best of it. That is what he has to contend with. Or you can go into the second 
story display room in a big, old residence, where they had high ceiling bed- 
rooms and the man tries to crowd a number of units into a room not intended 
for a casket display at all, with an overflow out into the hallway. That too is 
not an ideal condition. 


Once in a while somebody buys an old residence and there will be an old 
stable or garage at the rear and that is fixed up for the casket display. I have 
been in places where it has been so cold it is necessary an hour or so ahead of 
time to start to heat the room when a casket selection is to be made; and thirty 
minutes before the client arrives, the fluorescent lights must be turned on lest 
they keep blinking all the time that clients are there. 


I have seen an entrance into a display room that was entirely unorthodox. 
It was a hallway with an arched ceiling. It was painted blue gray. It had 
three old-fashioned open type electrical fixtures with bulbs screwed into them. 
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So help me, it looked like you were walking down into a dungeon before you 
got into the casket room. It deflated you. It did something to you before you 
stepped into the display room. It is difficult to set up a display that offsets 
such a condition. ; 


Then I have been in some beauties. I have seen some you couldn’t imagine 
anything fixed up as lovely as they were. It was sort of an interior decorator’s 
dream. 


Yesterday morning I happened to go into a display room where there were 
17 units. This man started out his display room with a metal cornered cloth 
covered casket. That was the lowest unit. He had a cypress shell with metallic 
finish. Only two of the caskets had anything that resembled cream or white or 
flesh interiors. All fifteen others had definite colored interiors. I haven’t seen 
many display rooms which on the surface looked any prettier than this one. 
However, I noticed something wrong. The three caskets near the entrance 
were all in the $900.00 to $1,000.00 bracket. I also noticed every one except 
one was a definite state-type casket. 


_ While you may have a beautiful room, you can also have some things about 
it that are not exactly right. 


I think there are some important things to look for in display rooms that 
we have to contend with. First, there is the size of the room; that is always 
a big factor; then there is the shape of the room; there is the lighting. Also 
there is the problem of what can be done with the walls. On wall treatment 
you will find many different ideas. You will find big flowered wall paper. 
You will find plastered walls, wallboard, oak or other wood paneling. I remem- 
ber the time I came into a funeral room where there was a display of six caskets, 
mind you. That was all the fellow had, just six caskets. They were in what 
was once a dining room with heavy oak panels on the walls. The display was 
utterly lacking in beauty and selection. 

One thought on display rooms you can take home with you. You can go 
home and make up your mind to see what you have and make it the very 
best and most attractive possible. You are not going to be able to build a room 
36’x48’ like we have downstairs. I don’t believe that the general appearance 
of the casket display room should be second to any particular room in your 
entire establishment. I have heard funeral directors say the money they 
have spent in dressing up their display room is the most profitable part of 
the investment in the whole establishment. I believe that is true. 


I like to think of the word “‘model”’ as we are going to use it this morning 
as being a pattern. Now I talked with several leading casket manufacturers 
downstairs this morning before I came up here and I said, “‘What do you 
think of it?”? The word they used was “‘lovely,’’ but I remember the words of 
one man. He said, “‘It is going to start some thinking in the right direction.” 


Well, now, if that is what the model display will do to all of you hundreds 
of people who will see it, we have accomplished the purpose we hoped for. 
There may be a difference of opinion on the arrangement, there may be a 
difference of opinion on what units we should have used or what units we should 
not have used, but remember again that you have your own particular situa- 
tion to contend with, and you have a definite purpose to accomplish. I know 
that one of the speakers is going to differ with me on the arrangement of the 
casket display. I told him I was glad he differed with me. It wouldn’t have 
hurt my feelings at all if the third man on the panel this morning came up with 
a third arrangement. 

Most of us learned our A, B, C’s by saying A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, J, K, 
L, M, N, O, P,-Q, R, S,_T, U, V; W, X, Y,"and’Z.- I can say themequally 
as well in this manner — zyxwvutsrqponmlkjihgfedcba. Now I said all 26 . 
letters. I just said them the other way around. It is just as easy to say them 
one way as the other after you are accustomed to it. At first it may seem 
difficult. I merely want to prove there are ways of correctly doing a thing 
from the way we may have learned to do it. 

So it is with your casket arrangement. It depends entirely upon what a 
man wants to do to take care of his individual needs. Only there are some 
basic principles that he has to adhere to. 
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It is a hope that with what we have here this morning, we can give you some 
basic ideas. I have some notes here on what the basis idea of casket display is. 

A prime requisite is to get your average sale price up to the point where 
it covers your operating expense, the cost of the merchandise used, and a 
reasonable profit, and that is the first object that you have in setting up your 
display—to sell what will give you that result. 


Secondly, you must consider the size of your room and have it set up accord- 
ing to your needs. Your display must be set according to the type and style 
and quality of the caskets sold in your community before and with the idea 
of improving upon it. You must keep in mind what your people can afford 
to buy. There is much difference in communities as to what people buy. 
You go into one community and a firm there is maintaining an average sale 
price of $600.00 or $700.00, or $800.00. You go into another firm that has 
an average selling price of $380.00 or $420.00. To tell those two men, “Here 
is the one and only model of display and this is the way it should be done,”’ 
would be as foolish as anything could be. You can’t set up one pattern for 
everybody. 

Did you ever see a yardstick? It measures from 1 to 36 inches. But generally 
the manufacturer of that yardstick has the numbers going both ways, from 
1 to 36 this way and from 1 to 36 that way. 


Often times in doing a job you like to know how you stand from both ends. 
A casket display has to be set up from the funeral director’s point of view, 
and it also has to be set up from the client’s point of view. 


Downstairs this morning you are going to see quite a bit of variety. I have 
read and you have, too, where 90% of all caskets sold are selected by women. 
I don’t know whether that is a fact or a figment of imagination, but I do 
know this, that a lot of you women, when you are shopping, spend days doing 
it. Some of you women come to St. Louis or you go to Chicago and you spend 
time, plenty of it, making clothing selections and there are certain colors 
you never wear. I have seen casket selections though that were a color a 
woman never would have selected had she been given a little more variety. 


On Wednesday of last week I talked with an acquaintance of mine. She had 
a recent death in her family. I said, “What was your first impression when 
you went into the funeral home — into the casket display room, to make the 
selection?”? Her answer was this—‘‘There did not seem to be a casket inter- 
ior in the whole display that seemed appropriate for my dad.” 

Then I prodded her for a little more information and this is what she re- 
plied, “‘It seemed at the very start that all we saw was high priced caskets 
and I wondered what we had gotten into.” 

Once in a while in our office when making a pricing plan survey for a man 
we ask this question, ‘‘What price blanket do you usually include with the 
standard service?” and the anwer will come back, ““What do you mean by 
a blanket?”? That answer is due to geographic lines. Sometimes a person 
born and raised in the east is going to come out here in the central west or 
west and he may want a full couch casket and I am afraid he will not find it 
in very many establishments. 


Not too long ago there were two deaths in Central Illinois. They were both 
girls, approximately eighteen years of age. Both came from prominent families. 
The calls were given to two different funeral directors in that community. 
In one instance a full couch casket with a beautifully colored interior was 
used and, while such a casket is strange in that community yet the comment 
was very fine. Everybody had something good to say about it. Within six 
blocks of that same place there was this second service. The funeral director 
didn’t have much to choose from and, this is what was used; a hinged panel, 
gray broadcloth covered shell—for a young girl, eighteen years of age. And 
it was a dismal appearing thing. 

Here is a contrast of two families with one served well and the other poorly 
because the funeral director in the second case did not have proper merchan- 
dise. You say, ‘“‘Oh, I always keep something appropriate for such circum- 
stances on hand.” If you do, then you are thinking ahead of the majority. 

A close friend of mine recently buried his mother. Now he had his own idea 
of what he would like to use. He had thought it out ahead of time. He selected 
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an elliptic full couch casket with a peach blush interior and then he had a 
contrasting flesh blanket with it. Instead of using a garment, he used a robe. 
The picture was one of complete restfulness. Now the funeral director didn’t 
have the desired elliptic, but he got it. All of this happened because this man 
knew what he wanted. 


You may have had some people come into your funeral home with the same 
idea or desiring something similar. Had it been available, I am sure it would 
be the kind of sale you like to make. 


In the model casket display on the convention floor, you are going to find 
a set-up for 25 units. For some of you that may be entirely too many. The 
investment there would run fairly high. My estimate is that the caskets 
you will see down there this morning will have a wholesale value of between 
$7,500.00 and $8,000.00. That is the wholesale value of those twenty-five 
units you will see. There is variety down there. You are going to find con- 
siderable variety. 


There are one or two changes we would make if we had the opportunity 
to re-do it. But I think as a whole you will find what you are looking for. 
think as a whole you will begin to do what the casket manufacturer said this 
sealtaat You will begin to think more clearly, more deeply about your own 
needs. 


In the brochure given to you, realizing not all of you can have 25 units 
on your display floor, there is a suggestion, display of 20 units and there is 
also a suggestion for 14 units. The investments are naturally considerably 
less on those two and the scaling down has been done mainly in the upper 
bracket on the assumption that it would be more profitable to show the units 
in the price ranges where you would be most apt to make your sales. 


As to the variety that you are going to see this morning, of the 25 units, 
you will find a hinged panel case. Now there are some of you who don’t display 
such a low priced unit. I can remember back not too many years ago when 
it wasn’t unusual at all to go into a display room andee as many as six cloth- 
covered shells. Today you go into many display rooms and you will see just 
one. I have been in some where you don’t see any. This one I was in yester- 
day morning had just one and that was a metal cornered state. 


Well, times are changing, and some of you say that. you can’t get by with 
this or that. But you must remember your own particular need. 

For the model display (we prefer calling it a pattern of display) to reveal 
some basic ideas to you, we are showing a hinged panel casket as a starting 
unit. 

There are a few two-thirds couches, and some of you have never used such 
styling. There are a few with double-hinge panels. There are some with a 
full hinged top. You will find some round-corned states, and some square states, 
and there are a few on the modernistic side. 

We have no one particular design on the interior treatment of a casket. 
We tried to give you variety in styling and color. There is plenty of color 
used in the model display. 

By the way, when we were setting up this display, there was a question 
about one of the caskets. It was ordered with a petunia colored interior. The 
manufacturer said, ‘If I make that in petunia, I’ll never sell it.’ One of the 
funeral directors said, ‘‘Listen, I have three caskets in that similar price range 
in my place, and two of them are in petunia and one in flesh. I never sell 
the flesh. The petunias are always going out.’’ So there again is a difference 
of opinion. Maybe you will sell more of one color than some of your com- 
petitors. 

A California funeral director came east not too long ago and walked into 
a midwestern funeral room where there were predominantly colored interiors. 
He said, “How can you sell this stuff?” The funeral director said to him, 
eae is the only thing I do sell here in my community. The people want 
it. 

It wasn’t too long before he went back and he put colored interiors in his 
own display room. Shortly he wrote this letter: ‘‘If there was one thing I 
profited from on my midwestern trip, it was the idea I got in putting more 
Beste my display. It has helped me tremendously in selling the better mer- 
chandise. 


NATIONAL FUNERAL DIRECTORS’ ASSOCIATION 25 


In the Model Display you are going to find grouping. As far as arrangement 
goes, that subject is one of great controversy. I used an illustration in my 
opening remarks. I could have talked twenty minutes to tell you what units 
should be placed here and there. I used that little illustration about the newly- 
wed taking his bride around and showing her a moderate home, then the better 
homes, and the cheap ones, and then the moderately priced homes again. 
If you can’t remember anything else, remember that little story. Down- 
stairs, we started the display out with the moderate, that is just the little bit 
above what the majority of the people can buy, the idea being that we want 
to eliminate the negative headshaking. When we take people into the display 
room we don’t want to have them shaking their heads and saying, “No, no, 
not that; not that, we can’t afford that.’’ As much of that as you can eliminate, 
so much the better from a sales standpoint. Downstairs you will see we start 
ou just above the median line at which the average funeral director will 
sell. 


Now we couldn’t help those four big posts. We couldn’t take them out. 
They had to stay. And for that reason, I want to say this, that as you go 
through the display you will see Units 10, 11 and 12. That is the way you 
would naturally gravitate to the right as you go around the room. Because 
of that big 4’x4’ column, you are going to have to come back and go out and 
around the natural bronze casket. Well, if I had a display room I would not 
take my people back and around the natural bronze for the third or fourth 
casket to be seen. If you will notice on your drawing, a general idea would 
be to go on around and into some more units in the medium price range. So, 
as you study the floor plan, remember that we had to contend with some 
physical handicaps that we were not able to overcome. 


Rather than to have any hard feelings as to whose units we selected, I can 
say this unhesitatingly, that had we gone to other than the sixteen manufac- 
turers whose caskets are in the display room this morning and said, “We 
would like to have something that would fit these descriptions,’”’ we would 
have obtained them. Or we could have gone to these same 16 manufacturers 
and said, ‘‘Here, instead of submitting such a casket, you submit another,” 
and they would have done it. I am saying we could have gotten practically 
the same results in styling, in design, in construction, in material, in color. 
We made no attempt to designate caskets to particular manufacturers. I say 
that with no apology. Our motive is to give you variety, design and grouping 
rather than by specifying any particular unit. 


_ Since 1932 I have been working with funeral directors. I spend a lot of my 
time working with pricing of funerals and I think I can make a statement 
that will not be challenged. A majority of the difficulty today on the pricing 
of funeral services comes on about 12% of the sales. I would say those other 
88% are not subject to too much challenge in regard to the value that the 
funeral director gives with respect to what he has to offer and the merchan- 
dise which he furnishes. 12% is the maximum percentage he would be subject 
td challenge. And of that 12%, I would say no more than 3% to 5% are in 
the category where somebody might really make something out of it. So we 
haven’t too big a job to bring about a sort of degree of unanimity 1n our pricing. 


If we could clear up those cases which once in a while get into the press, 
I think we have a very favorable situation. 


_ I am not supposed to mention anything about pricing. I was given that 
instruction before I came up here, and I’m not, because if we wanted to start 
a discussion on what units should be priced at what figure, I am sure we would 
be here all day and we would never get into any agreement. I can use my 
prerogative by just suggesting a few facts and figures on price ranges as we 
see them on the average today, allowing for you to adjust your particular 
situation to the occasion. 


It reminds me of a story my wife told me a while back about a woman in 
her Ceramics Club who carves out wood dolls. She had one that you could 
wind up and it would play a tune on a music box. She was on a radio program 
to explain her hobby and she was supposed to wind up this gadget and play 

- it. But the management of the radio stopped her and said, “Oh no, you can’t 
do that. We will have to have a musician come here and wind that up for 
you.”’ Sometimes I wonder if we surrender our rights too easily. 
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If you want to make some notes here, my time is running out on me and 
I don’t want to embarrass Mr. Jones by cutting into the time of the other 
gentlemen. This is what I would call a breakdown on prices in the average 
funeral home today. Let’s take the 25-unit one first. I would say you would 
generally find one unit displayed under $300.00. And in the $300.00 to $400.00 
bracket you will find two. I could think of a lot of reasons why that could 
be cut to one. For $400.00 to $500.00 I would think you would find three 
units. In the $500.00 to $600.00 bracket, you would find three. And there 
are good reasons why that could be increased to four. In the $600.00 to $700.00 
bracket, there are four units. In the $700.00 to $800.00 bracket there are 
three units. In the $800.00 to $1,050.00 bracket, there are three units. And 
in the bracket over $1,050.00, there are six units. 


Now, let us reduce it to 20 units. We still have one in the $250.00 to $300.00 
bracket. We have 2 units in the $300.Q0 to $400.00 bracket. We have 2 units 
in the $400.00 to $500.00 bracket. We have 3 units in the $500.00 to $600.00 
bracket. We have 4 units in the $600.00 to $700.00 bracket. There are 3 
units in the $700.00 to $800.00 bracket; 2 units in the $800.00 to $1,050.00 
bracket; and 1 unit in the bracket over $1,050.00. 


Now, we will take the 14 units, which gives us a problem, because with 
these 14 units we have to take care of all the people who come in to make a 
selection. We have to give them a variety in styling and color. What can 
be done? Well, I think you will find this about covers it. Under $300.00, 
we have 1 unit. In the $300.00 to $400.00 bracket we have 2 units. In the 
$400.00 to $500.00 we have 2 units. In the $500.00 to $600.00 we have 2 
units. In the $600.00 to $700.00 bracket we have 3 units. In the $700.00 to 
$800.00 bracket we have 2 units. In the $800.00 to $1,050.00 bracket, we have 
1 unit. And over $1,050.00, we have 1 unit. 


Now as to what I mean by a selling price these services are included:— 
Your personal and staff service, preparation and preservation of the body; 
use of your facilities and equipment; use of the casket coach; use of one li- 
mousine or sedan; the casket; and such minor items as the register book, 
acknowledgment cards; door badge, and such accessories as are needed to 
complement your regular services. That is essentially the standard service 
as we know it today. Of course, it would be supplemented by the accessories 
like clothing and vault but that is not included in any of those figures. Any- 
thing I have said about price does not include accessories. 


By way of expressing my viewpoint and the viewpoint of the Exhibit Com- 
mittee, I think it can be fairly said that we realize that a casket sold doesn’t 
become an acceptable service unless it is augmented by the proper clothing 
in which the deceased is dressed. In other words, you can sell a beautiful 
interior and then just mess it up terribly by the use of the wrong garment. 
I think you as funeral directors realize that, and I say if we had made a model 
display room instead of a model casket display, we would have taken clot hing 
into consideration. Had we made it a model display room instead of a model 
casket display, we would have put vaults in there because we realize today 
funeral directors should be selling vaults on 70% to 75% of all adult funerals. 


People who come from Springfield, Illinois, as I do, like to quote Abraham 
Lincoln. This is an illustration that he used in describing a man. He said, 
‘He reminds me of the man who said, ‘I’m not greedy, all I want is the land’ 
that joins mine.’’”’ That statement has a lot of import to it. Where does it 
end? I certainly wouldn’t want to think of some funeral directors feeling that 
they want all the profit that they can obtain. I believe there is a definite 
limitation as to reasonableness of profits. 


However, I am going to quote you just a few funeral pricings that have 
come to my attention in the last few months that go over the limit. I think 
they remind me of the man Lincoln was talking about because none of these 
services have any extenuating circumstances. They were normal services. 
There was a $278.00 casket value in an $1,875.00 service. To my way of think- 
ing the value was lacking. When I say to my way of thinking, I mean a re- 
capitulation of results of hundreds of thousands of sales of other funeral direc- 
tors who are doing a magnificent job. When I speak my opinion, I am formulat- 
ing collective ideas that you have put into my mind. 
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There was a $557.00 casket in a $2,750.00 service; a $65.45 casket ina 
$673.00 service and a $173.00 casket was used in an $1,150.00 service. 


I could list plenty more for you. The proportion wouldn’t change a bit. 


Now if you hear people speak of a casket cost in relation to a selling price 
of a unit, that doesn’t necessarily mean that something is tremendously out 
of line. An executor of an estate in the midwest not too long ago thought it 
was reasonable to allow a $2,250.00 selling price on the service when the casket 
cost $580.00. I agree that such a selling price was quite in line with the cir- 
cumstances. This man was a leading citizen of his community. There were 
practically 9,000 to 10,000 people who went through the funeral room. There 
were better than 600 floral offerings. There was an entire fleet of Cadillacs. 
The man had to use all the equipment he had and all he could borrow and 
rent. Those are extenuating circumstances when we judge pricing. You 
must go deeper than the casket cost. You have to consider what that man 
has to offer. Does he offer a small funeral room with the most meager type 
of equipment or does he have the finest funeral home and equipment that 
the community will support? 

I think today you will find out that the preponderance of sales are in the 
$400.00 to $750.00 brackets. We would like to have it in the $500.00 to $750.00 
price range if we could get it there. I think the manufacturer and funeral 
director alike would be very much pleased if he could maintain 75% of his 
sales in the $400.00 to $750.00 bracket. You don’t have to worry about those 
under $400.00. They have a way of taking care of themselves. We ought to 
concern ourselves with sales in the medium price bracket and those above 
$750.00 because you are not going to maintain too good an average sale unless 
you can get a reasonable percentage over the $750.00 bracket, and over your 
$1,000.00 bracket, too. 

What I say now can be a bone of contention but I just want to give it to 
you as I have it written here. A timely warning can be given against putting 
caskets in your display room that will tend to bring down your average sale 
price to a point that is dangerous, if not disastrous. The average sale price, 
by using merchandise that isn’t up to value, may drop at a rate not consistent 
with any declining operating expenses and. your income will suffer. Whatever 
you do, don’t try to substitute price for value. 

In this morning’s St. Louis Post-Dispatch, the sub-headline is this: The 
Commerce Department indicates that the net income in industry in the past 
quarter had dropped 25% from a year ago. I read on further and it said this, 
that the margin of profit was closing, was shrinking. It didn’t say anything 
about operating expenses. It did say this, that sales volume was holding up, 
but the margin of profit was shrinking. That is exactly what is happening 
in the funeral industry. The margin of profit may shrink. We hope to have 
the sales volume maintained at a figure high enough that we can keep average 
profit where it ought to be. hy 

Let me tell you this because there seems to be such a wide difference of 
opinion as to what operating costs are today. All the figures that I can get 
my hands on indicate that the average operating cost of the funeral director 
today will run from about $285.00 up to $350.00. That is plenty of tolerance 
for the average case, $285.00 on the low side and $350.00 on the high side. 
There is plenty of reason why some can go over $350.00. Economical opera- 
tion may allow a lower average than $285.00. Such are the ranges in operation 
cost we should consider in setting up a model display room. I think you will 
find your display downstairs has been set up with that point in view. 


The officers of your Association and the cooperating committee and all 
the men who helped us chose a meaningful phrase to apply to your casket 
display room. They said, “It is Today’s Solution for Tomorrow’s Problem.” 
A model display can be that answer. We can offer a selection in material 
and styling, in size, color and interiors and in hardware, suitable to the needs 
of a clientele that had the confidence to come to you because they really believe 
in you. They have utmost confidence in you. They have put you above the 
average business man. 


When I was studying law, we learned two words—“ caveat emptor.” The 
meaning of those words is, ‘‘Let the buyer beware.”’ I don’t think it ever 
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should occur to us that we should have to put a sign over our casket display 
room to indicate that, nor do I think we should ever display our merchandise 
or price it in such a way that such a thought would ever occur in the mind 
of a client, ‘“‘Let the buyer beware.” 


Mr. Alderson: Thank you, Mr. Davis. 


As Chairman of the Exhibit Committee, it is certainly gratifying to be 
able to sit up here this morning and see this very, very large audience. To 
those of you who have been coming to the National Convention for many 
years, you realize that with the abandonment of the Advisory Council last 
year, some concern was felt as to what would happen today. The answer 
is right here in this room. I ask you to bear with us. This meeting is being 
held here for convenience because the model show room is right below us. 
The rest of the sessions during the week will be held in a larger room in the 
Statler Hotel. 


Now that you have heard the ‘‘whys” and ‘“‘wherefores’’ of the setup for 
the model display room, we would like to hear some comments on it from a 
funeral director whose annual volume exceeds 200 funerals. 


I will turn over the floor at this time to Mr. Paul Buchanan, who has a 
reputation of being an outstanding authority on merchandising. Mr. Buchanan 
is associated with the Flanner & Buchanan Funeral Home of Indianapolis, 
Indiana. Mr. Buchanan. (Applause) 


Mr. Buchanan: Mr. Chairman, Members of the National Funeral Direc- 
tors Association, ladies and gentlemen: 


I appreciate this opportunity and thank you very much for being a part 
of this panel. 


After studying this model display room, I am convinced that Mr. Average 
Funeral Director who owns this display room is a pretty good fellow, at least 
in the minds of all the factory casket salesmen. Perhaps you will wonder how 
I make this diagnosis. The fact remains that as I look at this display room 
I find that caskets from sixteen different manufacturers are included in this 
average funeral director’s display room. It is evident that he is well liked by 
all the salesmen who call upon him, because he is making his purchases from 
so many different firms that he has no concentration of display from one, 
two or three firms. You may consider that I am being facetious, but the ques- 
tion of buying is always an important one, and it is our observation that-a 
sound display room is purchased by the funeral director from a group of not 
to exceed four firms and with a small case volume it should be confined to 
one or two firms. By so doing, the funeral director’s business becomes valuable 
to thers manufacturers who have a sufficient portion of it to make it valuable 
to them. 


Perhaps you wonder why we stress this question of buying. There can be 
no real display room unless buying is properly done—buying to fit the needs 
of the community which the firm is serving; buying to fit the needs of the 
firm which is attempting to render the right kind of service in a given com- 
munity; buying in order to establish a balanced line so that there will be some- 
thing at a price level and in a quality range which will appeal to all of the 
buyers of funerals in that area. The great advantage of concentrated buying 
is to be found, first, in the fact that the firm which supplies the major portion 
of the merchandise to a given funeral director becomes actively interested 
in the welfare and the progress of that particular funeral director; and, sec- 
ondly, they stand in a position to protect the business which they are receiving 
and not allow that funeral director to get into difficulties from a lack of proper 
merchandise, or other situations. The very process of buying from every 
manufacturer’s representative who comes into your front door is one of the 
surest ways there is to guarantee an unbalanced line, and thus jeopardize the 
operation of your business from a merchandising standpoint. Concentrated 
buying to fit a price need in your business is essential, and, furthermore, it 
makes the account worth something to the manufacturer, and he, the manu- 
ea therefore becomes directly interested in the progress of this particular 

usiness. 


Looking at our model display room for just a few moments, we see, first 
of all, an economy group, or low end group, of three units. In the great average 
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group, where most people buy, there are only seven units displayed. In the 
above average group fifteen units are displayed. It is our opinion that this 
model display room is out of balance for the average funeral director. As 
proof of our position in this matter we would like to present a study made 
by the Pennsylvania Funeral Dirctors’ Association and published in bulletin 
form by them. It was also published in the August issue of Casket and Sunny- 
side. This was based upon a study of 13,000 funeral sales of members during 
1948. It is too long to review in detail, but is worth your careful consideration. 
They recommend that a display room showing 25 units should have 22%, 
or five units, in the economy group, instead of the three which are shown in 
this model room. They further recommend 40%, or ten units, in the average 
group, between wholesale prices of $70 and $150, instead of the seven which 
are shown here in this model display room. The Pennsylvania report goes on 
to state that 38%, or ten units, should be shown in the above average group, 
namely, in the group over $150 wholesale, whereas our model room has fifteen. 
These percentages apply regardless of the number of units shown. We are 
definitely of the opinion that this model room would not wark satisfactorily 
for Mr. Average Funeral Director, because it is unbalanced from a standpoint 
of serving a cross section of the public. 


This emphasizes how important it is for Mr. Average Funeral Director 
to buy merchandise which fits the needs of his firm. If it fits the needs of his 
firm it means that he is going to have a balanced line which will offer something 
to everyone in his community and give every family a freedom of choice 
at a price they can afford. 


Display room arrangement is an important part of sound merchandising. 
For a great many years we have observed funeral directors who made their 
display room arrangement based upon what is called the “‘staircase’’ method. 
In other words, they started at the lowest priced unit and progressed unit 
by unit around the room and through the room so that the customer always 
started with the lowest unit and went along step by step until he reached 
the highest one. Then, too, there were other firms who reversed the stair- 
case, and they started with their highest priced unit and worked down the 
scale until they reached the lowest priced unit. It has been proven in sound 
merchandising in the funeral service field that this approach to a display room 
arrangement is not a serviceable one. In other words, if we have an average 
buyer and we start him with the lowest unit on display, we most certainly 
will sell him at a lower price than he expects to pay. On the other hand, if 
we have an above average buyer and start him at the top end of the line, 
he undoubtedly will go lower than he intended to go, just because he resents 
having the very best thrown at him first. We could expand this theory to 
quite a considerable degree, but we believe that it is more important for us 
to utilize the time which is ours today to give you a constructive method of 
display room arrangement, which, in our experience, has proven very satis- 
factory. Instead of showing the lowest unit first, or the highest unit first, 
why not show a unit which is approximately $150 above the funeral director’s 
average sale? This unit will offer values which can be demonstrated. It will 
neither offend the low price buyer nor the high price buyer, because it is just 
above the average sale. Then in order to create an immediate contrast, show 
the second unit at a figure of approximately $25 below the average sale. This 
should be selected to provide a strong contrast in appearance, in material, 
in color and design, as well as in price. The third unit to be shown should be 
another one about $50 above the average sale. The purpose of this contrasting 
group as an approach to your display arrangement is to help the buyer to seek 
his own buying level, easily and quickly and without embarrassment one way 
or another. Furthermore, it will give the funeral director, by observing their 
reactions, a definite clue as to the type of merchandise, the quality of mer- 
chandise and the price that the buyer wants to pay. One more argument 
in its favor is the fact that this contrast grouping at the beginning of your 
display arrangement will help the funeral director to sell consistently just 
above his average sale. Has it ever occurred to you that if every sale could 
be even one dollar above your average sale you would constantly increase 
your average sale? This, to us, means good merchandising. 


_ Let us continue with our consideration of display room arrangement. There 
is a great controversy going on in the minds of many funeral directors as to 
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whether or not we should show our minimum priced unit. It is our studied 
opinion, based upon our own personal experience, that you should show your 
minimum unit and show it prominently. Some funeral directors fail to do 
this, because they are afraid they will sell more of them. Experience shows that 
you do not sell more of them, but you do sell a whole lot more in the middle 
priced bracket. Basically, ‘‘seeing is believing,” and if people see a minimum 
unit prominently displayed, they know instinctively that they can come to 
this firm and purchase a funeral in the middle priced bracket without fear 
and without embarrassment. To us this is important. Likewise, this is one 
of the best ways that we know anything about to combat the very prevalent 
public opinion, namely, that it costs $800 or $900 to buy a funeral. There is 
so much talk of socialized medicine, socialized funeral service will certainly 
follow. But if all funeral directors over the country would follow this policy 
of prominently displaying their minimum unit in a balanced display—this 
would be the greatest argument against the need for socialized funerals. Once 
again, seeing is believing, and every person who comes into your display room 
and actually sees a funeral on display at your minimum price knows that 
there is no truth to the rumor that you must spend $800 to $900 to buy a 
satisfactory funeral. Once again, may we emphasize—don’t be afraid; you 
will not sell more minimum units. You will help your sales in your middle 
brackets. 

In discussing display room arrangement we are firmly convinced that a 
contrast in color, price, design and material is important. In other words, if 
we place the $350 unit alongside the $375 unit we are constantly being called 
upon to justify and explain the $25 difference between the two units. On the 
other hand, if we have a $350 unit alongside a $600 unit, the difference in 
value is immediately apparent. We use only this one simple illustration, 
because the same factors apply whether we use contrast of price, contrast 
of color, contrast of design or contrast of material. In other words, we do 
not think it advisable to put the immediate step-up unit alongside the one 
just below or above, but rather to have the contrast evident throughout 
the entire display room. It will help the buyer to see the differential in price, 
in value and in quality. 

The model display room has a great many top-quality units. We do not 
know of any way to pick the top unit for any individual firm’s display room. 
Perhaps this simple rule is the best one to follow. If the best sale that you 
have ever made is a copper sealer, then put in a bronze sealer as one step 
above the best sale you’ve ever made. Let’s drop this down, because we know 
that in many communities these terms would apply to units which have never 
been sold. Let’s put it this way. If the best unit you have ever sold is a fine 
high-grade hardwood, then let’s put in a fine high-grade metal just above it. 
As a corollary to this statement, we would like to give you this bit of thinking. 
Profits in the funeral service field are made on good selling—selling which 
qualifies the customer from the standpoint of personal satisfaction; selling 
which allows the customer to pay his bill with you without undue hardship; 
selling which brings satisfaction to the friends and family who are the survivors. 

While we have not examined the metal units shown in this model display 
room very carefully, there is one observation which we would like to make 
pertaining to metal caskets.’ We refer specifically to those lightweight gauges 
which have been used in the past and which we look upon as nothing more 
or less than stovepipes. Stovepipe gauges of metal are always misleading to > 
the public. John Public reasons something like this. Metal is metal, regard- 
less of its protective weight and value. Whenever we talk metal merchandise 
to John Public, we are talking about protection, and we are talking about 
something which offers permanence and mental satisfaction. Metallurgists 
tell us that all metals rust directly in proportion to their thicknesses. This 
should be enough to warn us that our metal caskets should be kept in quality 
gauges. If we cannot use quality gauges, then most certainly we should sell 
wood caskets, because wood has a far greater value than the low priced high- 
gauge metals. The salesmen who come to you with a story of cheapness and 
tries to persuade you to sell the low priced high-gauge metal casket is not 
rendering you a service, but actually rendering you a disservice. Furthermore, 
if you fall for that kind of a line, you are just as guilty of rendering a dis- 
service to the public. 
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Throughout the years we have had experience in disinterment. Perhaps 
many of you have had the same experiences. We know that if we are going 
to be called upon to disinter a metal casket, we are going to find it in much 
better condition if it is 18 gauge or better than we are if it is 24 or 26 gauge. 


There is much that can be said about metal caskets, but I believe that 
if we stick to one principal objective, namely, the use of a metal gauge which 
is amply heavy to give the kind of protection that John Public thinks he is 
buying when he purchases a metal casket, then we will be on the right track. 
Much more can be said about protective coating, both inside and outside, 
but that is another specialized field, and for our purpose we believe that we 
can fill the needs by using an adequately heavy gauge. 


Looking again at our model display room, we are of the opinion that the 
steps between price levels are too great. Remember, buyers like to be able 
to climb a stairway which has easy steps, and not one where they are called 
upon to stretch their legs to reach the next one. This may be a homely illus- 
tration, but in our opinion the steps in our model display room are too long 
and too difficult. We should have our steps shorter, and thus make it easier 
for the buyer to reach up if he desires to buy up. 


_ If we could take the number of units which are in excess in the above average 
group and distribute them over the average and economy groups, then our 
sales steps would not be too long and the buyer would be able to ascend this 
staircase with a lot more ease and comfort. 


Why are we putting so much stress upon helping the buyer to buy? First, 
because it is the function of good selling to help the buyer to buy. Second, 
only through sales are we able to make a net profit. While we’re speaking of 
sales, a great many funeral directors are goday in a precarious position. They 
are failing to realize that at least 15% of their gross sales must be reflected 
in their net profit if they expect to maintain their economic self-respect. When- 
ever a firm drops below this minimum, then comes the great temptation to 
take it all out in profit or in salary on the part of the owner. Any firm which 
takes out of its business more than it should will soon find that they are trailing 
the parade instead of leading it. 


Not long ago a study was made by and among ten very successful funeral 
directors. It was found that the ten successful firms in a given year actually 
had $310,000 net profit before taxes. Here is the point we want to make. 
These same ten firms actually put back into their business $160,000 in the form 
of new equipment, new furnishings, and expanded facilities. What can we 
learn from this study? Certainly we can learn, first, that you must have net 
profit to stay in business, and you must have at least 15% of your gross sales 
reflected in net profit or you are in a precarious position. The next thing we 
learn is that you can’t take it all out of the business. At least one-half of the 
profit must be turned back into the maintenance and improvement of the 
physical properties and equipment if you expect to retain a position in your 
community which will justify public confidence and leadership. 


In bringing my part of this program to a conclusion, I would like to point 
out one thing which is to me all important. Funeral service is a service for the 
living. There is very little that we can do for the one who has departed, but 
there is much that we can do for those who remain. We can give them a dis- 
play room which is of excellent appearance, which is well decorated, which is 
carefully and properly lighted, and-we can have it in keeping with the rest of 
our building, which is devoted to service. Whenever we mention this word 
““service,’’ we are constantly reminded that a great many funeral directors 
devote all of their time and attention to the proposition that they must serve 
people well. They give so much time and thought and attention (to say nothing 
of dollars) to the service end of their business that they faill to do a good job 
of selling. Do we need to remind you again that selling creates the gross sales 
for your business, and from the gross sales come your profits? 


You must give a freedom of choice at prices which people can afford. If 
you're going to do this, you must be a good merchandiser. You must buy 
to fit the needed price in your balanced line. You must be sure that your line 
is balanced, that the steps between the price units are not too long so that 
people can make easy progress; you must so arrange your room that it offers 
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contrast and makes every buyer, whether he be rich or poor, feel at home and 
not feel embarrassed. You must have good stock records. That is the true 
key to the development of a balanced display. It also is the key to your own 
inventory situation and to good sound management. Regardless of what you 
may think as to the value of service in the term ‘funeral service,’’ let us point 
out to you that unless your merchandising effort is sound, and unless your 
display room offers the opportunities which every family who calls upon you 
has the right to expect, you are failing to do the job which is yours to do in 
your community. 
Mr. Alderson: Thank you, Mr. Buchanan. 


Now that we have heard from a funeral home owner with an annual busi- 
ness of more than 200 funerals, I am sure we will welcome the comments of a 
funeral director who does less than 75 funerals annually. 


To give the opinions of a funeral director in this classification, we are going 
to call on Mr. Miles B. Martin of Mt. Morris, Michigan, who is the President 
of the Michigan Funeral Directors Association. Mr. Martin. (Applause) 


Mr. Martin: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: 


I feel honored to be spokesman for the group of funeral directors conducting 
75 or less adult funeral services per year. My classification recalls that well 
known saying which goes, ‘‘God must have loved the poor people—he made 
so many of them.” Funeral directors in the 75 services or under classification 
must be in the beloved group too—there are so many of us. 


My first thought was this. The casket display is not so arranged to please 
me, the funeral director, it should be set up to please the clients I serve. There 
is no other practical conclusion. The clients make the selection, they are the 
ones who must be pleased with the merchandise offered. They are the ones who 
have their individual likes and dislikes. They pay the bill. The people served 
by the funeral director who conducts 75 adult funerals or less per year are not 
different in any respect from the clients served by the very large operators. 
They are entitled to equally as good’ a choice of units, they are entitled to 
equally as fair prices, as a matter of fact in all respects they are equal; other- 
wise the competitive advantage would be too one-sided. ‘The Model Casket 
Display of 25 units as we have it here today definitely satisfies many require- 
ments. In size, arrangement and spacing it may be considered “‘ideal”’ but it 
isn’t always practical for the funeral director to show that many units nor 
would ample casket display room space be available for it. The committee 
that arranged this Model Display has considered this very factor. They have 
included in an attractive brochure recommendations on a model display of 
20 units and then an even further reduction down to 14 units. That certainly 
indicates that the needs of every group have been considered. 


Investment in casket stock is exceedingly important. An investment of 
approximately $7,500.00 to $7,600.00 in casket stock to show 25 units in the 
display room would seem high for the funeral director who conducts less than 
40 adult services per year. It is a lot of money for the funeral director who 
conducts 40 to 75 funerals a year. From an income standpoint the very small 
operator would find it difficult to maintain selling prices adequate to provide 
himself with fair compensation for his services, an interest return on his invest- 
ment in the funeral home, rolling stock, furnishings and equipment and in 
addition therto an adequate interest return on the casket investment. The 
committee has wisely considered this in establishing a more moderate display 
of 20 units that requires only a casket investment of about $4,400.00 and then 
a 14 unit display that required a casket investment of about $2,130.00. 


The requirements for a funeral director doing 75 adult services or less per 
year are not different than the large operator with respect to maintaining an 
adequate average sale price. His unit of operating expense per funeral or the 
percentage of casket value supplied to clients will also run a close parallel. 
In these respects most funeral directors will find themselves on an equal basis. 
The exception to this statement might be to the very small operator who handles 
less than 25 adult funerals per year because he finds it difficult to maintain a 
reasonable unit of cost per service. His fixed expenditures run very high in 
proportion to volume. Only very conservative management permits reasonable 
selling prices to show any margin of profit for him. In the Model Casket Dis- 
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play on the Convention floor as well as on the modified plans recognition is 
given to the medium price units which represent the normal income producing 
sales. I mean the $400.00 to $750.00 price ranges. For the majority of us there 
is where most people can afford to buy. These services include a quality of 
merchandise no one needs be ashamed of—they represent styling and quality 
most people desire. When priced right, people do buy them. These units 
include caskets we like to sell and the casket manufacturers are pleased to have 
us sell. A proper proportion of sales in this bracket makes it psosible to keep 
the average sale of $500.00 or more. The suggestions offered in the Model 
Display regarding the proportion of casket value to the various selling price 
ranges seem to fit the funeral directors in all volume groups. It must be under- 
stood that the recommended selling prices are flexible. The recommendations 
are a median from which the individual can add or subtract. The extent 
of the individual service to his clients, the excellence of the facilities offered 
such as the funeral home, its furnishings, the motor equipment, are reasons 
why selling prices can be adjusted to meet the individual case. However I 
believe the recommendations provide a good pattern to follow. If conscien- 
tiously considered and adhered to by all funeral directors it would eliminate 
the exceptional or unusual cases of pricing that occur and from which our 
profession gains very unfavorable publicity. There are many hundreds of 
thousands of funerals sold at reasonable prices and they gain no public atten- 
tion at all. Let a few isolated cases of highly irregular pricing by an unscrupu- 
lous person reach public attention and they are exploited to no end. The 
profession is ready for a greater degree of uniformity in funeral service pricing 
and this Model Display can be a step toward that goal. 

To some persons the limited selection of units in the lower price ranges 
may seem a bit unusual but to me this very practical reduction is very much 
needed. For many years we have realized that an ideal arrangement would 
be to have no funeral services at all in the loss bracket. By this statement I 
mean sales which do not carry their proper share of operation cost and casket 
cost. Such procedure would enable all funeral directors to give better values 
in the medium and upper price ranges. Any departure from well established 
pricing procedures are not accomplished over night. The direct limitation 
of units in the loss bracket as you view in the Model Display is a step in the 
right direction. 


With the full range of twenty-five units the top bracket naturally includes 
some better quality units than are shown on the two modified selections. Yet 
all three show good balance. Variety is available in cloth covered shells, in 
hard-wood caskets as well as in caskets made of the various types of metals. 
There are octagon shells, urns, elliptics and state caskets. In color there is 
plenty of variety both in interiors and exteriors. In pricing there is quality 
at a fair price with a degree of flexibility to permit the individual funeral 
director to adjust selling prices to his own particular requirements. There are 
caskets suitable to all age groups. There are styles best suited to persons of 
large or heavy proportions and there are other styles that are more acceptable 
to those of small stature. With the transient population moving from one 
section to another there are casket styles in full hinge top as well as one-half 
couch styling so that the desires of the individual may be fully met. 

Allin all the committee should be complimented on the considerable thought 
and foresight in preparing the Model Casket Display and I am sure that the 
funeral directors in the.group that I represent will secure much benefit from 
it; 

In closing, I believe we could soon be recognized as the finest organization 
known, if all Funeral Directors would just remember and put to practise the 
old saying, ‘““Do unto others as you would have done unto you.” 

Mr. Alderson: Thank you, Mr. Martin. 

In conducting a panel such as this, I would certainly be remiss in my duty 
if I didn’t give opportunity to the first speaker to answer perhaps some ques- 
tions that were brought up by the other two. 

As Mr. Davis is the person who laid this model show room out, I would 
like to at this time give Mr. Davis two minutes in rebuttal. (Laughter) 

Mr. Davis: I told him that is all the time I would take. 
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If Mr. Buchanan had the job given him of setting up a model display and 
had gone to four, or perhaps three, manufacturers and said, “ We want you 
to send over all the caskets,’ that would be a good way to get shot in a hurry. 
We would not like to make a point of whose caskets are on the display room 
floor. I mentioned that we tried to be fair in selecting from sixteen manufac- 
turers. We could have gone to 20 or 25. Mr. Buchanan made a good point 
there, that maybe it isn’t so well to buy your merchandise from sixteen men, 
and I just wanted to add that point. We had a reason for doing it. You have 
an entirely different reason. 


Now I had always thought Pennsylvania was one of the 48 states. Mr. 
Buchanan quoted Pennsylvania averages. I tried to include Pennsylvania 
in my averages. Now I am not saying that disrespectfully. I really knew 
how Pennsylvania funeral directors operate. Mr. Buchanan made a good point. 
It would be nice if you fellows wouldn’t have any sales in the loss bracket 
at all. That would be one of the finest steps in the right direction you could 
take. I can’t figure out why we should go to so much trouble for ourselves to 
keep the low end services near the entrance. We have not, however, been 
remiss in our duty downstairs. On the one aisle you will see an arrow pointing 
to the Model Casket Display. At the other aisle another arrow pointing to the 
Model Casket Display. By using the entrance near the reception room it will 
take you in where the moderate price ranges start off. If you come in this other 
way, you will come in near the low end services. Now there is no sign down 
there which reads ‘‘ Main Entrance.” If you like to start off with the low end, 
you just do it that way. 


We are not like the fellow who had a next door neighbor who put on a big 
sale, and so he put up a sign reading—“ Main Entrance Here.” You choose 
your entrance. If it is repugnant for you to start out with the higher priced 
merchandise, you can go in the back way and come away with a smile. 


Another thing, we set up the display with the idea that the national average 
sale price today would be around $510. Now in your case in your community, 
it might be a little lower, it might be higher. I have seen some surprising 
plans this year where a man was carrying an $800 average sale price. That 
was fine. He would feel badly about a model display setup of $510 average. 


You will always leave out something you should have said, and I left out 
something. In your pre-selling, before a man or woman ever steps into the 
display, it is a good idea if they have an idea what service you are offering and 
the price range. It takes a lot of the scare away for the client to know the 
limitations of your normal price range. It sort of soothes the way. 


As far as the steps in pricing are concerned, I can hurriedly explain that. 
I have some notations on it. I said there were two units, three units and four 
units in certain brackets and the brackets were always by $100.00. If there 
are three units, you have a $33.33 step. If there are four units, you have a 
$25.00 step, and if there are two, it gives you a $50.00 step. You will not 
find those steps objectionable. Thanks a lot. My time is up. 


Mr. Alderson: Thank you, Mr. Davis. 


Now this brings to a conclusion the panel discussion on the model display 
room. It is our intention that when you go downstairs these three gentlemen 
are to be in the sales room to discuss their point of view with you. You can 
ask them any questions when you are on the floor down below. 


It has been a privilege as Chairman of your Exhibit Committee for me to 
preside here and have the privilege of introducing these three men. On behalf 
of the Committee, on behalf of the Association as a whole, we are very grateful 
to you three gentlemen. 


I will now turn the meeting back to President Jones. (Applause) 


President Jones: I, too, want to express my appreciation to Mr. Davis, 
Mr. Martin and Mr. Buchanan. 

I am going to make this next announcement now because some of you may 
be leaving the room. Tomorrow morning, in deference to our main speaker, 
we are starting the meeting at 9:15 instead of 9:30 at the Statler Ballroom. 
And I am most desirous of starting the meetings of this convention on time. 
We have a goodly number of you people here but I do know there are some 
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who are attending the convention who are not here. You will be doing me a 
personal favor if you will tell everyone we start tomorrow morning—9:15 
prompt. 

Now if there are any persons present, students, exhibitors, or guests who 
are not members or guests of members of the National Funeral Directors 
Association, will you please leave the room at this time because we are going 
to open under a formal business session. I know you understand the reason 
for me asking you to retire. 


Ladies and gentlemen, will you please come to order. For a number of 
years through the medium of the Advisory Council or open forum discussion 
of the National Funeral Directors’ Association, has put aside a certain part 
of each convention program to listen to the comments on N.F.D.A. programs 
and policy. We have set aside the concluding portion of this morning’s program 
for this purpose. Are there any of you who have any questions to ask or who 
would like to make any statements on N.F.D.A. programs or policies in the 
past or suggestions for the future? And I speak for the Board when I tell you 
that we would welcome both, comments and suggestions. 


Mr. A. C. Nieburg (Missouri): Mr. President, I have a question I would 
like to ask. I have heard there is going to be a change in the Social Security 
law and I would like to know if the National Funeral Directors Association 
has any information on this? 


President Jones: You will appreciate that I wouldn’t begin to tackle this 
program alone, so I brought some of the heavy artillery along with me. Harry 
Gilligan, James Clark and Howard Raether. How would you answer? 


Executive Secretary Raether: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, I think 
the proposed law that Mr. Nieburg is referring to is HR 6000, which has been 
passed in the House of Representatives and has gone to the Senate. The two 
changes, I think that are interesting to funeral directors are, first of all, that 
as it is now under the existing Social Security Law, lump sum death payments 
are made only when there were no survivors eligible to receive payments in 
the month of death of the person who was insured. Under the proposed law 
those payments would be made in all instances. However, at the present time 
the amount of the payments is six times the monthly benefit where under the 
proposed law it would be three times the monthly benefit. 


The second point of interest to funeral directors is that under the proposed 
law, if it is passed, they can personally become eligible for social security 
under the self-employment clause. You have probably read some press releases 
that said that one of the main reasons for the proposed amendment was to 
include 11 million Americans under Social Security who before this time did 
not have it available to them. 


Now as a part of our convention program on Wednesday morning, Mr. 
O. C. Pogge, who is Director of the Bureau of Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
at Baltimore, is going to be a featured speaker at the Statler on Saturday. 
He is going to consider the present law and proposed law and immediately 
following that discussion he is going to have lunch with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the N.F.D.A. If you have any suggestions to make regarding your 
feelings as to these proposals before or after Mr. Pogge’s discussion, we would 
be glad to give your suggestions to Mr. Pogge. It should be said I think, that 
the General Counsel and Board of Governors of the National Funeral Direc- 
tors Association have been fully cognizant of the developments. 


_ President Jones: Is there any other question or suggestion? After all, this 
is your meeting and so, please let down your hair. 


Mr. August Pagwozzi (New York): Mr. President, is there any phase of the 
National Funeral Directors Association By-Laws that protect funeral directors 
against one another? In other words, are there any unfair practices between 
funeral directors whereby they shall not display such petty jealousy? Are 
there any unfair practice methods that will stop them from doing such things 
as renting a chapel from another director in an outlying district where there 
are no public chapel facilities available? 

President Jones: Speaking for myself, sir, I would say that is a problem 
which your State Association should take care of, but I am going to ask Mr. 
James Clark to answer that. 
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Counsel Clark: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, the National Funeral 
Directors Association couldn’t regulate that. You couldn’t have that in your 
Constitution. All you can do with that is to take care of that within your 
State Association, or have a codeofethics, which is not a law, but which simply 
asks the fellows to do certain things in fairness to the others. But if you had 
that in the Constitution of the National Funeral Directors Association you 
couldn’t enforce it. 

President Jones: Thank you for your question, sir. Does that answer it? 


Mr. Pagwozzi (New York): I was faced with an unfair situation. I re- 
quested a bill and it was refused on the basis that the person in authority was 
not present, and then when my casket and body were delivered, they were 
carefully reviewed and a net mark-up was put on and that was my bill. I 
protested it and called the Association and I was told there was nothing doing. 
{ wrote a letter to the funeral director and told him that I was protesting this 
bill, that I thought it unfair and would he please review it again. He refused 
to answer my letter and presented the bill again for payment. Naturally, I 
advertise free chapel service and he advertised free chapel service, and I had 
to send him a check. 


President Jones: 1 can sympathize with you. It is something I expect 
everybody in the room has met, not only on chapel charges, but other charges. 
However, it is a local problem. I hope you gentlemen in your section can get 
together and settle it. 

Are there any other suggestions? 

Mr. Hanlon (New Mexico): Mr. President, I would like to offer a sugges- 
tion in regard to the financing of funeral bills. I was wondering if it would be 
possible in the case of a client who is unable to pay cash for a funeral bill, if it 
could be turned over to the National Association and let the National act as 
the collecting agency? We could let the National have say a base discount 
of 10% off the immediate bill and charge interest at the rate of 6% or 8%, 
whichever would be legal, and in that way it would take an immediate load 
off the small funeral directors and at the same time let the National help build 
good will by letting them act as the collecting agency. 


President Jones: ‘That could not be done, sir, on a national basis, I know. 
Now I am going to ask Mr. Clark whether it could be done through a state 
association. 

Mr. Clark: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: That will be going into 
the finance business, such as the Commercial Credit Corporation and other 
similar companies that finance automobiles, and I know that under N.F.D.A.’s 
Charter, N.F.D.A. could not do it. They would be violating their charter. 
And I don’t know any state charter that would permit of it today. It could 
be done if they would amend their charters permitting them to go into the 
finance business. The wisdom of it, of course, must be left to the individual 
states. 

President Jones: You appreciate this is going, as we hoped it would, into 
many, diversified subjects. Now will someone else give us a question or suggss- 
tion: 

Mr. John Duggan (Montana): I would like to ask the Secretary for a 
point of information on that Social Security, the new law. The undertaker 
up to this date cannot collect that bill through the Social Security unless he 
shows a paid-up bill. Under the new law, will that be changed? 

Secretary Gilligan: Under the present law, the funeral director can’t collect at 
all. The person who pays your bill can collect it but he cannot collect it unless 
he shows a receipted bill, unless he is a direct heir. The new law contemplates 
no change. The matter has been discussed many times as to whether it would 
not be better if the government paid the funeral director directly. In some 
few instances bills would be collected which otherwise might not be paid. But 
the idea of having the government participate in the payment of the funeral 
bills of agreat many thousand workers annually means that government bureaus 
would file these bills, their economists and their analysts would be checking 
into them and we fear the danger is very much greater from that source. It 
is our considered opinion that it is better for us individually to lose one or two 
bills rather than to get the United States Government into the funeral business. 
(Applause) 
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‘ pence Jones: Are there any other questions or suggestions? Don’t be 
ashful. 


Mr. Sontheimer (Louisiana): Mr. President, I would like to ask a question 
and then I would like to offer a suggestion. The question is, do we have any 
representation in Washington looking out for the interests of the funeral 
directors as a whole? 


The suggestion is that in the Director or in the state bulletins to the State 
Secretaries it could be enlarged and you could keep us all informed as to the 
happenings in Washington, such as the Wage and Hour Law, and the Lesinski 
Bill. We would all have appreciated direct information from our Association 
headquarters as to where we stood on it. That bulletin did come, I under- 
stand, to the State Secretaries but in many cases was not passed on to the 
individual members. I wonder if you would go into detail as to whether we 
do have representation in Washington? 

President Jones: As to the use of the Bulletin and the Director, I will let 
Howard Raether answer that. But before I call on him, this gives me an 
opportunity to mention something that I take a great deal of pleasure in. I 
told the Board yesterday and I would like to tell you folks now and I intend 
to tell you again tomorrow, it is just too bad that each one of you members 
of the National Funeral Directors Association could not have been with me 
on two or three trips this year to Washington. I want to tell you that the 
Executive Secretary of this National Association not only has the right con- 
tacts in Washington, but is received there with open arms. 

On more than one occasion I have stood in an office—incidentally, I think 
we set a record because we had six appointments in Washington and kept every 
one of them on time-and were not refused or delayed in any way, and I think 
that is a record for Washington today—but when we went into these offices 
I just couldn’t help standing back with astonishment and with a deep appre- 
ciation of the contacts that he has made and the way we were received. 


Now I am going to ask Howard to answer the other part of the question 
about the Director and about bulletins being used. 

Executive Secretary Raether: Well, Mr. President, as far as the minimum 
wage law and the Social Security law and any other laws affecting the funeral 
directing profession, I think that we have immediately in all instances received 
information on those laws, and we have passed them on to our general counsel, 
Mr. Clark, who has interpreted them as he has seen them in the eyes of the 
funeral directing profession, and we have sent them out in the form of P.&S. 
Bulletins. In all instances, synopses of those Bulletins have appeared in the 
Director. Now the question is, shall we as a National Association send those 
matters out directly to all members when they arise or shall they go out to 
the State Officers. As an affiliation of state associations, the answer has been 
given many times that N.F.D.A. should give the material to the State Off- 
cers and they in turn will disseminate it to the members as they see fit. In the 
Director, however, we have given that information. 

Now there is one thing else I think I should say. There are, or were, during 
the last legislative session at least 80 bills that directly or indirectly affected 
the profession. Only two thus far have been passed. And I think it would 
be wasted effort and would result in a lot of confusion in your minds if all 
that material was distributed to all members because only a small percentage 
of those bills ever passed. 


I reported to the Board yesterday, that out of the 80 bills presented, we 
sent out 11 P. & S. Bulletins covering 30 of those bills. We think we are thereby 
serving the states who in turn serve you. (Applause) 


President Jones: Are there any other questions or suggestions? 


Mr. Adams (Minnesota): Mr. President, it has always been my opinion 
that funeral service is two things—it is the disposal of dead human bodies, 
and a tribute paid to that individual at life’s end. I liken it, and I feel strongly 
about it, to a young man buying a diamond for his girl friend. What he pays 
for that diamond is his business and nobody else’s. I feel that it is very un- 
important for the U. S. Government in the form of the Social Security Law 
to request the funeral director to send in itemized statements for what the 
family spend and I dislike very much submitting such statements. What 
concern is it of the United States Government’s? 


Cail 
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Now I will answer that question at the same time. All they need to know 
is that the funeral expenses exceed the amount the claimant is entitled to 
under the Social Security lump sum benefits. In other words, if they are en- 
titled to $200 and spend $150, they only get $150. Therefore, why can’t they 
issue a statement to be filled out by the funeral director, and if they wish it 
notarized, asking, ‘‘Has the funeral expense exceeded a certain amount of 
money?’’, Why do they demand an itemized statement of my mother, my 
brother, or anybody else’s funeral, when it is none of their concern. 


I think the National Funeral Directors Association should hold their heads 
high in dignity and get that ruling off the books. Why should we give out the 
figures of the people we serve, the people who come to us in confidence— 
we say we have their confidence and they trust us, and then we turn around 
and give those figures to the U. S. Government? It isn’t right. 

President Jones: Sir, I appreciate your sentiment in the matter. I think 
you made an announcement, but I didn’t get the question. 


Mr. Adams: What I would like to have the National Funeral Directors 
Association do is to go to the Social Security Board and get this particular 
rule wiped off the books, that they do not ask us for itemized statement. When 
they find out that a certain family is entitled to $181, they should ask the 
question if the funeral director’s bill amounted to more than $181, because 
they have to know that in order to know how much they are going to pay, 
but they don’t have to know whether somebody bought a funeral service 
for $600 or $1,000. 

President Jones: You suggest we take that form to Social Security. I 
will have Secretary Gilligan answer that. 

Secretary Gilligan: I think there is danger, ladies and gentlemen, that we are 
becoming confused. Let us not take the position that we are the only honorable 
people in the world. There are merchants and business men of every type 
and description who do business with the government. They also are honor- 
able people. Now when the funeral director or anyone else demands pay- 
ment from the Government on the basis of a submitted bill, which is not 
itemized in any way, how is the Comptroller of the U. S. Government going 
to justify a demand to have the man who builds a ship, for example, itemize 
his costs? He may say, “‘I am as honorable as the funeral director. I have 
built you a battleship. Give me my money and don’t ask any questions.” 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has a tremendous responsibility. I think 
if we were on the other side of the question, if we were not funeral directors, 
we would say that for every dollar of tax money that is spent, the Govern- 
ment should assure themselves that the money is properly spent. And if 
itemization of bills is their method of determining whether the money is pro- 
perly spent or not, then I think we have to accede to it. I don’t think we would 
have much opportunity of convincing the Government that it should be 
their policy not to require the itemization of all bills which are rendered to 
the Federal Government and I don’t think we can go down and talk to them 
about funeral bills and not talk about the bills of other honorable people in 
other walks of life. 


Mr. Mancini (New York): In our area, we use the complete funeral pricing 
method, in which case we list in paragraph form the services that were rendered, 
including the merchandise supplied, and then draw a lump sum figure, and 
then, of course, the sales taxes or local taxes acquired. In that way there 
is no definite itemization of each individual service. I think that might help 
to lessen these sentiments that the gentleman has expressed. 

President Jones: I suggest you two fellows get together after the meeting. 

Executive Secretary Raether: Well, I might say that there are probably a 
number of additional reasons for asking for certain services to be itemized 
and one of them is that the existing Social Security law does not allow certain 
items to be considered as a part of a funeral bill, such as cemetery expense, 
flowers, mausoleum costs, and as a result, they have to know if those charges 
have been made because they do not consider that a part of your funeral bill. 
ante! I think it is well that they should not consider them a part of your 

ill. 

Then there is one thing else to consider. In the event that you have to file 

a bill in an estate in order to collect that funeral bill from the estate, in most 
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states I believe you have to itemize your bill or the court will not allow it 
for payment. 


President Jones: Are there any other questions, or is there any discussion? 
Don’t tell me you are satisfied now? 


Mr. John Rhodes (Florida): Mr. President, in our town, several of the 
funeral directors have asked me the question as to what the new Wage and 
Hour Law is going to do to us and where it stands in Washington. I wonder 
if you would have that question answered for the benefit of those present. 
I don’t know myself. 


Counsel Clark: Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen: Pardon the smile be- 
cause for a lawyer to talk on wages and hours seems inconsistent because he 
never gets any wages and he works long hours. (Laughter) 


When I came over here this morning, Ron said to me, ‘‘ What are you doing 
over here, Jim?”’ I said, ‘‘All we lawyers have to do is to save our clients’ 
money and none of my clients ever told me how they make the money. It’s 
a top secret with them.”’ So I’m sneaking in here to find out how you fellows 
make money. 


On the question wages and hours, ladies and gentlemen, you all know what 
act the gentleman is referring to, the Lesinski Act introduced by the Chair- 
man of the House Labor Committee, from Michigan. He wanted to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley Act and boost minimum wages and take away some exemp- 
tions. This particular bill, of course, has not been passed. It may be re-intro- 
duced, in the next session. 


When the original Wage and Hour Law was passed, I guess it was twelve 
years ago, your counsel gave an opinion very promptly, I think it was. Twelve 
years ago we gave our opinion that the funeral director was exempt and the 
courts have sustained that opinion. To this date, not in one instance have 
funeral directors been declared to be under the Wage and Hour Law. 

Now when this first amendment was introduced by Mr. Lesinski, some fellows 
got scared. I have never been much for getting scared and I don’t like to 
scare my clients. So we got word to the Executive Officers immediately that 
we thought there would be no change in your status. Some of our members 
wanted to know whether they should contribute to a fund to protect and 
keep the funeral director exempt as he was. I know the minute I heard it, 
I called Howard Raether and he immediately notified some of you. I know 
he saved some funeral directors some money because he told them not to pay 
anybody because there was no danger under the amendment of changing 
the status of the funeral director as such. 

I can assure you at the present moment we are watching any amendment 
to the Wage and Hour Law which will change the status of the funeral director. 
He is specifically exempt, being in the classification of a retail or service estab- 
lishment. I think most of you will agree with me we want to stay out from 
under all these laws as long as we can. (Applause) 

President Jones: Thank you, James Clark. With you at the helm on inter- 
pretation, I am sure we are not going too far wrong. Does that answer your 
question, sir? 

Are there any other questions or suggestions? They tell me here on this 
program, ‘‘Don’t let this meeting lag.’’ Have you any other questions or 
suggestions? It is fourteen minutes past 12:00. 

Mr. Furman (Ohio): Mr. President, I have a suggestion. Particularly 
in our own state we have under our old age pension allowances $115. We 
are required to itemize that bill. As you know and the rest of us know, we 
cannot justifiably itemize a $115 funeral. However, we have been doing that 
and then putting down at the bottom of that bill, ‘‘We itemize this bill under 
protest.”” Don’t you believe that would be well for all of us to use in the case 
the government might ever wish to use those bills as a pattern? We do it 
under protest. 

President Jones: You are speaking of public assistance? That, of course, 
is divorced from Social Security. There again I am sure, although I will ask 
some of the artillery, I am sure it is a state question entirely, because with 
our Department of Public Assistance in Pennsylvania, they itemize it for us. 
I believe, sir, that is a local problem again. 
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Will either Harry Gilligan or Howard Raether answer that? 


Secretary Gilligan: It is a state regulation. I don’t believe that it is going 
to do us any good to write on the bill that we are doing this under protest, 
because they won’t look at it. It is all right for us to protest but if they have 
the figures, they are going to look at them regardless of our protest. I think 
the only thing to do is to go to the State Board, and see if they will willingly 


accept the blanket charge of $115. That isn’t Ohio, is it? 
Mr. Furman (Ohio): That’s right. 
Secretary Gilligan: I thought it sounded familiar. 


Mr. Furman (Ohio): We put on there, “We do this under protest as these 
figures are below the prices regularly charged to our clientele.”” In other words, 
you can’t take $115 and put down so much for a casket and so much for direct- 
ing the funeral and so much for embalming and so much for each car and 
come to $115 with the normal price. You can’t do it and that is what they 
ask for. 

Secretary Gilligan: Well, for the benefit of those who are not Ohioans, our Old 
Age Pension Law in Ohio has two groups. They divide the pensioners into 
two groups. One is known as an asset group and the other is the non-asset 
group. The asset group are those who have turned over some funds to the 
State. If those funds are in excess of $250, the state then sets aside $250 for 
funeral expenses and that goes to the funeral director direct from the Treasurer 
of the state. In order to get this payment, he has to submit duplicate copies 
of his bill and duplicate receipted payments from the cemetery and then he 
gets $250.00. Whatever money is to the credit of the pensioner then goes to 
pay the state back, whatever has been paid the pensioner; and if there should 
be an excess, then that excess goes to the pensioner’s relatives or beneficiaries. 

For instance, a person dies having a $1,000 insurance policy and he has 
only been on Old Age Pension for six months. Before he gets the pension, 
he is forced to turn over the $1,000 insurance to the state. The state collects 
the $1,000 and first gives the funeral director the $250.00 It takes back the 
six months benefits and I think interest on these 18 payments and then turns 
the balance over to the relatives. Now if the pensioner doesn’t turn over any 
funds, insurance or other assets to the state, then it is a non-asset case and the 
state allows $140 for the burial of that person providing there are no funds 
available from the decedent’s estate, which, under the circumstances has 
nothing, or from relatives or friends. $25.00 of the $140 allowance must go to 
the cemetery. 

Now the State of Ohio is very big hearted in this matter. It says, ‘‘No mat- 
ter what the cemetery bill is, we don’t care. You take the $25.00 and whatever 
else you need that is required to.pay the cemetery. That is fine. But as far 
as the funeral director is concerned, if he gets $115 from us, he must not take 
anything from anybody else excepting that we will allow an outside stone or 
concrete container of the minimum value; or if the body is to be buried at a 
distant point, we will allow the funeral director to be paid something for 
taking it to.” 

It is a situation in which the Division of Aid is helpless, their hands are 
pretty well tied with a law which limits the amount of money they can spend. 
It is not a very satisfactory arrangement but it is a lot more satisfactory 
than the arrangement which we had prior to this one. Under that plan, the 
State of Ohio allowed $100 to the funeral director providing the funeral bill 
did not exceed $200 and then the funeral director had to pursuade the family 
they had to keep the bill under $200 in order for him to collect the $100 allow- 
ance from the Division of Aid. The average family says, ‘“‘We are going to 
get the kind of funeral we want and you collect the $100.’ There you are. 


President Jones: ‘There is Ohio. 


Secretary Gilligan:. There we were. So we went down and said to them, “For 
goodness sake, these people put us in an impossible position. We don’t know 
what they’ve got or haven’t got. It is your responsibility. Why don’t you 
make them come down and swear to their financial position?’”’ So that is what 
they do today. 

I don’t think it is an answer to the problem. Of course, as the gentleman 
said, we can’t do the funeral for $115.00. But at least, we are not liable to go 
to jail if we take the $115 and nothing else. j 
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Now the family has the choice of either having $115 for the funeral paid 
by the state plus, if they wish, a concrete box or they go out and buy their 
own funeral and get nothing. Under the old system they bought the funeral 
service they wished and said, “‘ You collect $100 from the State,”’ and if you 
did you were liable to go to jail for doing it. 

I don’t know what the answer is going to be on those particular problems 
in the various states. I think they are liberalizing the rules more and more 
and I think possibly in Ohio we will get a more liberal interpretation one of 
these days. ; 

I would like to ask the members of this audience a question for the benefit 
of those of us who expect to talk to Mr. Pogge on Wednesday. Under the 
amended Social Security Act it is contemplated that you as owners of your 
own businesses will come under the Act. In other words, your salary deduc- 
tions will be made just like your employees’ deductions are now made, and 
then when you are 65 you will be eligible to retire and receive benefits. 


Now there is a group of people who are going to be exempt who have been 
under the amended law as it is presently written. These include physicians, 
lawyers, dentists, veterinarians, chiropractors, Christian Science practitioners 
and a number of various types of engineers. Do you think we should ask to 
have ourselves included in that group or not? That is the question your Board 
really doesn’t know what the funeral directors would want. It is very nice 
to be included in that group because those are evidently people who feel they 
don’t have to worry about their finances when they get to be 65. On the 
other hand those exempted are professional people by and large and it may 
help us to be classified with that professional group. Would you rather be 
-under Social Security or be exempted from it? I don’t know that we can get 
exempted but we can try if you want us to try. The point is, do you want 
us to: 

President Jones: Will somebody offer an expression? 


Mr. Barnett (Texas): I would like to ask, will the rate of contribution by 
the employer be doubled? In other words, he would be contributing as a 
company and then also as an employee, is that correct? 


Secretary Gilligan: Yes, sure. You would pay 2%, if the rate is 1% now. 


Mr. Barnett (Texas): It goes up to 114%. Of course, they have a variation. 
It appears to me if you could secure Social Security benefits for less than 2%, 
it would be more advisable to stay out from under then, because it costs more 
than that for the majority of those who belong to the Association than it is 
valuable to be under it. 

Secretary Gilligan: Of course, no one can guarantee what the rates are 
going to be. They are talking now of their going up to 144% very shortly. 
The original Act, as you probably recall, was to be 1% for three years, and 
then 114%, and finally going up to where there was to be a total of 3% paid 
by the employee and 3% paid by the employer. Every time they attempted 
to raise it, why, Congress decided they should carry on at the present rate. 
Now a good many people say the fund is broke now because they haven’t 
raised the rates. I don’t know whether actuarily it is sound or not. But the 
question arises, do we want to be exempted. Do we want to say, “No, we 
prefer not to be under Social Security?” or do we want to be under Social 
Security? 

Mr. Brewer (Texas): Mr. President, I think the answer to that is self- 
evident. We have been clamoring here for years for professionalism and for 
acceptance as professional people and if we still have that desire, then I think 
we should instruct our Board to do all in their power to get us excluded from 
the list that will be covered by this amendment to the Act. And, Mr. Presi- 
dent, if such a motion is in order, I so move you for your record. 

Mr. Alfred Adams (Minnesota): I second it. 

President Jones: The motion has been made and seconded that you are 
asking your Board, insofar as they can, to have you exempted from Social 
Security. Are you ready for the question? 

Mr. Johnson (New Mexico): Mr. President, if a business is incorporated 
and the officers receive salaries, do they not come under Social Security? 

Counsel Clark: Oh, yes. 
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Secretary Gilligan: This is just the self-employed, the fellow who runs his 
own business. 


Mr. Buchanan (Indiana): This doesn’t include your employees. It is just 
for the owners. 


President Jones: We are talking about proprietors only. 


Mr. Gleason (Massachusetts): Mr. President, I think this is a state matter 
and I don’t think that the delegates are instructed to take any votes. I think 
it is out of order for this meeting to instruct the National Board to exempt 
the funeral directors from Social Security. 


_ President Jones: 1 will ask Mr. Clark to rule on that, whether this motion 
is out of order. 


Counsel Clark: 1 can’t see that the motion is out of order. As a matter of 
fact, the question came to the Board and Officers from a state association, 
asking the Board to do something about it. The state of Illinois is the state. 
Your Board wants to know what the funeral directors want. The Board will 
try to do what you want. Some self-employed funeral directors will say, i Fs 
want to avail myself of Social Security. I believe I want it.’’ Others will say, 
“T don’t.” I don’t think it is at all out of order at this time. It isn’t binding, 
of course. Mr. Gilligan asked you to give your opinion whether you want your 
Board to try to get you exempted with the lawyers and chiropractors, and so 
forth, and whether you want to sit down and say ,“No,” and let you put 
them in the group. That is all it is, is just directions to the Board. I can’t 
see that the motion is out of order at all. Under the old Advisory Committee 
Rules that would be true. 


President Jones: I was using the vehicle of a motion to get an expression 
of opinion from the audience. I don’t consider it has any ruling power. 


Mr. Walter Brown (Oklahoma): Mr. Chairman, many firms are operated 
as partnerships. I wonder how they would be covered. 


Secretary Gilligan: A partnership would be just exactly the same as an 
individual. Now, how the law is changed, it will apply to the first $3,600 
salary. In other words, if the partners drew as much as $3,600 out of your 
partnership in any year, each would be taxed on $3,600 under the proposed 


new law; if the rate was 214%, you would have to pay $81.00 for each one. 


Mr. Overton (Wisconsin): Mr. President, as President of our State Associa- 
tion, I think this should come up a little later, after the delegates have a chance 
to discuss it. I have the feeling that many of our small operators are in favor 
of this sort of thing. I would hesitate to vote on it until we had a chance to 
discuss it as a state group. 


Mr. Schumacher (Missouri): Mr. President, I think this subject should be 
taken up in the regular session of the House of Delegates. I therefore move 
that it be discussed here as long as you want to, but that it be referred to the 
regular session of the House of Delegates for action. 


Mr. Brewer (Texas): Mr. President, after what has been said here—and 
I think the gentleman’s point over here is well taken, as well as Mr. Schu- 
macher’s—I would like to withdraw my motion, and I think it would be proper 
then for the House of Delegates to make their expression after Mr. Pogge 
saa on the subject on our regular agenda. So I withdraw my motion, Mr. 
resident. 


President Jones: Who seconded it? 


Mr. Adams (Minneosta): I will withdraw my second. I am a compromising 
sort of individual. 


President Jones: The motion is withdrawn. 


It is now 12:30 and unless someone has something on their mind which 
they would like to say, we will recess.

As I have said, I hope 
to start every meeting on time, but I am forced to do as I did yesterday over 
at Kiel Auditorium—lI am going to ask Mr. Bernard Vessey, who was such 
a success over there, to lead us in singing for five minutes.

President Jones: As 1 told you over at the Kiel Auditorium yesterday, 
there is only one song leader I know, and that is Bernard Vessey of Colorado 
Springs, Colorado. What do you folks think of him? (Applause)

I wonder if Mr. Schumacher is ready with the preliminary report now? 

Mr. Schumacher reported that he does not have a partial report, and if 
Mr. Beyers and Mr. Bishop are in the room, will you report in the anteroom 
to Mr. Schumacher now. 

At this time I would like to ask Mr. Edgar Witt of St. Louis who is chair- 
man of the Memorial Service, to conduct his service. 

Mr. Witt: Mr. President, distinguished guests, members of the National 
Funeral Directors Association, ladies and gentlemen: 

You were given a booklet as you came into the Assembly Hall this morning 
and you will find in there all the names of those who have passed on since 
our last Convention in Detroit. 

In their memory, two baskets of flowers have been placed up here on the 
rostrum, and now | will ask you all to please rise in a moment of silent prayer 
for those who have passed to the Great Beyond.

And now, to continue this Memorial, we will have a song, ““The Lord’s

President Jones: To those who took part in the Memorial Service, my 
sincere thank you. 

I am going to declare a second or two of recess so that the people who are 
standing in the back of the room please can come forward and find seats. 

... A short recess was declared 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, will you please come to order. 

We have had a rather busy year, an active year, for the Board of Governors. 
And I am going to ask our Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. Harry Gilligan, to report 
on the activities of the Board of Governors for this past year. (Applause) 

Secretary Gilligan: Mr. President, Members of the House of Delegates and 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The Board of Governors of the National Funeral Directors Association 
held three meetings during the past fiscal year: October 15, 1948 at the Hotel 
Statler, Detroit, Michigan; January 13-14, 1949 at the Roosevelt Hotel, 
New Orleans, Louisiana, and October 22-23, 1949 at the Hotel Statler, St. 
Louis, Missouri. 

In addition to these regularly scheduled meetings of the Board of Governors, 
the Executive Committee of the Association held three meetings: December 
15, 1948, in Chicago, Illinois; April 23, 1949 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and 
again on August 3, 1949 in Chicago, Illinois. 

The record of attendance of Board members at these meetings was as follows:

The Board, at its original meeting on October 15, 1948, organized, electing 
the following officers: Ronald C. Jones, President; Edward A. Martin, Vice- 
President; and Harry J. Gilligan, Secretary. 

The Board selected the Provident Savings Bank & Trust Co. of Cincinnati, 
Ohio as depository of the funds of the Association, and authorized the officers 
of the Bank to honor vouchers signed by the President, First Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer, or any two of the above named officers. 

The Board voted that the Treasurer be bonded in the sum of $50,000.00, 
the premium to be paid by the Association. 

The Board appointed Mr. James R. Clark, General Counsel and Mr. Howard 

C. Raether, Executive Secretary. 
~The Board authorized the insuring of Mr. Raether under the Group In- 


surance Program of the National Association in the sum of $10,000.00, the | 


premium to be paid by the Association. 

The Board authorized Mr. Raether to enter into a one-year lease for office 
space in the Brumder Building, Milwaukee, Wisconsin at a monthly rental 
of $140.00, and authorized the selection of the First National Bank of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin as the depository of special cash accounts of the Associa- 
tion, with authority to the Bank officials to honor vouchers drawn on the 
account over the signature of the Executive Secretary of the Association. 

The Board selected Harry J. Gilligan as a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee to serve with the President and First Vice-President of the Association. 

The Board authorized the Treasurer to advance $200.00 to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Mortuary Education, as the Association’s dues. 

The Board authorized the Executive Committee to proceed with the print- 
ing and distribution of copies of the Stewart-Dougall Survey. 

The Board referred a request for the adoption of a special insignia for the 
funeral directing profession to a special committee of the Board for considera- 
tion. 

President Jones appointed Mr. Ralph Millard as Chairman and Messrs. 
Arnold Manning and Ed. Martin to draw up a suitable resolution on the retire- 
ment of Mr. James C. Orr; and Mrs. Ralph Smith as Chairman and Messrs. 
Bruce Donaldson and E. A. Larkin to draw up a resolution on the retirement 
of Mr. Richard Jones as Board members. 

On the recommendation of the President, the Board authorized the Mem- 
bership Committee of the Association to contact State Association officials 
in an endeavor to plan a campaign of increasing membership in the Associa- 
tion. 

The Board voted that copies of the Stewart-Dougall Brochures be made 
available for sale only to members in good standing of NFDA and to the 
various accredited Colleges of Embalming at $2.00 per copy until May 31, 
1949. After this date, there would be no restrictions on purchasers of the 
Brochures. 

The Board voted that in the Membership Roster printed by the Associa- 
tion, listings would be limited to the name and address of firm, partnership 
or individual member; that there would be no duplicate listings and that all 
titles and suffixes would be eliminated from listings. a 

The Board voted that entertainment at the St. Louis Convention should 
consist of a Ladies’ entertainment and the Annual Banquet, basing its judg- 
ment on the feeling that the individual member_of the Association wishes 
to arrange his or her own entertainment in the Convention Cities. 

The Board voted that the St. Louis Convention be opened at the Kiel 
Auditorium on Monday, October 24, and that meetings on subsequent days 
be held at the Hotel Statler. 
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The Board adopted the recommendation of the Exhibit Committee that the 
1950 Convention of the Association be held in Philadelphia, Pa. on October 
23, 24, 25 and 26; and after discussion voted the tentative selection of Cleve- 
land, Ohio as the site of the 1951 Convention, to be held on October 15, 16, 
17 and 18. 

The Board adopted resolutions on the service to the Association of Past 
President James C. Orr and Past Governor Richard S. Jones. 

The Board authorized the preparation of a Motion Picture relating to the 
funeral directing profession, at an estimated cost of $15,000.00. 

The Board authorized the compiling of a Census of the Funeral Homes 
of the country and set an appropriation of $5,000.00 to cover the expense in 
connection therewith. 

Mr. Manning, Chairman of the Committee appointed to consider adopting 
a national insignia, reported unfavorably on taking such action, which recom- 
mendation was approved by the Board. ; 

The Board approved the investment of $9,990 of the Association funds in 
government obligations, at a face value of $13,500. 

The Board recommended to the following Boards the continuance of a 
program of investing approximately $10,000 annually in U. S. Government 
obligations until the reserve fund of the Association reaches the figure of 
$100,000. 

The Board accepted the report of the Exhibit Committee Chairman, the 
report of the Chairman on the Joint_Conference Committee, and the report 
of the Chairman on the Education Committee, and moved that the reports 
be forwarded to the House of Delegates for consideration and adoption. 

The Board nullified the policy which had been adopted by the Executive 
Committee authorizing the loans of films to funeral directors in foreign coun- 
tries. 

The Board approved the recommendation of the Exhibit Committee that 
the City of Minneapolis, Minnesota, be considered as the place for the 1952 
Convention for the dates of October 20 to 24, as the preferred dates. 

The Board adopted the recommendation of the Exhibit Committee that 
the Benjamin Franklin Hotel be selected as the headquarters hotel for the 
1950 convention. 

And finally, your Board decided to enter into a contract with Howard 
Raether to act as Executive Secretary for two years, effective November 15, 


Mr. Chairman, I submit the report of the Board of Governors. 

President Jones: You have heard the report of the Board of Governors. 
What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Larkin (Utah): I move that the report be accepted and approved. 

President Jones: Do I hear a second? 

Mr. Baldwin (Mississippi): I second it. 

President Jones: The motion has been made and seconded that the report 
of the Board of Governors be approved. Are you ready for the question? 
All in favor, signify by saying ‘‘Aye.’’ Contrary, ‘‘No.” It is so ordered. 

I am going to call upon Mr. Fremont Alderson, Chairman of the Exhibit 
Committee, to give the report of the Exhibit Committee at this time. 

Mr. Alderson: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen of the House of Dele- 
gates: 

This is the fourth report of the National Funeral Directors Association 
Exhibit Committee. We submit it to you for your consideration. 

The day following the Detroit Convention, the Exhibit Committee met in 
Detroit and made initial plans for the St. Louis exhibit. Since that meeting, 
the Committee has met in Detroit, Washington, Cleveland, Chicago, and 
three times at the Executive Office in Milwaukee. 


In order to make recommendations for future convention sites, the Com- 
mittee has inspected hotel, and exhibit facilities at Washington, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Houston, Texas, and Minneapolis. 


About 36,000 square feet of space has been sold for the exhibit which is now 
being staged at the Kiel Auditorium. This year, as a part of the exhibit we 
are featuring a model casket display room. We feel that an outstanding con- 
tribution has been made to the profession by this display room and the panel 
discussion on it. Very few of you will realize when viewing the display room 
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the amount of time and effort that was spent in order to make this project 
a reality. Because of the suggestions made by members who are not able to 
attend the convention that they be given material on this display room, we 
are going to send a copy of the display room brochure to all N.F.D.A. mem- 
bers next month. 

There are no hearses and ambulances on display in the exhibit hall. Last 
year, when making the report for the Exhibit Committee, Ronald C. Jones 
stated that some members of the Ambulance Manufacturers Association 
objected to paying for exhibit space on a square foot basis. Realizing the prob- 
lem at hand, the original design for the exhibit space for St. Louis was so 
worked out as to allow the hearse and ambulance manufacturers a choice 
of many spaces, both large and small. 

Immediately after our first letter of invitation and prospectus was mailed 
in April, we received word from the Ambulance Manufacturers Association 
that they were going to hold a meeting to d&cide whether or not they were 
going to show. The Exhibit Committee was invited to and attended this 
meeting held at Dayton, Ohio. 

The primary objection to the space at that time was that the automobiles 
would have to be displayed in Exhibit Hall. It was suggested that we make 
available Convention Hall for this purpose. The Committee acquiesced 
and Convention Hall was made available and a diagram for automobile exhibits 
in that hall sent to the hearse and ambulance manufacturers. At the time of 
the Dayton meeting, the Ambulance Manufacturers Association made an 
offer for the purchase of the entire space in Convention Hall. The offer was 
at a rate so far below the rate being charged in Exhibit Hall that the Com- 
mittee did not feel it could accept it. The Committee made an alternative 
offer which was not acceptable to the Ambulance Manufacturers Associa- 
tion; and as a result, we have no hearses and ambulances on display. 

Since making out this report and presenting it to the Board of Governors 
on Saturday, one hearse manufacturer has arrived here in St. Louis with 
equipment and has purchased one space to show one car. 

It is our hope that existing differences with the Ambulance Manufacturers 
Association can be ironed out so that there. will be automotive equipment 
on display at next year’s exhibit in Philadelphia. 

As in the past, the Exhibit Committee has been functioning through the 
N.F.D.A. office in Milwaukee. All the members of the Office Staff have worked 
on Exhibit Committee matters. 

At this time it is impossible to give a complete financial statement on the 
current exhibit because there are receipts yet to be received and disburse- 
ments to be made. However, a complete financial statement, certified by a 
public accountant, will be ready shortly after the convention and will be 
presented to the Board of Governors and will be included in the proceedings 
of this meeting. 

The Exhibit Committee, the Officers, Governors, and members of the 
National Funeral Directors Association wish to thank those exhibitors who 
made this convention exhibit possible by their displays at Exhibit Hall. We 
HOW that our membership will cooperate with those who have cooperated 
with us. 

Mr. President, I move the acceptance of this report. (Applause) 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, you have heard Mr. Alderson’s 
report for the Exhibit Committee. I would like to say one word. The Exhibit 
that you have seen out at the Kiel Auditorium is no accident. This Com- 
mittee has worked hard. We do have the support of those exhibitors who 
are displaying there and I earnestly solicit your attendance during the con- 
vention at the Exhibit Hall. 

You have heard the report of the Exhibit Committee. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Larkin (Utah): I move its adoption. 

Mr. Baldwin (Mississippi): I second it. 

President Jones: It has been moved and seconded the report be adopted 
and spread upon the minutes. All in favor, signify by saying ‘‘Aye.’’ Opposed, 
““No.”’ It is so ordered. 


At this time I would like to turn the gavel over to the First Vice-President 
of our Association, Mr. Edward Martin of Colorado. 


1st Vice-President Martin: Thank you, President Jones. 
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In 1944, at the convention in Cincinnati, Ron Jones and I, along with 
Second Vice-President Jack Marshall, were permitted to come on to the 
Board of Governors at that time. It has been a great pleasure to work with 
President Jones during the five years that have ensued since then. I have 
found in him a very hard worker for the Association, a man who at all times 
has had the interest of our Association and our funeral service profession 
at heart. He has expressed himself to me many times along that line. He 
has been an ardent and consistent worker. He served for some four years 
on the Exhibit Committee. The Committee takes a great deal of time and 
work. He carried out his duties most satisfactorily to the Association. 

It is with a great deal of pleasure at this time that I present to you the 
President of our National Funeral Directors Association, Mr. Ronald C. 
Jones of Scranton, Pennsylvania, who will address you at this time on the 
subject, ‘‘Your Association and Mine — Your Membership and Mine.” 
Mr. Jones. (Applause as all stood up.) 

President Jones: Thank you, Ed., for that introduction. I only wish that 
I could make some clever remark, as the speaker did this morning, for the 
elaborate introduction you gave me. As it is, I am just going to say, “ Thanks, 
Ed.” 

President Jones: Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Today as I avail myself of this privilege, the President’s Address, I want 
to speak of your membership and mine. 

Last October, one of the greatest events in my life occurred as President 
John Gennerich handed me the gavel and I was installed as President of this 
great organization, the National Funeral Directors Association. 

Most certainly I wanted this to be a successful year. You members are to 
be both judge and jury. You will hear about the past year’s program and 
activities from Howard Raether, our executive secretary, as he makes his 
report to the membership. It is not my intention to speak of the program or 
any degree of achievement. Any progress that has been made is due in large 
part to our officers, members of the Board and Howard Raether and his office 
staff. 

I have often said that I wish the entire membership could sit in at a board 
meeting and witness the time and care given by the Board of Governors to 
problems of the profession. I am sure there would be a better understanding 
of the association—a better realization of the part it has played and is playing 
toward the advancement of our profession. 

I want to thank each district governor for the help that has been given to 
me this year. No president of NFDA has ever had a better board. Each 
man has given his time and effort to the work and he has done it willingly. 
Not once has a man failed in his duty or refused, even with legitimate excuse, 
to take part in the work at hand. . 

There are two men in our official family whose help and guidance I want 
to acknowledge publicly—Jim Clark and Harry Gilligan. Our attorney, 
Jim Clark, has given service to NFDA far beyond the call of duty or recompense. 
I thank him also for personal advice to me as president, as well as his service 
to our association. 

Then there is Harry Gilligan, whose record of service to NFDA is unequalled. 
I have said to many members and now say publicly, if any one member of 
the association deserves a laurel wreath for the NFDA we have today, that 
member is Harry Gilligan. His wisdom in association procedure, his know- 
ledge of programs and policies of the past and his advice on financial matters 
can never be replaced. 

The most important office in any association is that of executive secretary. 
I know you will agree with me that in Howard Raether we have a man who 
gives himself to his work. Believe me, all progress made this year is in no small 
measure due to his efforts. I speak with knowledge when I say there is no 
time clock in the Milwaukee office. Hours are only something to be expended 
on the job by Howard and his staff. I have never been in an office where they 
have the friendly feeling of cooperation, the all-out effort of accomplish- 
ment, as it exists in our national office. If you have never been in the office 
at Milwaukee, it is worth the trip regardless of hours or miles of travel. 


To all of you officers, board members, Howard and each’ member of his 
staff, I say a sincere ‘‘thank you.’’ Without the help I have received from 
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each one of you, this year as president would have been impossible. I wish 
ise God speed in the years ahead. I know in your hands NFDA is in good 
eeping. 

Now, for the fifteen minutes allotted to me on our time table, I wish to 
speak of membership—Your Membership and Mine. Without criticism of 
anyone, and with only thought of NFDA, I believe the most successful national 
convention ever held by the organization was the one last October in Detroit 
under the regime of President Gennerich. 

It was successful in many ways, bur principally in attendance at meetings. 
To your officers seated on the platform the sight of nine hundred members 
rising spontaneously to cheer and applaud Howard Raether as he concluded 
his address, “What Now, Mr Funeral Director?’’, was something we will 
not soon forget. That title, ““What Now, Mr. Funeral Director?’’, was more 
prophetic than any of us realized. I firmly believe that at that moment a 
new national association was born, and I pray God it may never die. 

Your national association has had many illustrious leaders. I remember 
and am still greatly impressed by the privilege I have had in following in the 
footsteps of these great men in our profession. We, as an association, have been 
very wealthy in officer material. I hope we will always use a great deal of care 
and thought as we draw on this material. This new impetus given national by 
membership attendance at Detroit must continue. This new power must be 
carefully guided by the wisdom of those in charge. It is not a thing to be 
thought of lightly and it must be treated with respect. We, the members, 
cannot sit back and say success is here. That would be the sure way to lose 
all we have gained. The old rut of financial worry lies in the attitude of ‘Let 
George do it.’’ Lack of service to membership would be the next step. It 
is for these reasons I chance your criticism and speak to you of your member- 
ship and mine. 

This past summer convention period our officers, District Governors, Howard 
and I spoke at many state conventions. I suppose if the total mileage were 
added up it would be well over 100,000 miles of travel. I, for one, have been 
away from home over three and one-half months since last October. This is 
not in any way a complaint; it is more in explanation of what I am about 
to say. 

To digress for just a moment, I want to thank all the states that Mrs. Jones 
and I visited for the hospitable way in which we were received. The events 
of the past year are among those we will never forget. 


As I have said, speakers traveled over one hundred thousand miles to your 
state conventions. I think we proved to your satisfaction that National has 
truly rendered service to you and the profession. As you hear our executive 
secretary’s report, I know you will marvel that one man and office staff of 
five people can accomplish so much. We told you these things last summer. 
We proved it and you accepted it. We gave you the financial facts of opera- 
tion and told you we could not do this on membership dues. We spoke of 
“‘contributing memberships’’ and how they would help, told you of our belief 
in you and that you would buy contributing memberships to help the cause. 


We said we were seeking five hundred funeral directors out of 11,500 who 
believed in their national association to the amount of $25.00. Well, we were 
wrong. There are not five hundred among us who have that belief. Do you 
wonder that I want to speak to you on Your Membership and Mine? 


I believe this St. Louis Convention will be a success. I hope it will stand 
on a par with the one in Detroit. I know the Stewart-Dougall Survey was a 
big thing and in the next few years it should be repeated. I know the approval 
of the Board of Governors for the movie you will see at this convention was 
not given lightly. I am positively sure the membership will use this picture 
to further good public relations in their own communities. 


I know you are business men, successful business men. I know you can add 
operating costs to merchandise, sell both, and come out with a profit. If 
you could not do that, your attendance here today would be an impossibility. 
As business men I know you realize that NFDA needs more finances than it 
receives in per capita dues in order to provide the programs and services 
you want and also build a much needed reserve. 


I said a year ago there would be 1,000 funeral directors, less than 10% 
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of our membership, who would gladly buy a $25 contributing membership. 
I was wrong, there aren’t 5%. 

Gentlemen, I say and believe that this situation is not one to be proud of. 
Oh, I know, the people I should be talking to are not here. They don’t attend 
these meetings. They are too busy. All right, can’t you talk? Anything wrong 
with your tongue? 

My term of office is all but over. Soon I am going home to be a past presi- 
dent. But before I go, I ask you—what does your membership mean to you? 
Is it just the privilege of selecting George to do it? Or, when you get home, 
will you ask just one funeral director why he persists in a free street car ride 
on your efforts. Will you please show him your contributing membership 
receipt and ask him to do likewise. If you haven’t one, don’t leave St. Louis 
without one. There is a staff member right outside the door ready to accept 
your check. If you haven’t one, she will be glad to provide you with a blank 
check. 

We have over 500 members in this room right now. I’ll gamble with any- 
’ one on your guess as to how many are contributing members. Come on fellows, 
be a sport. I ask you personally to participate in this program of National. I 
told you in the beginning I risked your criticism. You may tell me before 
you leave that addressing you in this manner is not in the best of taste. I 
agree. I also wish it were not necessary. 

Now, what about new members? You will find before you leave St. Louis 
that we have made a survey of all the funeral directing firms in the United 
States. We now know there are over 23,000 of them. Do you, as mem- 
bers, think it entirely up to your officers and the national office to obtain 90% 
of that potential membership into NFDA? If that is the way you want it, 
why don’t you say so? 

You elected me president, and I have appreciated the honor of serving 
you. You will elect other men as president. But your president and the other 
officers are absolutely helpless unless you, the membership, believe in National 
and are willing to do your part. 

If it were not so embarassing I would like to ask for a showing of hands 
of those who in their lifetime as a funeral director have gone out with the 
avowed purpose of obtaining one new member for your state and national 
associations? Your membership and mine! I wonder, does my personal respon- 
sibility as a member of this great national association, which day and night, 
365 days a year, safeguards my livelihood, set just a little to lightly? 

Do I take my membership too much for granted, thinking as I pay my dues 
and attend an occasional meeting that that is all that should be expected 
of me? Well, mister, I speak for both your state and national associations as 
I tell you that is not in any way enough. It takes much more. It takes your 
personal interest if you want to protect your privilege of being a funeral director. 

Your national association is made up of your state association and mine— 
forty-seven of them. We have sought a reaffiliation of New Jersey on every 
possible occasion. As long ago as 1947 they tabled the question of re-affiliating 
in Atlantic City. It speaks well for the funeral directors of New Jersey that 
we have at the present time over one hundred members at large in that state. 
If there are any of these members in the audience I give them a personal 
welcome to this convention and hope the day will come when your numbers 
in your state will be great enough to overcome the stubborn pride of mis- 
understanding with those who persist, because of a personal animosity, in 
blocking New Jersey’s reaffiliation with the national association. 


So, at the moment, I say again, we have forty-seven affiliated associa- 
tions in NFDA. Of that number, numerically speaking, some are large and 
some are small. Yet all show interest. They bring their problems to the office. 
They ask advice and receive it. There are many problems—educational, 
governmental, statistical—problems of the future, problems of the past, 
all from state associations to the national office. What helps more than any- 
thing else as we puzzle over the solutions? Our knowledge that our national 
association as the clearing house for the state associations has dedicated itself 
to the perpetuation of our profession. 

You see, after all it is your membership and mine that holds the key. It 
is our estimation of our responsibility as members of state and national associa- 
tions. Is it enough? Is it adequate? I wonder! Can I say, “Ron, are you 
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doing a job with your membership? Is there some funeral director who needs 
membership in a professional association? Is there a committee I can work 
on? Is there someone with a fancied wrong or prejudice that I can help right? 
wa} I buy a contributing membership today or put it off until I get home and 
orget it?” 

These matters are important—your membership and mine. We must— 
each one of us, examine ourselves and determine if we are doing our part. 
That old adage of the chain being as strong as the weakest link certainly 
applies here. 

We are inclined to take the attitude that our small contribution doesn’t 
count, that ‘‘my little bit doesn’t mean anything.” ‘‘Let the big boys do it!”’ 
Men, the average volume per funeral home is about 50 funerals a year. You 
are one of the big boys. You, and men like you, are the backbone of NFDA. 
It is you, and fellows like you, who make the policy of this organization. 

Would to heaven I had the power to inspire you, to show you your strength, 
that you might use your potential to make this the greatest national associa- 
tion on earth. It would be so easy if you and I—each one of us—would do our 
part. If each one of us would only contribute our share of interest in these 
things that give us a mighty comfortable living. 

The farmer puts back into the soil those things the harvest has removed. 
Cannot you and I do as much? I say it can be done—yes, I say it will be done 
through your membership and mine. 


‘‘Give me some men who are stout hearted men 
Who will fight for the right they adore. 

Start me with ten, who are stout hearted men, 
And I'll soon give you ten thousand more. 
Shoulder to shoulder and bolder and bolder 
They grow as they go to the fore. 

Then—there’s nothing in the world 

Can halt or mar a plan, 

When ‘stout hearted men 

Stick together—man to man! 


Let these few concluding words, then, be your president’s address: ““LET 
_ US, YOU AND I, EXAMINE OUR MEMBERSHIP AGAIN.” (Applause) 

Ist Vice-President Martin: There is one remark that I am sure most of us 
who have attended national conventions and have attended state conventions 
where Ron Jones has spoken remember above probably most any other re- 
marks he has made. It has been repeated to you before and I will repeat it 
again because it applies to him so well and I will apply it to every funeral 
director in the United States. That is, ‘‘I am proud that I am a funeral director.” 
Ron Jones has made that statement many, many times. It is typical of his 
attitude and should be typical of every other funeral director in his public 
relations, because we all know that the public does not regard us any more 
highly than we regard one another. ‘‘I am proud to be a funeral director,”’ 
has been Ron’s motto. 

Ron, that was a masterful address. We will all be better for having heard 
it. You have made a wonderful President for us this year and that is typified 
in your address, and we thank you for it. 

I will now turn the gavel back to President Jones. (Applause) 
Secretary Gilligan has an announcement to make. 

Secretary Gilligan: We have a wire from Portland, Maine, addressed to 
Mr. Ronald C. Jones, President, National Funeral Directors Association Con- 
vention, Statler Hotel: ‘‘Best wishes for most successful convention ever.” 
(Signed) Lloyd G. Hay. Mr. Hay is the newly elected President of the National 
Selected Morticians. 

We also have one from Washington, D.C.—‘‘ Best Wishes for a successful 
N.F.D.A. Convention.” 

(Signed) Thomas W. Toy, Mortuary Specialist, Veterans Administration. 

Mr. Toy, you may recall, was introduced at the Convention in Detroit.

WEDNESDAY MORNING 
October 26, 1949 


The Wednesday Morning Session was called to order at 9:33 A.M., Presi- 
dent Ronald C. Jones presiding. 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, you will please come to order 
pt the morning session. I apologize—we are starting about three minutes 
ate. 

The invocation this morning will be given by Rev. N. C. Griffin of the 
Presbyterian Church of Pattonville, Missouri. Rey. Griffin is the uncle of 
our own Ed. Martin, First Vice-President. ; 

Rev. Griffin: Our dear Heavenly Father, we pray thy blessing upon this 
convention as the convention to transact business this day. We pray that 
thou wilt guide and direct them in all their deliberations, their plans, and 
their work. We pray that thou wilt bless each individual as they minister 
to mankind in their vocation. ; 

We ask thy blessing upon the officers who are about to retire, who have 
labored so faithfully and well. We pray that thou wilt guide them in the 
selection of their successors and that thou wilt endow them with widsom 
and knowledge from on high that they may serve faithfully. 

Hear our prayers, we pray thee, in the name of thine own begotten son, 
our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. Amen. My: ! 

President Jones: We thank you, Rev. Griffin, for that spiritual guidance. 

During the past few years, most Americans have become more and more 
Social Security conscious. It has been the policy of most funeral directors 
to have the maximum amount of information on social security available to 
be able to advise their clients on these matters. 

Since the 8lst Congress went into session, we have read much about the 
proposed amendments to the existing Social Security Act. Therefore, your 
National Officers thought it would be well if we could have a representative 
of the Social Security Administration appear on our program. We were suc- 
cessful in obtaining Mr. O. C. Pogge, who is the National Director of the 
Bureau of Old Age and Survivors Insurance. ; ; 

I have met Mr. Pogge and spent some time in his office discussing mutual 
problems with him. Therefore, I am sure that you are going to benefit much 
by his talk on ‘‘The Funeral Director’s Part in Social Security.”’ Mr. Pogge. 
pe 

r. Pogge: Thank you, Mr. Jones. I estimate that my remarks will con- 
sume about thirty-five minutes of your valuable time. I will try to keep within 
that estimate. 

Frequently it is said that public speakers are embarrassed when the audience 
begins to look at their respective watches. But one eminent public speaker 
says that never bothers him when they look at their watches. It is when 
they begin shaking them that he begins to become embarrassed. 

After your President’s introduction, I feel just a little bit like the guest 
speaker at the Woman’s Club. The Chairwoman in her introduction of the 
guest speaker laid it on pretty heavy. She not only extolled the virtues and 
the character of the speaker, but as well, held forth great expectations for the 
audience as to the content of her speech. The guest speaker herself became 
a little bit flustered and when she got up and faced the audience, she said, 
“My! I’m so excited I can scarcely wait to hear what I am going to say.” 

I assure you I am not quite in that predicament. I should know what I 
am going to talk about. 

I am seriously grateful for your giving me time on your busy agenda. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, Mr. Jones, your President, and Mr. Raether, your Executive 
Secretary, visited me in Baltimore and we discussed points that might be 
of interest to you assembled here in this convention and we concluded that 
there were some worth while developments and that it would prove to our 
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mutual benefit to explore them. You represent a group of people from every 
community of the land who, since 1940 and before, have worked in closest 
cooperation with the organization which I represent. 

I have chosen as my title for my remarks, ‘‘The Funeral Director’s Part 
in Social Security.” But that title itself warrants a little exploration. 

J am sure that you all know what is meant by the term “funeral director,” 
but the term “‘social security” is frequently misused and even more fre- 
quently misunderstood. 

Social Security is a broad term, embracing several related programs aimed 
at an orderly means of helping the American family protect itself and main- 
tain its stability in this complex civilization of ours. As contrasted with the 
simpler life of an earlier day, some problems today are too acute to be coped 
with by the family unit on its own. I refer, first, to the loss of income which 
the family may suffer when the breadwinner dies or if old age or disability or 
lay-off keep him out of gainful employment. And then, the family needs 
not only income but aid in the form of counsel or professional services when 
these disasters have threatened to break up the home or to endanger the health 
or the opportunity of defenseless children. 

Thus, under Social Security is found the Children’s Bureau, which for two 
generations has provided Maternal and Child Health Services and Child 
Welfare Services to the Nation. Public Assistance is another program under 
Social Security. Established as a national program by the Social Security 
Act, it works through State agencies in making grants, to meet the basic 
necessities of life, to needy old people, to the needy blind, and to dependent 
children. You may be most familiar with the part of this program known 
as “‘Old-Age Assistance,’’ administered by your own State Department of 
Public Welfare with the Federal Government participating in providing a 
substantial part of the funds. 


THE SOCIAL INSURANCES 


And then, there are the social insurances—a means of providing in advance 
with taxes, like insurance premiums, for the benefits that may be claimed 
later. Unlike ‘‘assistance’’ which is given to beneficiaries only when they can 
demonstrate their need for the payments, ‘‘insurance’’ benefits like ‘‘ private 
insurance” are paid as a matter of right, irrespective of need. ; 

One of these social insurances is Unemployment Compensation, which has 
been until recently an arm of the Social Security Administration, but is now 
a part of the Department of Labor. Unemployment Insurance contributions 
in most States are made entirely by the employer; they provide insurance 
benefits to the worker in periods when he may be involuntarily unemployed. 

The other social insurance, that part of the social security program which 
I represent: Old-Age and Survivors Insurance, commenced operation almost 
13 years ago. Under this program the wage earner in commerce and industry 
joins with the employer in paying 1 percent each of pay roll as social security 
taxes. From the funds thus created are paid all the benefits for the wage earner’s 
retirement income after age 65, as well as insurance benefits for his widow and 
young children if he should die at any age. 

Let me call attention once more to the full title of this program; Old-Age 
and Survivors Insurance. About 40 percent of all the benefits paid under 
this program today go to survivors of the deceased wage earner. That is why 
the settlement of our.claims ties in so closely with the services you perform 
for the family. 


THE OBJECTIVES OF OLD-AGE AND SURVIVORS INSURANCE 


Our objective under the law is to provide a means for maintaining at least 
a part of the family’s income, in proportion to the wages recorded in the worker’s 
account and the contributions he has paid into the fund. As individuals, 
of course, most wage earners think of these contributions as accruing benefits 
for their own retirement in old age, but you and I know how often the unfore- 
seen hand of circumstance alters those retirement plans. Because of this, 
the original Social Security Act of 1935, which provided only Old-Age Benefits, 
was changed by the Congress in 1939 to provide monthly protection for the 
a the aged widow, and the younger widow and the wage earner’s 
children. 
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PRINCIPLE OF MONTHLY PAYMENT 


Rather than seeking to provide large single-payment cash settlements, 
this insurance protection is based on the principle of maintaining a regular 
income, even if small, during the years when protection is most needed—that 
is, when the children are under age 18 or when the widow has reached old age. 

For practical considerations, it is necessary for benefits to be claimed before 
they can be paid. We have no simple automatic device for identifying and 
locating all the people who are eligible to receive retirement or survivors’ 
payments. But, this does not mean that we sit smugly in our field offices 
throughout the country and wait for the business to come in. From the begin- 
ning of this program we have taken a positive approach in attempting to give 
Be etek into this fund the kind of service they have the right to expect 
and demand. 


INFORMING THE PUBLIC 


We seek through every means that we have been able to devise, with due 
consideration to economy, to inform the public of its rights and its respon- 
sibilities under this Old-Age and Survivors Insurance Program. Many public 
service institutions have given us immeasurable assistance—through the 
media of newspapers, magazines, and radio, and on the speaker’s platform 
before untold thousands of civic gatherings in the past 13 years. Benefits 
are still being lost because people fail to claim them promptly, but the fraction 
of loss is diminishing each year, and I can assure you that the splendid public 
service rendered by the funeral directors of America is one of the greatest 
factors in this steadily improving efficiency. The color movie produced by 
NFDA, with a section on social security, is a distinct contribution to public 
information. And then there are projects like the one undertaken by a mortu- 
ary in San Diego, which is distributing social security pamphlets through their 
own mailing lists. 

I think that you in convention today as representatives of the American 
profession of funeral directors can take considerable pride in the fact that 
the funeral director’s role in helping the family receive these social security 
benefits is a most important one. From the very beginnings of our administra- 
tion of old-age and survivors insurance we found that you, who deal so closely 
with the family, could help us a great deal in establishing contact with our 
beneficiaries. 


FUNCTION OF THE PROOF OF DEATH FORM 


It was several years, however, before we worked out together the particular 
technique which has been so successful in your hands. I refer to the Proof 
of Death form. When mailed by the funeral director to the nearest social 
security office this Proof of Death notice performs two functions. First, it 
furnishes the family with a document necessary to the establishment of eligi- 
bility. More important, however: There are many, many instances when 
your notice results in prompt payment of benefits to families who might other- 
wise have lost them through delay in filing claim. 


AN EXPRESSION OF APPRECIATION 


I am especially delighted in having this opportunity to express personally 

to your national organization the thanks of our Bureau for your cooperation. 
Much more important, humanly, is the fact that so many families have been 
helped in this way. It is a matter of personal gratification to us that this 
service has been generally so well performed. 
_ Here and there, of course, the plan does break down. I suppose that you 
in the administration of your business have had your share of the great increase 
in forms, questionnaires, and certifications that all of us who serve the public 
have experienced in recent years. Therefore, we have found it necessary, 
in keeping keen the interest of some funeral directors in this one form among 
so many others, to recontact them about once a year, point out its value as 
a public service, and explain the use we make of it. 

The extent of cooperation which funeral directors give us in this procedure 
varies somewhat from one part of the country to another, and from one kind 
of funeral home to another. I think it is natural that in the heavily indus- 
trialized sections of the country we seem to get the most thorough service 
on the Proof of Death procedure, because there the wage earners, their families, 
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and all business firms including the funeral directors have the widest contact 
with the social security program. It may almost be taken for granted in such 
areas that a working man who dies has been covered by social security. In 
smaller towns of the agricultural sections of the country, on the other hand, 
you deal with farm folk, with many self-employed people in small business, 
and you may not be so constantly aware of the importance of the social security 
account for the wage earner who has worked in business or industry. In general, 
it appears that the larger funeral homes everywhere, perhaps because the 
staffs are in better position to attend to details, follow the procedure better 
than do the smaller establishments. I would hasten to add, however, that 
many, many of the smaller funeral homes are favoring us with complete co- 
operation; whereas, a few of the larger establishments are somewhat less 
enthusiastic in providing this service. May I urge you all to check with each 
family for the possibility that the deceased may have worked at some time in 
employment covered by the Social Security Act? A surprising number of 
eae people, especially during the late war, have acquired social security 
credits. 
How THE ForM Is PROCESSED 


Perhaps many of you have wondered just what does happen to this Proof 
of Death form after it is executed by the funeral director and mailed to the 
local social security office. I want to assure you that it gathers no dust in 
some stack of filing cases. The form is immediately flagged.by the field office 
to be identified with the claim if members of the family inquire or come into 
the office, as they so often do within the next few days. If there is no inquiry 
by the survivors after a reasonable interval—say 30 days—the local office 
writes to or calls on the next of kin named on the form. It is in providing 
this name and address of a survivor that the Proof of Death notice performs 
the function of making it possible for us to get in touch with the family. If, 
as a result of our contact with the next of kin, we find that the deceased had 
enough covered employment to be insured, then a claim is taken and is duly 
processed. 

PREVENT DELAYED CLAIMS 


As you know, the Social Security Act provides that no benefit can be paid 
until a claim is filed. The monthly benefits which may be paid to children 
and their mother or to a widow over 65— these benefits may be paid retroactive- 
ly only three months back from the month of the filing. Thus, if a widow waits 
five months to file her claim she has lost two months of benefits. That is how 
the Proof of Death form, by putting the local office on notice of a wage earner’s 
death, prevents many instances of benefit loss by assuring prompt filing of 
claim. The percentage of death claims where benefits are lost through late 
filing has been reduced substantially. We consider this reduction a real achieve- 
ment and we know that the funeral directors’ cooperation has played a large 
part in getting the losses down that far. Possibly with the complete coopera- 
tion of all funeral directors the proportion could be cut to a negligible factor. 


EXTENT OF USE 


The social security field offices across the Nation receive about 380,000 
Proof of Death forms annually from funeral directors. In some 300,000 of 
the cases represented, actual benefit awards are made. The remainder, too, 
ree their purpose in making sure that the family has not overlooked possible 

enefits. 

Besides serving to give us a lead on survivors who should file claim, this 
certificate which you send us becomes part of the permanent claims file as 
a document essential to the family. In 90 to 95 percent of all death claims 
filed in the Social Security Administration offices, your Form 721 is used as 
official proof of death. In the remaining claims the proof is usually in the 
form of a certificate from the attending physician or coroner. 

Because I know that it is your goal to furnish the best possible service 
to the family—to safeguard the survivors in every way within your means— 
I believe that it is not too much of a presumption for me to point out the 
urgency for prompt completion of these forms by the funeral director. If 
preparation of the Proof of Death is not completed promptly, it is more likely 
to be unduly delayed or overlooked completely and the family may thereby 
suffer actual monetary loss. 
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PRESENT SIZE OF OASI OPERATIONS 


Now, I believe that you may be interested in hearing just how large this 
Social Security program has become in the past 13 years. There are, of course, 
many people who have earned only occasional wages in employment covered 
by Social Security, and there are many others who drift in and out of covered 
employment and, therefore, do not stay insured. However, already more than 
42,000,000 wage earners in the United States have earned sufficient wages 
and paid enough contributions to be insured under Social Security. By “‘in- 
sured’’ I mean that if they retired or died at this time, some benefits would 
be payable. I see by your faces that you are meditating on the rather stunning 
prospect of having 42,000,000 Forms 721 to complete. I assure you that several 
millions more people will be insured within the next few years. 


2,700,000 BENEFICIARIES CURRENTLY RECEIVING PAYMENT 


Once in a while I hear or read an utterance of some rugged individual who 
maintains stoutly, ‘‘ You’ll never get a nickel back out of your Social Security 
taxes!’ I always wish I could show these good folk the sacks of mail being 
dispatched on the first of every month from the several Treasury division of- 
fices over the country. I could show them 2,700,000* benefit checks going out 
each month to that many persons, representing $54,000,000 in old-age and 
survivors insurance payments monthly. And this number of checks and the 
amount of the payments increases each month as the program matures. That’s 
insurance that wage earners and employers paid for, with their social security 
taxes. 

Of these two-and-three-quarter million insurance beneficiaries under our 
program, about 40 percent are survivors of deceased wage earners—widows 
and children, therefore, whom you have served. In addition to that, during 
the fiscal year 1949, we made over 200,000 lump-sum payments amounting 
to about $32,000,000. As you know a lump-sum payment is made where the ~ 
nels wage-earner dies leaving no one immediately entitled to monthly 

enefits. 


THE RECEIPTED FUNERAL BILL IN LUMP-SUM CASES 


It is in the administration of those 200,000 claims a year for lump-sum 
benefits that the funeral director again performs a direct service to the family— 
a service that is helpful to us as well, in more accurate and equitable adminis- — 
tration. I refer to the receipted funeral bill which is necessary in all claims 
for lump-sum social security benefits other than those where there is a surviving 
spouse. 

As you know, the receipted funeral bill which we require the claimant 
to produce calls for more information than the standard blanket receipt which 
you might ordinarily issue in many cases at the time the funeral expenses are 
paid. Our request that this additional information be furnished is not just 
a bureaucratic whim. Under the law we simply have to know whether any 
of the costs paid by the claimant are not properly a “‘burial expense”’ within 
the intent of the Act. We'd like to have the expenses itemized because, for 
instance, the regulations do not permit our assisting to pay for such related 
costs as the burial plot if owned or partly owned by the wage earner. There 
are four other main points which must be attested to over your signature: (1) 
The total burial expenses. (2) The names of all persons making payments to- 
ward that expense. (3) The amounts that each paid and the dates of pay- 
ment. (4) Whether any of the charges are left unpaid. 
_ I believe that you will be interested in a little historical background on 
just how the lump-sum payments came into being. You may remember that 
the original system of Old-Age Benefits under the Social Security Act of 1935 
offered monthly benefits only to the retired wage earner. But if the wage earner 
reached 65 without being insured, or if he died, before 65, or before he had 
gotten all his money back, the law at that time provided a lump sum, payable 
to his estate, guaranteeing at least a full return of his contributions. By 1939 
we had already begun to realize that an equitable return of contributions 
(a ‘‘money back’’ plan) was not what was really meant by social insurance. 
So the new Act of 1939 adopted the principle of recognizing the need for monthly

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benefits for the workder’s immediate dependent survivors if he died—the 
social approach, if you will, rather than one emphasizing individual equity 
alone. By eliminating the large refunds to the estates of deceased workers, 
Congress was able to provide the much greater needed monthly benefits to 
widows and children, at no additional cost. 

There was still need to recognize that those contributors who left no sur- 
vivors eligible for monthly benefits had established some rights through their 
contributions. Different proposals were discussed for giving the family a 
return when no continuing monthly benefits were immediately payable to a 
dependent survivor. One such proposal was to make monthly payments to the 


younger widow for a limited period, such as a year, if no widow with children. 


in her care or no aged widow could claim the regular monthly benefits. That 
was turned down through concern that it might be politically difficult to 
terminate monthly benefits to a widow after their payment had commenced. 
Congress then considered and adopted a substitute: A lump-sum payment 
to be made to close relatives, widow or widower, or if there were none, then 
to the person actually paying the burial expenses, with the idea that this modest 
sum should go to a person who demonstrably had had some close connection 
with the wage earner. 

As you can see, Congress did not intend the lump sum to be a burial benefit. 
Although it is in the Act because Congress wished to provide some return 
upon contributions paid, its main purpose, like that of the monthly benefits, 
is to relieve financial burden upon those close to the wage earner who had 
established the insurance. 

I shall have more to say before closing concerning the proposals now under 
consideration by Congress for a number of changes in the present Social Se- 
curity Act. It seems appropriate here to mention, though, one of these pro- 
posed changes which relates directly to the lump-sum payment. This would 
provide for payment of a lump-sum in every insured death case, even those 
where monthly benefits are also payable. The basic objective of the Social 


Security program is to provide at least partial means for the family to meet: 


the catastrophes of loss of income in old age or when the wage earner dies. 
For the more than 1,000,000 people now receiving monthly survivors benefits, 
we were not able to provide any lump-sum payment at the time of the wage 
earner’s death to help meet the expenses of the last illness or the funeral. We 
believe that providing this lump-sum payment in all future cases would more 
nearly meet the purpose underlying the Social Security program. You can 
readily see the significance to you of our making a lump-sum payment in every 
insured death case—that the family would thus always be:the better prepared 
to meet the cost of the funeral without mortgaging the monthly benefits 
needed for the family’s subsistence. 


I should like to stress that this recommendation, if adopted, would not 
change the underlying purpose of the lump-sum payment. The Congress 
is not proposing that the lump sum become a burial benefit. It would con- 
tinue to remain a payment designed to relieve the financial burden on those 
members of a man’s family who might, but for the provisions of the Social 
Security Act, become a charge upon society. 


SPREAD IN BENEFITS GEARED TO EARNINGS 


There was a recent article in one of the national news magazines which, 
I understand, suggested that these lump-sum payments might lead to ‘“‘stan- 
dardized’”’ or “‘socialized’”’ funerals. I rather imagine that any of you who 
might have read the article were a bit amused, for you all know that the amount 
of the lump-sum payment averages about $165 on the account of each de- 
ceased wage earner. I have the impression, although I know you people are 
the experts, that the controlling factors in determining the type of funeral 
chosen by the family are more likely to be their station in life and the cus- 
tom of the community. More fundamentally: The size of the lump-sum 
payments vary widely in amount, since their size is related to the average 
earnings and contributions that had been credited to the wage earner’s social 
security account. This spread in the size of payment is consistent with the 
program’s general principle of gearing benefits to the amount of contributions, 
thereby harmonizing with the American principle of recognizing differences 
among individuals in their enterprise and industry. 
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During World War II, fifteen million young Americans went into military 
service; and for perhaps two-thirds of that vast congregation of men, the 
months or years that they spent in uniform meant a gap in earning records 
they had established under social security. When-they came back to civilian 
life all had suffered some loss in social security protection, while many who 
had families but were not insured at all under old-age and survivors insurance 
were deprived of a valuable right. 

In 1946, Congress established a guaranteed insured status under social 
security for all veterans of World War II, to continue for three years after 
their discharge. Thus the families of all veterans were protected for this 
limited period—even those who never had a social security card. Therefore, 
I would urge you still to be alert in calling our attention to veterans cases, 
when they died within 3 years from discharge, even though the deceased had 
not been regularly engaged in work covered by the Social Security Act. 


PROPOSALS FOR PERMANENT CREDITS 


It is now more than three years since most of the World War II veterans 
were discharged and the effect of the 1946 provision for veterans is rapidly 
fading out. The new legislation which Congress is considering at this time 
would provide permanent wage credits of $160 a month for each month of 
military duty during World War II, in order that the men who served in uniform 
should not be unfairly penalized with respect to Social Security. If this pro- 
posal becomes law it would mean that every World War II veteran would have 
a social security account meriting investigation in case of his death especially 
during the next few years. 


H. R. 6000 PASSED BY HOUSE 


I feel that you would be interested in hearing something more of the changes 
which may take place in this social security program. You noticed, of course, 
the action taken by the House of Representatives in Congress on October 
5, voting by overwhelming margin in favor of H. R. 6000, a bill which would 
expand and liberalize this social insurance program. Of course, it still must 
be acted upon by the Senate. This historic bill came out of the House Ways 
and Means Committee last August after occupying the attention of that 
most competent body for nearly six months in its development—longer than 
any other single piece of legislation in the history of the Congress. 


SOUND LEGISLATION 


H. R. 6000, as placed before the Nation this fall, is a sound piece of legisla- 
tion, a real step forward in the history of social security. 

The bill would increase the scale of benefits very substantially. Aged re- 
tired workers who are now drawing benefits would get increases averaging 
70 per cent. Right now, the average primary benefit for a retired insured worker 
is approximately $26 a month; under the bill it would be about $44. Propor- 
tionate increases in benefits would be given to wives and widows, while the 
average increase for children and aged parents would be somewhat higher, 
since they will receive a larger percentage of the primary insurance benefit 
under the bill than they get under the present law. 

Those people who begin to draw benefits after H. R. 6000 becomes effective 
would get even higher amounts, at the same wage levels, than the beneficiaries 
now on the rolls. The average old-age benefit for those retiring during the 
first year the provisions of the bill come into effect is expected to be between 
$50 and $55, approximately double the average benefit today. The maximum 
that could be paid to a family would be $150 or 80 per cent of the worker’s 
average monthly wage, whichever is less. No retired beneficiary would be 
paid less than $25 a month, whereas today there are thousands of beneficiaries 
who receive a minimum payment of $10 a month—a travesty on the word 
““Security’’ in the light of today’s cost of living. 


NEw FIELD OF DISABILITY INSURANCE 


There is another area of acute need which has been repeatedly pointed out 
by the Social Security Administration. All of you are familiar with cases of 
folk who simply “‘ wear out”’ before their time. Indeed, age 65 is an altogether 
arbitrary figure set for convenience to establish a retirement age that would 
fit perhaps the largest number of cases. Some people are not ‘‘old’”’ at age 65, 
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though, and on the other hand some others, especially those who follow par- 
ticularly grueling occupations, are ““old’’ at age 55. Then there are the many 
others who through accidents or crippling illness become permanently dis- - 
abled at any age. 

In these cases the need for insurance may be even more acute than when 
the worker has died. There will be doctor bills and nursing care and the day- 
to-day expenses of living itself for the disabled, on top of the family’s neces- 
sity for continued income. The general programs of social insurance do not 
protect these disabled people—they cannot be awarded a penny under old- 
age and survivors insurance, even though they may be insured, until they 
reach age 65. 

Social insurance ought to protect these families from being drained of their 
resources, when they have sustained the same disaster of loss of the wage 
earner’s income as that encountered when he dies or retires on account of old 
age. 
The Social Security Administration has long recommended that the totally 
disabled person, who has worked long enough under Social Security to be 
insured, should be allowed the same benefits as if he had retired at the so- 
called ‘‘normal’’ age. Furthermore, his family should have continued survivor- 
ship protection, so that they may receive the same benefits when he dies as 
any other family does when the wage earner dies. H. R. 6000 marks an historic 
milestone in giving recognition to the need of social insurance protection against 
the risk of long-term disability. 

And then, the final significance of this proposed legislation is that it would 
bring about 11 million more people who work for their living into the coverage 
provided by social security. Among the new groups who could now acquire 
this insurance, and eventually receive the benefits they had contributed 
toward, are regularly employed household workers, employees of charitable, 
religious, and other non-profit institutions, some Federal Government em- 
ployees who now have no part in any retirement program, and employees 
of State and local governments when the individual States, by voluntary 
contract, request participation. 

There is one more group—people who have for the past 13 years been con- 
tributing social security taxes for the insurance of their employees but who 
have not been able to participate themselves. I refer to those who are largely 
represented among you here today: the self-employed, the owners of unin- 
corporated business firms. If you happen to be the president or the general 
manager of an incorporated establishment, you and the corporation have 
jointly been paying social security taxes to protect you and your family. But 
sitting beside you is a man who happens not to have incorporated his business, 
and he has been excluded all these years from participating in this program. 
This proposed bill would bring most self-employed people under the protection 
of social security, excluding still a few classes of professional people such as 
lawyers, doctors, dentists, engineers, etc. 


If the 11 million people brought under coverage for the first time under 
the bill had to meet exactly the same type of eligibility requirement as those 
in employments now covered, most of them would have a very hard time 
qualifying for old-age benefits, since they would need to work steadily for 
10 years to do so. The bill therefore sets up an alternative way of becoming 
insured, of especial importance to men now in their fifties and early sixties, 
which would permit these newly covered persons to become insured in about 
half that time. Instead of having to be in the system half the time since 1937, 
or for 40 calendar quarters, which are the present requirements, they could 
be insured if they had contributed to the system during 20 calendar quarters 
out of the last 40 quarters (5 out of the last 10 years) before they retired at 
or after age 65. f 

I am sorry to say that these present proposals by the Congress would not 
extend the benefits of Old-Age, Survivors, and Disability Insurance to the 
one other great class of Americans working for their living who have been 
excluded from these benefits—that is, the American farmer and the farm 
worker, 10 million of them. The Social Security Administration has consistently 

-recommended that these people, too, be allowed to participate in this plan 
for making orderly and thrifty provisions for the future. The Congressional 
Committee, however, felt that there had not been a sufficient demonstration 
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of interest by farm people to warrant their inclusion at this time. The Social 
Security Commissioner has further recommended that the age when a woman 
can receive social security benefits, either as a retired wage earner herself 
or as the wife or widow of an insured worker, be lowered from the present 
figure of 65 years to age 60. 

These and other proposals of a technical nature we shall continue to advo- 
cate. The Social Security Act stipulates that the Federal Security Administra- 
tor shall recommend those changes which will improve the Social Security 
program and will make it a more effective instrument in the hands of American 
people seeking to insure protection for themselves and for their families. 

With sustained interest and cooperation like that which the funeral directors 
of this country have shown us, I have full confidence in the future of Old-Age 
and Survivors Insurance—a program which preserves the dignity of the 
citizen, encourages his individual industry and thrift, and thus is in keeping 
with our best American traditions. 

(Applause) 

President Jones: 1 want to thank you, Mr. Pogge, for taking time out of 
your busy life to come here and bring us this up-to-the-minute discussion 
of the Social Security program. 

Mr. Charles M. Morris of Petersburg, Virginia, we understand you are 
attending your fifty-third convention. We are glad you are with us and hope 
you will be with us many years to come. (Applause) 

Is Mr. William Finley of Portland, Oregon, in the room? We wish to con- 
gratulate you, sir, on your recent election to President of the Conference 
Association. (Applause) 

Mr. and Mrs. Albert E. Breedy, III, New Orleans, Louisiana. If they are 
in the audience, will they please stand—the both of them. (Applause) Mrs. 
and Mr. Breedy were married last Saturday and they are here with us on their 
honeymoon. (Applause) 

I am going to ask Mr. Harry Gilligan, our Secretary, to introduce to you 
the Past Presidents. 

Secretary Gilligan: I have been asked to introduce the Past National Presi- 
dents. I think in fairness to this venerable group of gentlemen you ought to 
let them have their seats back after they come up forward. (Laughter) 

I don’t know whether Mr. J. H. McCulley is here or not. We expected 
him to come. He is our oldest Past President. Is Mr. J. H. McCulley in the 
room?

Ladies and gentlemen, as they 
face you, from right to left—Mr. C. Albert Roth, elected President in 1921. 
(Applause)

Mr. Ashley Brewer, President in 1940. (Applause) 

Mr. Bert S. Gadd, President in 1933. (Applause)

President Jones: And Harry Gilligan, President in 1929. (Applause) 

Secretary Gilligan: The other gentlemen whose names were called, with the 
possible exception of Mr. McCulley, are present at the convention but are 
not apparently in the room at this time. 

President Jones: Thank you, Harry. 

One of the N. F. D. A. programs during the past year has been the census 
of funeral homes. Your officers thought you would be interested in obtaining 
first hand some of the information gathered from the census returns. In order 
to bring this information to you, we have given the statistics to Mr. Ralph 
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E. Houseman of Milwaukee to work with them and present them in speech 
form in his talk, ““What I Know About You.” 

‘Mr. Houseman was graduated from the Marquette University College of 
Liberal Arts and Law, and the Harvard University School of Commerce. 
He is a veteran of World War II, having spent two years as Aviation Supply 
Officer aboard the Aircraft Carrier U.S. S. Bogue. 

I am asking Mr. Houseman if he will please appear at the microphone. 
(Applause) 

Mr. Houseman: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen of the National Fun- 
eral Directors Association: 

I am very happy to speak before the National Funeral Directors Association. 
In the past thirteen years I have given approximately seventy-five speeches 
to state associations and regional meetings of funeral directors. I have always 
found them a great group of men and women. 


You know, it is a popular thought that all funeral directors are rich. While 
I formerly believed that, I don’t believe it any more, because with your con- 
vention barely two days old, the first headline I read in the St: Louis papers 
last night was: ‘“‘Counterfeit Money Being Passed in St. Louis.’’ (Laughter) 
In fact, the situation has gotten so bad that I am afraid to cash a $20.00 bill 
because I might end up in jail. I might have to be my own lawyer—and that 
really scares me. 

There is something else I want to say before I go into the census. Your 
Executive Secretary, Howard Raether, and I, from 1933 to 1939, were debate 
partners at Marquette University. It was said we were an ideal team because 
ae x ago both brains and brawn.’’ I am not going to tell you who had 
which. 

Perhaps you noticed that as I was about to speak, your Executive Secretary 
came over to me and gave me a big thump on the back, with that ring in his 

fingers and said, ‘“‘ Watch what you say. Remember our agreement last night!” 
~ Our agreement last night, ladies and gentlemen, was this: I said, ““Howard, 
if you don’t tell any lies about me this morning, I won’t tell the truth about 
you to the National Funeral Directors Association.”’ 


However, I do think I should tell you a few things about my good friend 
Howard. When he was attending Marquette University for six years, he was 
the International Champion Intercollegiate Drum Major. But those who 
knew him much better called him the ‘‘Champion Dumb Major of Marquette.”’ 
(Laughter) 

It brings back fond memories to speak here because it was thirteen years 
ago that Howard and I gathered in this very room to debate against St. Louis 
University. A large number of ladies were present. And of course, in those 
days all the ladies brought their children with them. They thought they might 
as well sleep during the debate as to sleep at home. Howard was speaking 
before those ladies, and he was saying, ‘‘Now, ladies, you must do this, and, 
now, ladies, you must do that.” Suddenly I noticed one little child who wasn’t 
sleeping at all. In fact, he was sitting right there in the front row with his 
mouth wide open hanging onto every single word Mr. Raether uttered. 


Finally, when the debate was over, this little child and his mother came 
up tous, The little child kept looking at Mr. Raether. Finally he said ‘‘ Mother, 
is that man God?” (Laughter) . 


I am very happy to say that your Executive Secretary wasn’t at all taken 
back by that line of questioning. He patted the little child gently on the head 
and said, ‘‘No, dear child, there is one greater even than I.” (Laughter) 


But I didn’t come here this morning to tell you “‘What I know about you, 
Mr. Raether,”’ I came to tell you ‘“‘ What I know about You, the funeral direc- 
tors,”’ as a result of the census made during the past year by your Association. 


When I was in the U. S. Navy, as your good President told you, I was 
aboard an aircraft carrier whose primary mission was tracking down _sub- 
marines in the North Atlantic. When the German war ended in 1945, we 
sailed to the Pacific, and I spent some time with the occupation forces in Japan. 
We finally came back to the United States. After the war was over, we had 
what was known as a Civil Readjustment Officer. I was appointed as a Civil 
Readjustment Officer of my ship. The reason for it was this: I was the only 


man in the history of that ship who at every available opportunity had gone

off on liberty—and they figured if any man was capable of readjusting his 
life from the navy to civilian life, I should be. 

Anyway, the boys would come in and ask: “What can I do in civilian life 
when I get out of the Navy?” I had one fellow aboard ship, a great, big, 
hulking, lazy fellow—(laughter)—I see you are thinking the same person I 
am—too lazy even to be a successful Master-At-Arms. He was sitting with 
a group of men when I asked: ‘“‘Do any of you fellows know what you want 
to be when the war is over, when you get back to civilian life?”’ 

This fellow raised his hand right away, and said, ‘Sure, I do.”’ 

I said, ‘‘What do you want to be?” 

He said, “I want to be an ‘undertaker’.”’ 

I didn’t say, ‘‘The correct term is ‘funeral director.’”” But I said to him 
‘‘Why do you want to be an undertaker? Do you like embalming?”’ 

He said, ‘“‘No, I don’t care for that at all. I wouldn’t have anything to do 
with embalming.” I said, ‘‘Do you like to help people in trouble?”’ 

He said, ‘‘No, I don’t like to do that, either.”’ 

I asked, “‘Then why in the devil do you want to be a funeral director?”’ 

He replied, ‘‘I want to get rich quick!” 

Unfortunately many people think this of funeral directors. I only wish 
that I had available at that time the facts I now have as a result of the census 
of your association. 

Within the past year, your National Association sent out a questionnaire 
to all the funeral homes in the country. This survey, and the addresses which 
they used for the survey, were based upon information given by State Boards 
of Health, Embalming Boards, records of the State Associations, telephone 
directories, and so forth. All the envelopes that did not arrive at their destina- 
tion were returned to the National Office and deducted from the total number 
sent out. I can tell you that of all the questionnaires sent out by your Associa- 
tion, 10,348 were filled out and returned to the National Office. The report 
I am going to make to you this morning is based upon these 10,348 question- 
naires. By the first of next year your Association will give you a complete 
report. 

Many years ago a famous clergyman said: “The churches of this land are 
filled with millions of baldheaded sinners whose hair has been worn thin by 
countless thousands of sermons that have been aimed at them, but that glanced 
off and hit the man in the pew behind.” 

I hope what I have to say is going to be interesting and educational to every 
single person, and that it won’t glance off and hit the man in the pew behind. 

The total number of funeral homes in the United States of America at the 
present time is 23,827. The population of the United States, according to 
the last report we had, which is unofficial, is approximately 147 million people. 
This means, ladies and gentlemen, that there is one funeral home for every 
6,181 persons. For the same year there were 1,376,083 deaths. This means, 
contrary to public belief—and you have heard many people say, “Why, I 
know that funeral director must have at least four funerals every day.”’ 
there are only 57 deaths per year per funeral home in the United States. I 
know, many funeral homes exceed that total, but the average for all the funeral 
homes in the United States, is 57 deaths per funeral home. 

I have had occasion during the past five years to use the Library of Congress 
in Washington, D. C. The Library of Congress is the largest library in the 
world and every time I go in and see all the 8 million books and the 424 miles 
of book shelves, I think, ‘‘My goodness! There isn’t a subject in the world 
a person could write about that would be original.’’ Yet, ladies and gentlemen, 
.I don’t have to gell you that when you come to an individual profession, such 
as the funeral profession, there are very, very few things that are known. 
That is why I think these facts are very important to you. 


The third question on the questionnaire, which is the first one I am going 
to discuss, is this, ‘Do you operate a funeral home at any other location?” 
Of all the funeral homes that reported, 1,249, or 12% operate a funeral home 
at a different location. 


It is even more surprising to me, that as you look over the totals, state by 
state, you will discover wide variation. For example, in the State of Louisiana, 
36% of the funeral homes have funeral homes at a different location. In the 

State of Utah, which is the second highest state, 35% operate funeral homes 
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at a different location. At the other extreme, in the State of Pennsylvania, 
only 4% of the funeral homes have a funeral home at a different location. 
i Wisconsin only 6% of the funeral homes have a funeral home at a different 
ocation. 

Question No. 4 of the census report is this—“ Do you operate a combination 
business such as a furniture store, hardware store, and so forth, in connection 
with your funeral business?’’ 

This is the answer to that question. Of all the funeral homes that reported, 
1,998 operate a combination business. Thus, 19% of the funeral homes in the 
country have a business in addition to funeral directing. Again we find that 
all the states varied greatly. In the State of North Dakota, for example, 55% 
4 the funeral homes in North Dakota operate a business in addition to funeral 

irecting. 

50% of all the funeral homes in Minnesota had a combination business— 
the second highest in the nation. 

At the other extreme — and this is very surprising to me—in the State of 
New Jersey only 1% of the funeral directors have a combination business. 
In the States of California and Florida, we find that only 4% of them operate 
a combination business. 

When William Penn founded his colony on the banks of the Delaware, 
one enthusiastic promoter wrote, “‘Thank God we don’t have a doctor or 
lawyer in our little colony for we have no need either of the pestiferous drugs 
of.the one or the tiresome loquacity of the other.”” Before my speech is over, 
I think you will know what “tiresome loquacity’’ means if you don’t know 
it at the present time. 

Anyway, it indicates how they regarded doctors and lawyers in the State 
of Pennsylvania 300 years ago. Yet the surprising thing to me revealed by 
this census is this. Seventy years later there was founded in the City of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, a funeral home, at the time of the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and this funeral home is still in existence. 

I was also surprised and interested to note that there are a very great num- 
ber ot “ieee homes still doing business in this country that were founded 
in the 1850’s. 


How long has your firm been in business? 

Question No. 5 of the census is “‘ What year did your firm start in business?” 
We find that the average funeral home in the United States has been in business 
for thirty years. The State of Maryland, which was admitted to the Union 
in 1788, has an average age for its funeral homes of 43.6 years, the highest 
in the nation. The State of Georgia, which was likewise admitted in 1788, 
has an average of 37.7 years per funeral home. 


On the other hand, we find the State of Wyoming, which was admitted in 
1890, has an average of 21.1 years. Oklahoma, admitted in 1907, had an average 
of 22.2 years. 

It has often been said that the best public relations man for the funeral 
profession is the individual funeral director himself. I can think of nothing 
that illustrates this point more clearly than Question No. 6 of your question- 
naire, which reads as follows: ‘‘Did your firm ever operate under any other 
name?”’ 

Where I live, there is one business, and it isn’t a funeral director, which 
just about every month has a sign go up, “Under New Management.” With 
the funeral profession, I find it to be just the opposite. For example, 4,328 
of the funeral homes replied that at one time they had operated under a diff- 
erent name. That is 42% of all the funeral homes in the country. In the State 
of Nevada, 80% of all those funeral homes at one time operated under a diff- 
erent name. In the State of Idaho it was 64%. The two low states were Rhode 
Island with 18% and Louisiana with 23%. But I think it indicates that funeral 
directors are very proud of their predecessors in business. 

Question No. 8 on your census was this: “Has your firm suffered a fire 
loss within the past ten years? If so, please describe the same, all the damage, 
and so forth.” 

I am not going to tell you the story of these fires, but I am just going to 
briefly mention this; that out of all the funeral homes answering, 420 reported 
fires in the last ten years. The total amount of the fire loss amounted to $1,- 
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666,000. The average loss was $3,966. I think this indicates that when a funeral 
home has a fire, it is a very serious fire indeed. 

I understand that you have an election coming up very shortly and that 
no souls will be saved this morning if I talk too long. 

What do I know about you? In the few moments I have left, I want to tell 
you some of the other things I know about you. 

The average area per funeral home is 126 square miles. In other words, 
each funeral director on the average in this country serves 126 square miles. 
But in the State of Nevada we find there is only one funeral home to every 
7,896 square miles. The funeral directors out in Nevada surely must do a 
lot of ‘‘chasing around.”’ 

In Arizona, we find there is one funeral home for every 2,077 square miles. 
On the other hand we discovered that in the District of Columbia there is 
one funeral home for every .9 square mile. And in the State of Rhode Island, 
there is one funeral home for every 8 square miles. 

What is the population served per funeral home? As I stated before, there 
is one funeral home for every 6,181 persons. Again the statistics greatly vary 
when we consider each state individually. 

In Alabama there is one funeral home for every 17,487 persons. 

In the State of Mississippi there is one funeral home for every 14,559 persons. 

In Vermont there is one funeral home for every 3,097 people. 

In the State of South Dakota there is one funeral home for every 3,167 
persons. 

But I know more about you ladies and gentlemen than this. I know that 
your profession in common with other professions, has raised its standards, 
and I think this is a very good idea. 

The other day, in response to a questionnaire from the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, who asked, ‘“‘Mr. Houseman, why is your depreciation on books so 
high year after year?””—in response to that question I made an inventory of 
all the law books in my law office. I found I had 1,154 books. I am sure that 
isn’t anything of importance to you or anything of sufficient importance in 
itself to put into the records of your convention. But do you realize that in 
all England 300 years ago there were only 70 law books in that country? 
And here I am, a poor country lawyer, having ten times more law books than 
all the law libraries in England 300 years ago! : 

A person, who 80 years ago went one year to college in order to become 
a lawyer, now has to go six years. And just 175 years ago, when the Father 
of our Country, the first President of the United States of America, had to 
get a set of false teeth, do you know where he went? He had to go to the 
blacksmith. 

In order to become a doctor, physician or surgeon, just forty-nine years 
ago it took eighteen months in school, and now, ladies and gentlemen, you 
must attend school 84 months to accomplish the same thing. 

I was pleased to read in the proceedings of your last convention that this 
Association went on record in favor of higher educational standards for the 
funeral profession. 

Now many of you may say at this point of my speech ‘These statistics are 
ae but what are you and I, the funeral directors, going to do with 
them?”’ 

I think there is nothing more important than to have accurate—I hope 
somebody in the reservation bureau of the Statler Hotel is listening at this 
moment—than to have accurate statistics. (Applause) 

Another very important function of accurate and well kept statistics is to 
keep you aware of competition in the profession. 

I hope that when I talk about competition to you I am going to be a little 
more enlightening than the Irishman was. An Irishman was speaking before 
a group of ladies on the south side of Milwaukee some thirty years ago on the 
subject of Woman Suffrage. Apparently Pat had just come out of the tavern 
because he wasn’t very coherent that night. Finally one of the ladies asked 
him, ‘‘Tell me, are you in favor of woman suffrage?”’ 


Pat said, ‘‘Why, of course, I’m in favor of woman suffrage. Damn it all, 
why shouldn’t they suffer?’ 

When I use the word “competition,” I mean healthy competition. We 
shouldn’t have a condition in any profession whereby somebody can have a 
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strangle hold on the business and deal with the public as he wishes. But just 
as we don’t want that intolerable condition in any profession, so we do not 
want the equally unhealthy condition where the chances of success are poor 
because of overcrowding. 

You know, there is something to be learned from law and medicine. Law 
is an example of a profession that has not regulated itself very well, and medi- 
cine is an example of a profession that has. At the present time, although 
all of us know that there are too many lawyers in the country, we are aware 
of the fact there aren’t enough doctors. Do you realize as we meet this morning 
there are 50,000 persons studying law in the law schools of the United States 
of America and at the very same moment there are less than 27,000 persons 
studying medicine? 

I was very surprised as I looked over the statistics of your funeral profes- 
sion to discover this: in 1920 there were 24,000 people engaged as funeral 
directors and embalmers in this country. In 1940 there were 40,000 people 
engaged in the same line of endeavor. And in 1950, based upon the best infor- 
mation that I have, I believe there will be 50,000 people employed in your 
profession. 

This is a very serious problem, when in the space of thirty years you have 
a 100% increase in the number of people in your profession. 1 am not telling 
you that that is too many because I don’t know, but I think it is high time for 
all of the funeral directors in this country to take stock of the needs of the 
profession and to decide what kind of competition you are going to have 
in the future. : 

Nothing makes for lower ethics and lower standards than to have an over- 
crowded profession. 

A number of years ago, when Howard was still practicing law, I saw him 
one day when his jaw was almost hanging down to the floor. I said to him, 
‘“‘Howard, what is the matter?”’ 

He said, “‘I just lost a big case.” 

I said, ‘‘What happened?”’ 

He said, ‘‘I fell off the ambulance.’”’ (Applause) 

I trust I am not being too gloomy this morning because I am naturally 
a very optimistic person. I was born in a small town in the State of Indiana. 
I shall never forget one old character down there whose philosophy was this. 
He would always say, “It might have been worse.” 

If there was a terrible flood that wiped out everything in the whole valley, 
he would say, ‘‘Oh, I can remember one twice as bad.” 


If you told him the present political administration was terrible, he could 
always remember one much worse. I understand there are many people who 
wish they could do the same thing at the present time. (Laughter) 


Anyway, no matter what happened, he always said it might have been 
worse. One Saturday night there was a terrible tragedy. A farmer, who also 
worked in a factory, came home one night early and found the hired man 
kissing his wife. Well, he got so mad—most of us would get mad, of course— 
but this farmer got so mad that he went up in the attic and got down his auto- 
matic shotgun. He shot his wife, shot his three children, and shot the hired 
man. When I went into town the following night and learned about it, I said, 
‘‘My goodness! Isn’t that terrible?” 


This old-timer spat out a big wad of tobacco juice and said, “Oh, it might 
have been worse.” 


I asked, ‘‘How could it have been any worse? You have a whole family 
wiped out—the wife, three children, and the hired man.” 


He replied, “‘ Well, that farmer might have come home at an early hour 
the night before and then I would have been the one who was shot.”’ (Laughter) 


I came here this morning to talk to you about the statistics of the funeral 
profession, and I do want to make this final appeal to you. Ten thousand 
of you have already answered the questionnaires of your National Associa- 
tion. I hope that every single person in this audience is among those 10,000. 
But if you aren’t, I hope the first thing you do when you get home is to fill 
out that questionnaire because only by knowing all the facts about your 
profession can you have a profession in the future that is going to be as fine 
as it has been in the past. 
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Every time I think of people who always want to do something but don’t 
do it, I am reminded of a little poem about a dog called the daschund. 


(Quoted poem) 


There was a little daschund once 

So long he had no notion 

How long it took to notify his tail of his emotion 

And thus it was that while his eyes were filled with woe and sadness 
His little tail kept wagging on because of previous gladness. 


When you get home after the convention is over, I hope you send the funeral 
census questionnaire back to your association. Your future may depend upon 
it. ‘‘ You shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free.” 

I am very proud to be an American citizen. Four out of every five auto- 
mobiles driven on the surface of this world are driven by people living in the 
United States of America. 98% of all automatic washing machines in the world 
are owned by people in this great nation. Why, with just a few months of our 
effort, you and I can go out and buy a new car, or perhaps a used car in my 
case, but it will still take me lots of places that I have no right to go in the 
first place. In the city of St. Louis, where we are gathered this morning, there 
are indy mechanical refrigerators than in all the entire rest of the world put 
together. 

Yes, | am proud to be an American citizen, and yet, as I was coming down 
on the railroad with my wife from Chicago to St. Louis yesterday, I was rather 
despondent. I was reading a newspaper and here in one column they were 
talking about five percenters in Washington, and another column had a story 
telling how 20% of all war contract termination settlements were tinged with 
fraud. I was feeling pretty low when we hit Springfield, Illinois. The train 
stopped for ten minutes, and as I looked out on the platform at Springfield, 
Illinois, I saw seven flag- draped caskets. Standing beside those flag-draped 
caskets were their seven military escorts. Standing by to do their duty to 
their country were the funeral directors of Springfield, Illinois. I saw that, 
and I thought of the five percenters, and then I thought of the very splendid 
job that your profession has performed in the repatriation program. Again 
I was proud to be a citizen of the United States because I know that our great- 
a is measured by those who do their duty—not those who shirk patriotism’s 
ca 

Ladies and gentlemen, I am proud of the part you have played in the re- 
patriation program and you should be justly proud of your part, too. On 
behalf of my 250,000 fellow American comrades, I should like to say a word 
of thank you, because I know if they could they would, 

Many years ago a famous American said ‘‘I am not bound to win—but I 
am bound to be true.’’ I know that you the funeral directors of America in 
the years that lie ahead will always be true to the things you believe in— 
true to your profession, true to your fellow man, true to your country. Thank 
you. (Applause) 

President Jones: Mr. Houseman, not only did you give us a wonderful 
talk on statistics, but you also taught us a lesson. I know I speak for all of 
us when I say this, that we can never again say that statistics are a dry and 
boring subject. 

We now come to the election of officers and District Governors for the year 


1949 and 1950. But, first, Secretary Gilligan has an announcement to make. 


Secretary Gilligan: The Credentials Committee reports that no delegates 
have turned in credentials for the following states: Arizona, California, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, South Dakota. If there are any representatives of these states 
present, will they please turn in their credentials to the Credentials Committee 
so they will be entitled to vote at the election. 

President Jones: 1 am going to declare a recess of just about four or five 
minutes, and District 2 wants to have a short caucus in the corner of the room 
at the rear. The recess will be for not more than four minutes. 


. A short recess was taken... 


President Jones: Will you please come to order. 
I am appointing as tellers of the election, Mr. Don Goodrich of Wisconsin, 
Mr. Phil Schoen of New Orleans, Louisiana, and Mr. John Donahoe of Phila- 
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delphia. Will those three gentlemen please come forward to this table at my 
left. Mr. Don Goodrich will act as chairman of the Committee. 

Nominations are now open for President. The Chair recognizes Mr. Arthur 
Alcorn of Denver. Will you come forward. 

Mr. Alcorn: Mr. Chairman and fellow delegates: I wish to nominate for 
the office of President a man who has the time, energy and desire to be of 
service to this great organization. He has served you well as Governor of 
District 8, as Second Vice-President, and as First Vice-President. This man 
is Edward A. Martin. Mr. Martin lives in Grand Junction, Colorado, a city 
of 15,000 population. There he is in business as a partner with his father. 

Edward Martin is a practicing funeral director and embalmer. As an author, 
his “‘Business Psychology of Funeral Service” is known to most of you. His 
articles in the various national professional publications are read and enjoyed 
by a majority of the morticians throughout the country. Mr. Martin is a 
proven leader. He has served the funeral profession well in his home state, 
having served as President of the Colorado Association and the Colorado 
State Board of Funeral Directors and Embalmers. He also served both of 
these organizations as Secretary-Treasurer. This year, Mr. Martin was elected 
to the Presidency of the Colorado Crippled Children’s Society, and was named 
by the Grand Junction Rotary Club as the “Rotarian of the Year.'* 

To enumerate his activities and positions of leadership in his home com- 
munity would take too long, but they are many. We in the west feel that Ed. 
Martin, with his background of education, experience and ability would make 
a splendid President, and we ask your support in elevating him to this high 
office. Thank you. (Applause) Aes 

Mr. Larkin (Utah): Mr. Chairman, I arise to second the nomination of 
Edward A. Martin for President of the National Funeral Directors Associa- 
tion of the United States. It has been my good pleasure to have seconded Mr. 
Martin’s nomination for the various offices until he has come now to the pos- 
sibility and the assurance of being President of this Association. I have served 
with Mr. Martin on the Board of Governors of the National Association 
for the past three years. He is a gentleman in the fullest sense of the word. 
He is true to every trust that has been imposed upon him at home, in public 
life, and in his chosen profession. I know of no one who has lived and does 
live more closely to the Golden Rule than does Edward A. Martin, to do 
unto others as he would have others do unto him. He is a scholarly gentleman 
whom we can be proud of as the President of our National Association. 

I therefore second the nomination of Edward Martin and, believing there 
are no other nominations to be made, I move, Mr. President, that Mr. Martin 
be declared the President of the National Funeral Directors Association 
by acclamation, that the Secretary be instructed to cast a unanimous vote 
for this gentleman. I thank you. (Applause) : ‘ 

Kansas, New York, New Mexico, Montana, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Texas, all seconded the nomination. ; 

Mr. Baldwin (Mississippi): Mr. President, why not everybody arise and 
all second it. (Applause as all stood up.) Arisa 

President Jones: Ed., I think that is a historical second to a nomination 
and I will ask the Secretary to cast the ballot for Mr. Edward Martin as 
President of the National Funeral Directors Association. 

Secretary Gilligan: Mr. President, I hereby cast the unanimous ballot of 
the House of Delegates for the election of Edward A. Martin of Colorado as 
President of the National Funeral Directors Association for the ensuing year. 
(Applause) 


President-Elect Martin: Words seem so inadequate to try to express a man’s 
feeling at a time like this and I am unable to do it. I am very happy. _I promise 
that I will do my best at all times. I will put what I consider the interest of 
the profession and the National Funeral Directors Association first and fore- 
most in all my service in this capacity and in any other way that I might 
serve. 


_ I would like to add another word, that I am very happy that this election 
is occurring in St. Louis at this time because it is just eighty miles east of here 
that I was born forty-seven years ago, in Clay County, Illinois, and this 1s 
as close to my birthplace as I could possibly receive this honor. I am very 


deeply grateful for the confidence and trust shown in me by this demonstra- 
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tion. My only hope is that at the end of my term nobody will be disappointed 
for this trust. 

I promise that I will do my best at all times for the honor you have shown 
me at this time, the highest that can be given in my chosen profession. 

I thank you. (Applause) 

President Jones: Would you folks like to see two other happy people at 
this moment? Will Mr. and Mrs. Martin, Senior, Ed’s mother and daddy, 
stand up and turn around. (Applause) 

And then, of course, I think it is only proper that we recognize our new 
President’s boss, Mrs. Martin. Will you stand up. (Applause) 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, nominations for First Vice-President are in 
order. Mr. Walton Roberts of Nebraska. 

Mr. Roberts: Mr. President, members of the House of Delegates, ladies 
and gentlemen: 

Last year in Detroit it was my privilege and pleasure to tell you of the won- 
derful record that Jack Marshall of Nebraska had made while serving three 
terms as President of our State Association; also, the fine record he made while 
he served two years as Governor of the Fifth District. I will not repeat that 
record but I do want to add to it one year as Second Vice-President of this 
Association. 

We of Nebraska in the Fifth District have unanimously endorsed Jack 
Marshall for the office of First Vice-President and we feel that he is entitled 
to the honor of serving in that office. 

So, Mr. President, I nominate Jack Marshall of Tilden, Nebraska, for the 
office of First Vice-President of the National Funeral Directors Association. 
(Applause) 

Minnesota, Kansas and Mississippi seconded the nomination. 

Mr. Delosier: Maryland takes pleasure in seconding the nomination of 
Jack Marshall for First Vice-President, and I move the nominations be closed 
and the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot for Jack Marshall for First Vice- 
President. 

President Jones: It has been moved and seconded that the nominations 
be closed and the Secretary, Mr. Gilligan, cast the ballot for Jack Marshall 
for First Vice-President of the National Funeral Directors Association. What 
is your pleasure? All in favor, say “‘Aye.”” Opposed, “‘No.” Carried. 

Secretary Gilligan: 1 hereby cast the vote of the House of Delegates for 
Jack Marshall of Nebraska for the office of First Vice-President for the ensuing 
year. 

President Jones: Where is Jack. Maybe he is so small I can’t see him but, 
brother, I can always hear his voice. 

Nominations for Second Vice-President are now in order. 

Mr. Wm. Wiegand (New York): President Jones, ladies and gentlemen of 
the House of Delegates: 

I have the great privilege this morning in being asked by all of these states 
in Zone 1 to present a name for your consideration for the office of Second 
Vice-President of this Association. While we in Zone 1 are proud to present 
this gentleman’s name, we are conscious of the fact that we, if our prayer is 
answered, are actually nominating a future President of this National Asso- 
ciation. And we have weighed the seriousness of the decision that these dele- 
gates are asked to make. 

Our candidate has served our zone very capably for the past three years 
as a Governor. Of course, he is a Past President of the State Association, as 
was his father before him. I don’t think that any member or any state in our 
zone has ever called upon him or asked him to do anything that he hasn’t 
done willingly. 

I know that he has the courage of his convictions. I think all of you know 
he is not a ‘‘yes’”’ man, that he can disagree, but as somebody said the other 
day, he knows how to disagree without being disagreeable. That is quite an 
attribute sometimes. He has had, I think, a marvelous record in the city where 
he lives. I think he has only been in this community for about eleven years. 
He has already been recognized by being President of the local Chamber of 
Commerce, and he has been President of the Rotary Club. I think now he is 
sort of District Manager in Rotary. 


He is Chairman of a 214 million dollar Beach Commission. He is Secretary 
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and Chairman of the Executive Committee of Boy’s Village, Incorporated, 
which runs a home for what.would otherwise be homeless boys. So I think he 
se have demonstrated in other fields rather than ours that he has executive 
ability. 

I think, ladies and gentlemen, if we have gathered anything from all of the 
speakers on this program and what we read daily in the papers, what we are 
going to need in the immediate future is certainly more, not less, of a National 
Association. And while President Jones said the other day, that the National 
Association is a federation of 47 states, and one hundred some stouthearted 
men from New Jersey, but actually, after we adjourn tomorrow afternoon, 
until we meet again in Philadelphia next year, the National Association—I 
hope I am not being premature in this—will consist of Harry Gilligan, Jim 
Clark, Howard Raether, Ron Jones, Ed. Martin, Jack Marshall, and whom- 
ever else we elect today as Second Vice-President on the Board of Governors. 
They are the men who will make the decisions that can’t wait until next year 
in Philadelphia. And it has been my experience during the war years, to see 
how the National Funeral Directors Association operated between sessions. 
So I think that we would do well this morning to add to the list of those illus- 
trious names one of the men whom I would propose and I am very proud to 
nominate, Mr. H. Fremont Alderson of New London, Connecticut. (Applause) 

Mr. Jennings (Georgia): Mr. President, Georgia is indeed happy to second 
the nomination of Mr. Fremont Alderson and, Mr. President, if there are 
no other nominations, I move that they be closed and that the Secretary be 
instructed to cast the unanimous vote of the House of Delegates for Mr. H. 
Fremont Alderson as Second Vice-President of the National Funeral Directors 
Association. (Applause) 

Member: Mr. Chairman, Massachusetts seconds the nomination of Mr. 
Alderson, and makes the motion to close the nominations. 

President Jones: You have heard the motion, made and seconded, that 
Mr. Fremont Alderson be nominated, and that the nominations be closed and 
that the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot for Mr. Alderson. Is there any 
discussion? 

Mr. Jerry Speers'(Ohio): Mr. President, members of the House of Dele- 
gates, and friends: 

Ohio has a candidate. We have felt for a number of reasons that we are en- 
titled to have a candidate, that District 3 is entitled to present the name of 
a person who will ultimately become the National President. We feel that we 
have not had an officer in line since 1927, that the delegates should be entitled 
to comesto the National Convention with an open mind, capable of viewing 
the field to make their decision concerning the individual who will ultimately 
become President. 

Ohio and District 3 want to still be a part of the United States and only 
enjoy a proportionate share of the honors and the privileges and to be privi- 
leged to offer that proportionate share of capable leadership in these organiza- 
tions which are representative of the entire nation. 


With that feeling, we still become conscious that we want to be a part of 
the National Association in a cooperative, happy, useful, and cordial manner. 
We have a man who is young enough to make an excellent President. He is 
careful that his home is close to a schoolhouse. He has an outlook upon life. 
We have a man who has served as Governor of the 3rd District, who is very 
capable, who has given to the State of Ohio and to mortuary education a good 
share of his life and a most constructive contribution. He is a man who has 
worked on the accreditation of mortuary science school work in the liberal 
arts colleges. He is a man who has led the State of Ohio to become not only 
a policing agency, but an educational agency. We have that man. 


However, in the light of all that now exists, for we want to go along happily 
and we understand that the nominee just preceding is an excellent gentleman 
of many fine parts, capable, fair, and friendly, so we are not going to present 
that man this morning, although we had a perfect right to. We are not going 
to present the name of our good friend and efficient leader and upstanding 
gentleman. And I am going to join in seconding the motion that the nomina- 
tions close. I do it on behalf of Ohio and by the direction of District 3. I 
second the motion that the nominations be closed and that the Secretary cast 
the unanimous ballot. We want to go along, ladies and gentlemen, with the 
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National Organization in a happy frame of mind. And I thank you, Mr. 
President. (Applause) | 

President Jones: With that sort of spirit, ladies and gentlemen, the family 
of delegates assembled in this room show that kind of spirit, certainly nothing 
- can stand in the way of National. 

You have heard the motion. Are you ready for the question? All in favor, 
will signify by saying ‘“‘Aye.’’ Contrary, “‘No.’’ Carried. 

Will Mr. Gilligan please cast the ballot. 

Secretary Gilligan: 1 hereby cast the ballot in the House of Delegates for 
H. Fremont Alderson of Connecticut for the office of Second Vice-President 
for the ensuing year. 

President Jones: Fremont Alderson, will you please come forward. 

Mr. Alderson: 1 would like to first say thank you from the bottom of my 
heart to Ralph Millard and the Ohio delegation and District 3. (Applause) 

And thank you from the bottom of my heart to all of you in the room. 
(Applause) 

President Jones: Mrs. Alderson, will you please stand and take a bow. 
(Applause) 

And, Fremont, your daddy is here. Where is he? (Applause) 

The next office for nominations will be that of Secretary. 

Mr. Orr: Mr. President, members of the House of Delegates, ladies and 
gentlemen: I am here this morning to nominate one of the closest personal 
friends whom I have. It was my happy privilege to serve with this man for 
the two years he served as President of his State Association. It was my 
happy privilege to nominate him for the Third, the Second, the First Vice- 
Presidency and for the Presidency of your National Funeral Directors Asso- 
ciation. Unfortunately for him and for the National Funeral Directors Associa- 
tion, shortly after his election to President, he was called into the Armed 
Service of the United States, where he served for five and one-half years. He 
did manage to secure leave and preside the year he was President of the National 
Funeral Directors Association. 

I don’t think I need to stand here all morning or for very much longer and 
tell you the qualifications of this man. He is courageous, he is a clear thinker, 
he is a man whom you can argue with, he will present his argument, and then 
whichever is the best is the course he will follow. 

And without taking any more of your time, ladies and gentlemen, I would 
like to present the name of George Ashley Brewer for Secretary of the National 
Funeral Directors Association. 

Minnesota, Kentucky, Indiana, Missouri, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Illinois, 
and New Mexico all seconded the nomination. 

President Jones: Will someone move that the nominations be closed? 

Mr. Roberts (Nebraska): Mr. President, I move that the nominations be 
closed and that the Secretary be instructed to cast the unanimous ballot for 
Mr. Brewer. 

President Jones: You have heard the motion that the nomination be closed 
and the Secretary cast the ballot for Mr. Brewer. 

Member: I second the motion. 

President Jones: All in favor, signify by saying “‘Aye.’’ Contrary, ““No.”’ 
It is so ordered. 

Secretary Gilligan: I hereby cast the unanimous ballot of the House of 
Delegates for Ashley Brewer of Texas for the office of Secretary for the ensuing 
year. (Applause) 


Mr. Brewer: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen, you have always been 
very kind to me. It is almost prophetic probably that eight years ago here 
in the city of St. Louis, that I was privileged to come to your convention and 
had to be here in uniform. The only thing I can say this morning is that I 
am delighted and I am very grateful to you for this opportunity to again 
serve the National Funeral Directors Association and our great profession. 

Thank you very much. (Applause) 


President Jones: Nominations are now open for the office of Treasurer. 


Mr. Baldwin: Mr. President, I haven’t said a word today and I want to 
say a little on this deal. Everybody around here has a chance to talk but me. 


Mr. Brewer: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: 
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Last summer, I am sure all of you as well as I and particularly the Board 
of Governors, read a letter which was published in the Director with serious 
misgivings, for it seemed that the time had come when we were to lose the 
services of one of the most able and faithful servants that the National Funeral 
Directors Association has had in its entire history. Up until late last night 
Mr. Gilligan stood firm in his conviction that he must sever his relations and 
his operations with the Board of Governors, but I am happy to tell you that 
it was under tremendous pressure and against, I think, what was Harry’s 
own better judgment, that he has acquiesced and that I have been given the 
privilege of presenting his name in nomination here this morning as Treasurer 
of the National Funeral Directors Association. (Applause) 

Mr. Larkin: Mr. President, having attended the National Funeral Direc- 
tors’ meetings for a goodly number of years, representing our state, I have 
learned to know Harry Gilligan and what he is and what he is worth, and I 
desire to second his nomination by these lines: 


‘“You judge a man by the place he has made 
In the hearts of his fellow men. 

You judge a man by what he has done, 
By the way he faced his life. 

You think of a friend he has been to man. 
And the good he has done. 

You judge the sort of a man he is 
By the friends that he has won.”’ 


We are all his friends and I desire to second the nomination of Harry Gilligan 
and move that his election be by unanimous vote and that the President be 
instructed to cast that vote for Harry J. Gilligan. (Applause as all stood up.) 

President Jones: 1 hereby cast the unanimous ballot in the name of Harry 
Gilligan for the office of Treasurer of the National Funeral Directors Associa- 
tion. (Applause) 

Secretary. Gilligan: Mr. President, members of the House of Delegates, 
and my friends: 

A person would have to be a very strange type of person indeed to be insensi- 
tive to the very many nice things that have been said to me and about me during 
the past few weeks, and particularly in the last few hours. I trust I am not 
a strange sort of person, although at times I think I am. 

I don’t want you to think that I asked to be relieved from further service 
without very serious and good reasons. 

I am going to talk to you a little bit tomorrow morning and I don’t want 
- to repeat myself, but I feel that our Association today is in the most marvelous 
condition it has ever been, through no fault of mine and through no particular 
endeavor of mine, but because you have had earnest, sincere, hard-working, 
hard-hitting officers, backed by an organization which has given them the 
finest type of support. : 

Now I don’t want to take anything away from the men who sit on this 
Board or their predecessors, but the real work is done by you folks down there. 
And after all, we officers come out of your group and we go back to your group, 
and I am kind of anxious to get back to your group. I am very happy that 
you have this confidence in me and I hope that I may ever enjoy and merit 
it, but I trust that you will be willing to relieve me very, very shortly. Thank 
you. (Applause) 

President Jones: According to our Constitution and By-Laws, there are 
four districts in the National Funeral Directors Association who are electing 
‘ Governors. Nominations are open for District 1—Connecticut, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, New York, Rhode Island, and Vermont. I recog- 
nize Ray Pearson from Rhode Island. 

Mr. Pearson: Mr. Chairman and members of the National Funeral Direc- 
tors Association: . 

‘“‘By Their Deeds, Ye Shall Know Them.’’ The delegates from District 1 
used this statement in selecting their nominee for the position of Governor 
of District 1. We have a man who has had the experience, a man who has 
been a funeral director for 27 years, who is following in the footsteps of his 
father who founded his business sixty years ago. He has worked with a great 
man. I believe you all know the late Charles Reed, who was Secretary for the 
State of Massachusetts for thirty-five years. 
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He was also a member of the National Board here. Our nominee has worked 
with him for six months, and a finer education than he got no man could re- 
ceive here in America. We have the abilities to work with this man; he has 
the abilities to work with us. 

We must remember this man has increased the membership of his own 
state organization through personal efforts. He traveled 10,000 miles in one 
year and gained 15% in his own membership. Now that is a record. That 
proved that the man has the will and the wherefor. 

He has received the unanimous endorsement of the delegates of the district. 
And it is indeed a pleasure and an honor for the representative of the smallest 
state in the Union, Rhode Island, to present for nomination a big man for a 
big job, and he can do it. Thomas B. Gleason of Springfield, Massachusetts. 
I hereby nominate Mr. Gleason. (Applause) 

President Jones: Do I hear a second to the nomination of Mr. Gleason? 
~ Mr. Mayo (Maine): Mr. President, as President of the Maine Association, 
it gives me great pleasure to second the nomination of Thomas B. Gleason as 
Governor of District 1. 

I move the nominations be closed and Mr. Gleason be elected. 

Member: I second the motion. 

President Jones: It has been moved and seconded that Mr. Gleason be 
nominated as District Governor for District 1 and nominations be closed. 
You have heard the motion. Are you ready for the question? All in favor 
will signify by saying “‘Aye.’’ Contrary, “‘No.’’ Carried. 

Will Mr. Gleason please come forward. 

Secretary Gilligan: 1 hereby cast the ballot of this Convention for Thomas 
B. Gleason of Massachusetts for the office of Governor of District 1 for the 
ensuing two years. (Applause) 

Mr. Gleason: Thank you a lot. I will do my best, and if I don’t, tell me 
about it. (Applause) 

President Jones: 1 will now receive nominations for District Governor of 
District 3—Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan, Ohio, and Wisconsin. 

Mr. Williamson (Illinois): Ladies and gentlemen, eight years ago in the 
city of St. Louis, I was placed in nomination for District Governor by the 
very man whom I expect to place in nomination today. Apparently you had 
a great deal of confidence in him then and in the things that he told you be- 
cause I was elected. But today I don’t have to tell you a thing about this fellow 
because he has served your organization for the past three years on the Ex- 
hibit Committee, and if any of you have any idea of how many miles he has 
traveled and how much time he has put in, you wouldn’t want this job now. 
But we of Illinois and we of District 3 feel that he is a man who can come 
to your Board of Governors and can be a part of this august group and can 
give you a real service and will be a service to National. 

Raleigh Harris is a funeral director at Pontiac, Illinois, a successful operator. 
He is a past President of the Illinois Association and since his Presidency he 
has served on the Advisory Committee. And I think I can say with these 
two fingers as to the number of times that he has missed. Always on the 
job—ready to go—we know that he will serve you well. 

I therefore present to you the name of Raleigh Harris of Pontiac for Dis- 
trict Governor of District 3 for the coming period. Thank you very much. 
(Applause) 

Mr. Shaidnagle (Ohio): Mr. Chairman, as President of the Ohio Associa- 
tion in District No. 3, I would like to second the nomination of Raleigh Harris 
as our District Governor and at the same time move that the nominations 
be closed for this office and that the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot for 
Mr. Harris. (Applause) 

President Jones: You have heard the motion and the second that the Sec- 
retary cast the ballot for Mr. Raleigh Harris and that the nominations be 
closed. Is there a second? 

Member: I second it. 

President Jones: All in favor, signify by saying ‘‘Aye.’’ Opposed, “No.” 
So ordered. 

Secretary Gilligan: I hereby cast the vote of the House of Delegates for 
Raleigh J. Harris of Illinois for the office of District Governor of District 3 
for the ensuing two years. 
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While Raleigh is coming up, I am going to open the nominations for District 
Governor of District 4—Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Tennessee and South Carolina. 

Mr. Flinn (Georgia): Mr. President and delegates to the 68th Annual 
Convention: 

It is indeed a rare pleasure for Georgia to speak in St. Louis. It is a great 
pleasure to us to propose for your consideration one of Georgia’s native sons, 
a man who has served his community and has served it well. He has served 
his state association and has served it well. He has served his National Associa- 
tion and no one can state that he has not served it well. He has served in his 
community as President of his Chamber of Commerce, and he has served 
as President of his Rotary Club, to mention only a few. In the State of Georgia, 
he has served as President of the State Board of Examiners. He has served 
his state association as Second Vice-President, as First Vice-President, and 
as President. . ; 

It is a personal privilege to give to you for your consideration and to nom!- 
nate W. Bruce Donaldson of Tifton, Georgia. (Applause) 

Florida, Mississippi, North Carolina, and South Carolina all seconded the 
nomination. ; 

Member: Mr. President, Tennessee would like to second the nomination 
for W. Bruce Donaldson as Governor of District 4 and move that the nomina- 
tions cease and Mr. Donaldson be elected by acclamation, and ask the Secre- 
tary to cast the unanimous vote for Mr. Donaldson. 

President Jones: It just shows Bruce isn’t popular, doesn’t it? You have 
heard the motion that the nominations be closed that Bruce Donaldson be 
elected Governor for District 4 and that the Secretary cast the ballot. All 
in favor will signify by saying ‘‘Aye.’’ Opposed, ‘‘No.”’ Carried. 

Secretary Gilligan: 1 hereby cast the vote of the House of Delegates for 
W. Bruce Donaldson of Georgia for the office of District Governor of District 
4 for the ensuing two years. 

President Jones: Now I want to introduce to you the newly elected Governor 
of District 3, Mr. Harris. (Applause) 

Mr. Harris: Thank you, President Jones. I feel about like the bride who 
was on her honeymoon with her husband. She was standing at the brink of 
the Falls, watching the water pour over the dam. Her husband said, “How 
do you feel?”’ 

She said, ‘“‘I’se awful nervous, but I’se glad I’se here.”’ 

I appreciate the confidence that the delegates in our district have shown 
to me. I have had the privilege of serving on the Exhibit Committee with 
our President, Ron Jones, and we have tried to do you a job and I think we 
have done you a job. . 

I am proud of the exhibits that we have given you. I hope I can only be 
as successful on the Board of Governors. Thank you. (Applause) 

President Jones: I want to introduce Mr. Bruce Donaldson, re-elected 
as Governor from District 4. 

Mr. Donaldson: Thank you, President Jones. 

President Jones: We have remaining District No. 7—Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, Washington, and Wyoming. Nominations are now open for that 
district. I recognize Mr. John Alsip of Idaho. . A 

Mr. Alsip: President Ron and friends of the National Funeral Directors 
Association: 


It is a privilege for me to be here to make this nomination for an adopted 
son of Idaho, he having come from Washington some five years ago. I have 
a man to present today, Mr. A. B. Eckersell of Rigby, Idaho, who has been 
one of the outstanding men in our State Association. Some ten years ago it 
was through his efforts as the first Secretary and with the assistance of my 
good friend from the State of Washington that we formed the first State 
Association in the State of Idaho. He has served as President of our Associa- 
tion very well. He has served two terms in the State Legislature as a Senator 
and as floor leader, and I assure you that because of his qualifications he will 
be of great value to the National Funeral Directors Association as well as 
to our District. 


I should also like to say that it is with the great spirit that we have in the 
Northwest that we have this privilege of presenting a candidate for the Gover- 
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nor of the 7th District. At our caucus yesterday afternoon it was with the 
wholehearted accord of all the adjoining states that we were allowed to make 
this presentation. 

Mr. Eckersell comes from a state that is known for its potatoes. Also, we 
have the finest sagebrush of any place in the world. 

I know that he will give of his time, his ability, and his energy for the National 
Funeral Directors Association, as he has in our State Association in the past. 

I should like to make mention of this particular example last year when 
we had a very bad piece of legislation before us, and that he came south 400 
miles from his home and spent some three weeks in our State Capital, work- 
ing to defeat this legislation, and it was defeated. That is the type of men 
we like in the National Funeral Directors Association. We have a lot of them. 
I wish there were more. 

Ladies and gentlemen, it is a pleasure to present at this time Mr. A. B. 
Eckersell of Rigby, Idaho. (Applause) 

Member: Mr. President, Montana would like to second the nomination of 
the gentleman from Idaho. I see the hour is getting late. I would ask that 
the nominations be closed and that the Secretary be instructed to cast the 
unanimous ballot. 

Member: New Mexico seconds the motion. 

President Jones: You have heard the motion that the Secretary cast the 
ballot for Mr. Eckersell as Governor of District 7, and that the nominations 
be closed. Are you ready for the question? All in favor, signify by saying 
‘““Aye.”’? Contrary, ““No.”’ It is so ordered. 

Secretary Gilligan: 1 hereby cast the ballot of the House of Delegates for 
Mr. A. B. Eckersell of Idaho for the office of District Governor of District 
No. 7 for the ensuing two years. 

President Jones: Will Mr. Eckersell please come forward. I have two 
announcements to make while Mr. Eckersell is coming forward. One is that 
the Annual Secretaries’ Conference will be held in the Daniel Boone Room 
here in the Hotel Statler at 2:00 P.M. sharp. Now, Mr. Eckersell. (Applause) 

Mr. Eckersell: President Ron, ladies and gentlemen of this convention: 

I appreciate very much the confidence that you have placed in me by this 
vote. I realize the great record that has been made by those who have served 
in this capacity in previous years. I promise you that I appreciate the honor 
and do realize the responsibility that lies with those accepting this respon- 
sibility. I do appreciate the confidence that you folks have placed in me 
and promise you that I will do my best to serve in this new capacity. 

Thank you. (Applause) 

President Jones: I have just three announcements. You will remember 
to purchase your banquet tickets. Also, remember the exhibits at the Kiel 
Auditorium. 

Now, the most important announcement of the morning. We have a hard- 
working committee here whom I want to recognize. They have worked so 
hard that Mr. Raeither just came up here and told me they may get their 
checks for their services in Room 110. Those are our Tellers. Mr. Don Good- 
rich, will you report. They have done a fine job. (Applause) 

Ladies and gentlemen, the spirit that has been exhibited here certainly 
speaks well for our organization. 

I now recess this convention until tomorrow morning.

THURSDAY MORNING 
October 27, 1949 


The final session, Thursday morning, was called to order in the Ballroom, 
Statler Hotel, at 9:30 A.M., President Ronald C. Jones presiding. 

President Jones: Ladies and gentlemen, we will please come to order. 
This is the closing session of our Convention. 

I would like to introduce to you for the Invocation this morning Rabbi 
Samuel Thurman of the United Hebrew Temple. Rabbi Thurman. 

Rabbi Thurman: Almighty and merciful God, wherever thy name is men- 
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tioned, we thy children gather from thee a sense of strength and beauty, a 
sense of courage and endurance. : 

Since we claim as our highest destiny our kinship with thee, is it then strange, 
O God, that we come to thee in these hours of assembly, when men and women 
gather to deliberate, to think over, to resolve upon such conduct and action 
that shall make them better equipped, better fitted to meet with one another, 
to serve one another, and because of that service to them, a better service to 
their communities, to their fellow men. The great wonder, O God, is that in 
the midst of a world confused and chaotic, we have this blessed land in which 
we meet under thine aegis in a land founded by the fathers who believed 
in freedom because they believed in a God that is free. This heritage of liberty 
which we cherish so much, O God, help us to preserve it; help us to preserve 
it as a nation, help us to be the messengers of liberty and honor and righteous- 
ness and peace to the whole world. 

Thou hast granted us power. Thou hast granted us the fruitfulness of a 
land unmatched and certainly unsurpassed by all the nations in history. 
We feel sensible to our great responsibility, and our deep gratitude to thee, 
and yet, O God, there is danger in the abundance that we receive in this land 
that we may become dull and insensitive to the higher and the finer and the 
more spiritual values. It is that thou mayest imbue us with these values 
and endow us with a knowledge to understand thee and to appreciate thee 
that we have assemblies, and gatherings, and conventions, and hold convoca- 
tions in this blessed democracy of ours. 

So we pray thee this morning, O God, even as thou would bless our nation 
and our land, bless this assembly, these men and women engaged in a calling 
so close, so near to the mission which is divine, the mission of mercy and 
solace and comfort and courage, when they meet with those in the most agoniz- 
ing hours and days of their lives. Help them to make their hands more tender 
of touch, their hearts more responsible to the call and the cry of bereavement; 
and above all, O Lord, give them the sense of the dignity of the individual and 
the personalities of those whom they serve, that in tenderness and delicate 
consideration they may become more and more thy ministers, and thus thou 
wilt bless the work of their hands. Amen. 

President Jones: Thank you, Rabbi Thurman, for that invocation to open 
our session. 

At this time I am going to call upon Secretary Gilligan to come to the 
microphone. 

Secretary Gilligan: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: Yesterday in 
- presenting the Past National Presidents there was one who was unable to 
be present and he is with us this morning. This gentleman has a remarkable 
distinction. Many of you have establishments to which you have given your 
name. This man heads an establishment whose name signifies his character 
and his nature. He is the President of the Bonney Watson Company. I pre- 
sent to you Past President John E. Drummey. 

Mr. Drummey: President Jones and Past President Harry Gilligan: I 
just want you to know that it is indeed a privilege to be here this morning. 
After listening to that wonderful invocation of the good Rabbi this morning, 
I thank God that He allowed me the privilege to be here. And I trust that 
each and every one will get some good and take it home with them for having 
attended this convention. Our conventions are not so that everything on 
the program or even the exhibit would be just what we would want. Take 
back what you can use and let the other fellow do likewise. 

I assure you again it is a pleasure to be with you, and I thank God for that 
privilege. 

President Jones: I think it is only right and just that I speak a word of 
praise to the Aeolian Organ Company, who have given us this wonderful 
music, and I would like to have Mr. Charles Hornbuckle, who has rendered 
the music on the organ, stand for our appreciation.

Inasmuch as the House of Delegates approved a new Constitution and 
By-Laws at the Detroit Convention last year and your Committee had re- 
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ceived no suggested amendments thereto, we feel that no changes should 
be made in the existing instrument at this time.

President-Elect Martin: Mr. President, I submit the following report from 
our National Funeral Directors Association Educational Committee. 


WHEREAS, The N. F. D. A. House of Delegates, on October 14, 1948, in 
convention at Detroit, Michigan, adopted a resolution concerning the educa- 
tional objectives which is as follows: 


RESOLUTION 


‘‘THEREFORE, Be it resolved that this House of Delegates urge all of its 
constituent associations to attempt to secure by legislative enactment educa- 
tional requirements of two years collegiate training, in addition to grammar 
and high school training, and one year of professional training in a school 
of mortuary education for all future applicants into the licensed ranks of the 
profession.” 


Inasmuch as the term ‘‘collegiate training’’ implies training in the basic 
sciences and cultural subjects, which would provide a better foundation for 
the proper teaching of applied sciences and cultural subjects in schools of 
Mortuary Science, your committee on education therefore recommends: 


(a) That the subjects taught in this collegiate training should be those 
subjects prescribed in an average pre-medical course as offered in a 
State University, and, 

(b) That the elective subjects in such courses should be courses in the 
social sciences and the humanities. 

(c) That those who have an earned baccalaureate degree would be eligible 
to pursue a course in a school of mortuary science without having the 
above prerequisites. 

This committee further recommends that a committee on education be 

appointed for the ensuing year, with instructions to make an intelligent and 
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equitable study of educational requirements; said committee to report to the 
House of Delegates at the 1950 Convention.

Executive Secretary Raether: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: 

Inasmuch as none of the members of the Membership Committee are on 
hand for the convention, they have asked me to submit this report for them. 

Inasmuch as our Committee Chairman, Richard S. Brandt of Perrysville, 
Pennsylvania could not attend this convention, I have been asked to make 
this report in his place. 

During the past year the membership committee, working through the 
executive office in Milwaukee, has offered membership program assistance 
to the state associations. On March, 28, 1949 we sent out a bulletin to the 
state presidents and secretaries asking them whether they would like to have 
the executive office of NFDA provide some packaged material to be sent to 
the eligible non-members of the state associations. There were so few states 
replied in the affirmative*to this offer that the plan was abandoned. 

Some state associations start to report their current members to the NFDA 
office as early as March of each year. Those states that had reported on or 
before August 30, were given an opportunity to have the NFDA office send 
out a follow-up letter to delinquent members. Most of the states reporting 
by this time availed themselves of this opportunity and results were very 
gratifying. 

At the present time 10,765 members have been reported to NFDA for 
the year 1949-50. This is the largest number of members ever reported to 
NFDA at the time of the annual convention. As of this morning, the following 
states have shown an increase in membership over last year: Delaware, Florida, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Texas, Utah, Wisconsin, and Tennessee. The officers and members 
of these associations are to be congratulated. 

Each year a membership contest is conducted under the auspices of the 
membership committee. The state association in each of three groups that 
has had the greatest percentage increase of members over the previous year 
is awarded a savings bond. The winners for this year are:

Group II — 100 to 400 members — Oklahoma 
Group III — over 400 members — Pennsylvania

Will Mr. Willmer Schmidt of Wisconsin, Chairman of the Joint Committee 


anager ae Education, come forward and give the report for that Com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Schmidt: President Jones, ladies and gentlemen: 


The NFDA representatives on the Joint Committee on Mortuary Educa-_ 


tion are pleased to report that through the cooperative efforts of the three 
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groups comprising this joint venture, there has been a decided improvement 
in the field of mortuary education during the past year. 

The first year was devoted primarily to perfecting the organization of the 
committee and the development of a sound and constructive system of accredi- 
tation. 

The following year was devoted to a constant improvement of this sys- 
tem of accreditation and to the study of the problem of advancing the prog- 
ress of mortuary education through increased interest and promotion in our 
parent groups. The mortuary schools especially made great strides, through 
cooperative efforts, in the development of more uniform course content and 
examination methods. It soon became evident that they were being greatly 
hampered in their progress due to the great differences in requirements of 
the various state license laws, many of which were obsolete and could not 
be adjusted to the modern concept of a good mortuary education program. 

The 1948 meeting of the Conference of Funeral Service Examining Boards 
accepted this challenge and appointed a committee to study all state license 
laws with the aim of developing some program of standardization. The dele- 
gates of NFDA at the 1948 convention also went on record by unanimous- 
ly adopting a resolution urging constituent associations to promote legisla- 
tion increasing educational standards to two years of college and one year 
of mortuary college as the minimum educational requirements. In order to 
provide information on the legislative strategies and pitfalls relative to se- 
curing increased educational standards, the NFDA Education Committee 
uapecoudu ced a survey, the results of which will be available when com- 
piled. 

Because the Joint Committee is representative of all the various major 
groups who have recognized the need and taken action to improve the pro- 
gram of mortuary education, it was suggested that this committee accept 
the responsibility of coordinating the various mortuary education programs 
in order to develop something that would merit united acceptance and sup- 
port. 

In accordance with that suggestion, it was unanimously agreed at our 
first meeting in Chicago on March 19th, and I quote, ‘‘To expand the in- 
terest and responsibilities of the Joint Committee to indicate deliberations 
on the trends and directions in mortuary education, trusting that some ac- 
tion could be agreed upon.’”’ The Joint Committee met again in Milwaukee 
on June 11, and after further discussion and study of the mortuary education 
program, it was agreed that we should meet in St. Louis on October 22 for 
the express purpose of developing a pattern for a mortuary education pro- 
gram for the profession. 

In order to assure ourselves that these deliberations would have the bene- 
fit of well qualified counsel and advice, it was agreed that our committee 
should invite competent educators, familiar with our problems, as well as 
members of special committees and representatives of our parent groups who 
have given special study to the problem of mortuary education. 

The Joint Committee met on October 22 and discussed Mortuary Educa- 
tion problems with members of the Conference Standardization Committee, 
the NFDA Education Committee and the following well known educators as 
an advisory panel: 

Dr. Melvin Hyde, Ass’t President, Drake University 

Dean Harry C. Roundtree, Temple University 

Dr. Goerge E. Carrothers, University of Michigan & Conference Examiner 

The conclusions, which seemed to meet with quite general acceptance, 
were then adopted by the Joint Committee as a pattern of Mortuary Educa- 
tion that we could recommend to our parent organizations. 

Just as a pattern serves as a guide to a desired end, so this pattern of Mor- 
tuary Education must be adapted to meet the individual situation in each 
state. 

The Joint Committee submits the following recommendations for consid- 
eration by NFDA in its future program of mortuary education: 

(a) It is recommended that a single license, 
designated as a mortician’s license, be 
issued to cover both embalming and funeral 
directing. 


’

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(b) It is recommended that an increase in 
educational requirements is desirable, in 
order to enable the mortician to fulfill 
his professional, social and community 
responsibilities. 

(c) It is recommended that not less than two 
(2) years of general college studies be in- 
cluded in the expanded educational pro- 
gram. In providing for an educational in- 
crease, due consideration should be given 
to all educational programs now in opera- 
tion. 

(d) It is recommended that the Mortuary Col- 
leges, together with other groups, inter- 
ested in mortuary education make every 
effort to secure college credit for those subjects 
offered on college level. 

(e) It is recommended that so far as possible 
legislation designed to increase education- 
al requirements be permissive in charac- 
ter, vesting as much authority as possible 
in licensing boards and state educational 
authority. 

(f) It is recommended that as educational re- 
quirements are increased, the duration of 
the apprenticeship and/or internship shall 
be progressively curtailed. Internship shall 
be designated as that period of “resident 

- training’? in a funeral home under the 
direction of a qualified preceptor. 

(g) It is recommended that the licensing au- 
thorities, in cooperation with State Funeral 
Director Associations, establish definite intern 
training programs. 

(h) It is recommended that the didactic por- 
tion of the licensing examination be given 
immediately following the completion of the 
academic requirements. 

It is further recommended that a practi- 
cal examination be given after the com- 
pletion of the major portion of the internship. 


We trust that this program directed toward promoting higher education- 
al standards will, in the not too distant future, make available to members 
of our profession that coveted honor, a Baccalaureate Degree in Mortuary 
Science and the greater professional recognition which would accompany 
that mark of distinction. 

We have suggested a pattern. It’s up to each one of you to help develop 
the future program to meet your wishes.

I think there are 
recommendations in that report which ought to be given very great considera- 
tion before this Association commits itself to it. I refer particularly to the 
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program of a single license. It is my considered judgment that a single license 
is not the most effective method of handling the license program of this Associa- 
tion. 

I have another very serious objection to it and that is, wherever the word 
‘‘mortician’’ appears, I want it stricken out and the words “‘funeral director’”’ 
substituted. I don’t want to change this Association to a Morticians’ Associa- 
tion. We are a Funeral Directors Association and I think we ought to stay a 
Funeral Directors Association until you people out there decide you want to 
change it to some other type of association. 

I hereby offer an amendment to the motion that the report be referred to 
the Board of Governors for study. 

Mr. Martin, Sr. (Colorado): I second it. 

President Jones: You have heard the amendment to the motion, which 
has been seconded. Are you ready for the amendment? (The question was 
called for.) You are now voting on the amendment, which is to refer this report 
to the Board of Governors for further study. Are you ready for the question? 
All in favor, will signify by saying ‘“‘Aye.’”’ Opposed, ‘‘No.”’ It is so ordered. 

We will now vote on the motion. All in favor of the motion, signify by 


saying ‘“‘Aye.’’ Opposed, ‘‘No.’’ The motion was lost. The amendment is 


in order. 

Mr. Delosier (Maryland): Mr. Chairman, doesn’t that motion mean that 
this report would be referred to the Board of Directors? You stated the motion 
was lost. You adopted the motion as amended, isn’t that right? The second 
vote you took was on the adoption of the report of the Committee as amended. 

President Jones: 1am going to ask the Secretary to state the motion we 
just voted upon. 

Secretary Gilligan: I believe Mr. Delosier is right. I think the amendment 
was to refer the report to the Board of Governors, and then the vote on the 

original motion killed the amendment and we didn’t accept the report at all. 
Therefore, I think you probably voted in error. 

The question now is, do you want the report referred to the Board of Gover- 
nors or do you want the report dropped? If you want the report referred to 
the Board of Governors, you vote “Aye.” 

Mr. Brewer (Texas): I think it would be proper to move to reconsider the 
action and get that cleared up.

I move that the action taken by the House of Delegates which 
killed this report be reconsidered. 

President Jones: It is moved and seconded that because of. your Chair- 
‘man’s mistake the action of the House be reconsidered on the report of the

So, ladies and gentlemen, I am very happy to report to you this morning 
that your Association is in very fine financial condition. However, we are 
not going to be able to do the things which you want us to do, in which you 
have evidenced your interest, unless we continue to get your support, not 
only from the per capita dues, but from other sources of income. 

I suggested to the Board some time ago, and they have as far as they could 
subscribed to the idea, that we should set aside a certain amount of funds 
each year, surplus funds, and place them in Government Bonds, with the 
idea of building up a reserve fund. As I reported to you, we now have $63,500 
face value in Bonds with a redemption value of $49,000 plus. Now those 
Bonds are in no way earmarked as a reserve. They are in our General Account, 
but we are thinking of them as a reserve. It is my fond hope that within a 
very few years that sum will be in six figures. I have the feeling that if we 
can build up a reserve fund of such size in this Association, that no member 
will ever willingly leave the Association because he will not want to leave 
his share of the money to the other fellow to spend. Therefore, it seems to 
me that the greatest insurance for an association is to have money. When 
you are poor, of course, God loves you, but nobody else does. And so, I think 
it is very important that we contribute and help build up a strong financial 
structure for this Association. 

Let me put it another way. Your Board of Governors is willing to spend 
money, to take chances, to make experiments, if they feel it is not going to 
seriously involve the financial structure of the Association. But when you 
just have about enough to cover your normal expenses, then of course you 
can’t afford any innovations or can’t afford any luxuries. And so, the things 
that are being done, the things that are creating your interest which is evidenced 
by your presence here in the last few days, are the result of the improved 
healthy financial situation of your Association. 

I would like to speak to you for a moment on another matter. Mr. House- 
man reported yesterday on the census figures. He made his report, carrying 
out those figures as though they related to the entire industry, the entire 
group of us. We have actually less reports from our census questionnaires 
than we have members in the Association. His figures were given, I think, 
as of September 1, when we had 10,300 some odd answers to the question- 
naire, and we have 10,700 some members, and before the end of the year we 
will have another thousand, and a great many of those answers came from 
non-members. So, you can see, a good many of our own members have not 
yet sent in their reports. 

Now some of you may feel that this is just a piece of silliness on the part 
of the Board. But let me say that this census has been undertaken because 
we believe it can be utilized as a great tool in your defense. 

_ Someone said a good many years ago, and it has been repeated a great many 
times, that competition is the life of business. But I like to put it just a little 
bit differently. Competition is the business of life. We compete in everything 
we do almost from the time we are born. It is the law of nature to compete. 
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We compete in school, on the playground, in courtship, in our business lives. 
Cities compete against cities, states against states, and countries against 
countries. Competition is always going to be with us. But we must strive to 
make the competition which we face in the future as intelligent, as under- 
standing, as we can. And it is the considered opinion of your Board of Gover- 
nors that the way to do that is to know just what the competitive conditions 
are throughout the country. And, knowing those competitive conditions, 
we can then talk intelligently about them and we can explain to the people 
who wish to enter the funeral directing field and more important, to the people 
with risk capital who wish to finance people entering the funeral directing 
field just exactly what their prospects for success are. 

When I say exactly, we must acknowledge the truth of what Dr. McFarland 
said the other day, that of course there is the ‘“‘you”’ in business, there is the 
personality which is going to change formulas, which is going to give an added 
plus to some individual, and that there is always going to be room for new 
competition. We can never hope to draw a circle or a band around this pro- 
fession of ours and think that no one is going to invade it. That is impossible 
and we have no hope of that. But we do believe that if we have facts and 
figures, we can tell the people who have the risk capital of this country what 
the prospects of success are and can avoid a great deal of the senseless and 
unsound competition which has developed somewhat in recent years and 
which may very well develop more extensively in the future. 

We know that when competition between countries gets on an ugly plane 
it becomes war; and when competition between firms in the same line of en- 
deavor gets below the level of pleasant relations, it becomes a nasty, bitter 
fight. No one wins a war. We have found that out. All you do is fight them 
and you lose, no matter who the ultimate victor may be. The same thing is 
largely true of a business war. 

We hope through the establishment of accurate statistics on the firms of 
this country, the opportunities of firms, of potential firms, to eliminate a 
great deal of unstable competition. But in order to get those figures, we must 
have your reports, we must have the report of your neighbor, we must have 
the report of all of the members in your county, all the members in your dis- 
trict, all the members in your state. : 

Now I would ask that each and every one of you go back home, and if 
you can find your report or if you have not filled it out, call Howard’s office 
or write Howard’s office and have him send you a supply and then make out 
not only your own, but get your neighbors and friends to make theirs out. 
We should come back here next year, not with 10,300 reports, but with well 

over 20,000 reports. 

Now I would like to pay a tribute to the members of your Board of Gover- 
nors. It has been my experience that the Officers of this Association have 
been courageous enough on many occasions to disregard what appeared to be 
temporary advantages which might accrue to the individual members of 
the profession on one point or another in order to hold fast to a program of 
steady, sound planning. There are many instances through the years in which 
it would seem that you can get an advantage, that it is hard to discard it 
because it is going to make a nice talking point, maybe somebody is going 
to give you a pat on the back, but they have been courageous and brave enough 
to study the programs, the plans that have been presented to them, with the 
view of long-range planning and thinking. And I believe the growth of the 


Association therefore has been sound and stable, that we are today a force | 


in this country, that we are in a position, as was reported by President Jones 
the other day, to present our ideas, our aspirations, and our plans to Washing- 
ton and to get respectful consideration and attention. I don’t believe we are 
powerful enough to get any special privileges. I trust we never will be. I 
don’t think we want any special privileges. We just want the privilege that 
every other American citizen has, that is, of getting a square deal. 

The funeral director today is ably represented by your Executive Secretary. 
He has done an outstanding job. We were most fortunate in his selection. I 
am very happy to stand before you this morning and pay tribute to Howard 
Raether. (Applause) He may not have the brains of the debating team, 
but he certainly got a lot of energy and he thinks straight. He is interested 
in knowing on any question not whether it is nice, but whether it is right. 
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And as long as he proceeds along that line, looking for the thing that is right, 
- I am sure he is going to have the unflagging and unanimous support of the 
officers and members of this Association. (Applause) 

I had hoped, ladies and gentlemen, that this might have been my last report 
but you have seen fit to have it otherwise. I want to thank you again for the 
very many kind things that have been said and the very many nice things 
you have done to me through the years. It hasn’t been all pleasure and fun, 
but I am very happy in whatever I have been able to do for you, my friends. 
(Applause)

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President Jones: Thank you, Secretary Gilligan, for that fine report. 


_ Now before we more or less close this business session, as has been said many 
times, it is your Association. If there is anything you want to bring up from 
the floor, I would like to have it brought up at this time. Is there anything 
you wish to bring up from the floor? 


Mr. Williamson (illinois): Mr. President, I would like to make a motion 
at this time that after the Board of Governors has viewed both the pros and 
the cons on the Social Security program, that they send to the State Asso- 
ciations those findings for action of the State Associations and govern them- 
selves accordingly for the action of the State Associations. I know that the 
gentleman who was here from Washington the other day enlightened the 
Board of Governors on a great number of facts which are not available to 
the membership. Consequently, when those are compiled, if the State Asso- 
ciations may have the good and bad points, then they will be able to take their 
action and report back to the Board of Governors. So I therefore make that 
motion, that the Board of Governors take such action. 

President Jones: Do I hear a second to the motion? 

Member: I second it. 

President Jones: Now, I believe, Mr. Williamson, that your motion is this, 
that any facts that have been made available with the Board of Directors 
from meeting with the Social Security officials be sent to the State Officers 
and maybe presented to their membership and in turn the state will report 
back to the office for the report of Governors their wishes. Before I put the 
question to you, I wonder if Howard Raether would like to have something 
to say on it? 

Executive Secretary Raether: No. 

President Jones: Are you ready for the question? All in favor will signify 
by saying “‘Aye.’’ Contrary, ‘No.’ It is so ordered. 

Is there anything else you wish to bring up on the floor of the House of 
Delegates? If not, we will go on with the program, but rest assured that 
even up until adjournment we would welcome anything, any thought, any 
idea that you have been desiring to bring before the Association. 


For years the National Funeral Directors Association’s policy has been 
to provide the individual funeral director with tools with which he can build 
a good public relations program in his own community. You are about to 
witness the premier of our public relations film. This film was produced and 
is being made available to you as a member of the National Funeral Directors 
Association in a packaged form as a complete program for your service club, 
civic club, or church gathering. This is a public relations film. It is nota 
funeral director training film. I would like to emphasize that point. It is in 
no way a training film. It is just a public relations film. 

The picture has been produced so that it can be shown in any portion of 
the United States. The narrations and scenes from the movie are such they 
are just as applicable in a small town in Wyoming as they are in Metropolitan 
New York City. 

The funeral director is portrayed by Glen Drake in a manner that he does 
not represent any one individual in the United States, but rather a composite 
of all 40,000 funeral directors, if that is possible. 

In order to really appreciate this picture, look at it not as a funeral direc- 
tor, but as an individual who has come to a service club meeting where the 
program for the day is being sponsored by a funeral director member of the 
club. If you will picture yourself at that service club meeting now, I will 
introduce to you our Executive Secretary, Howard Raether, who will act as 
the funeral director and introduce this film to you as members of the service 
club group. we 

Executive Sécretary Raether: In the opinion of many, one of the chief ad- 
vantages of meetings of this sort is to get together with fellow business: and 
professional men. These gatherings are not only a medium for doing :good 
within a community, but also give those of us who attend them an oppor- 
tunity to exchange ideas and information about the various ways in which 
we earn our livelihood. I am proud to be here today as a representative of the 
funeral profession—as a representative of a group of men and women who 
serve mankind in its darkest hour. 
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I know there are many of you who wonder when and where our modern 
funeral customs started. Since before the time of ancient Egypt and down 
to the present day, mankind has developed many different kinds of funeral 
rituals whose ceremonies symbolize the transition of man from his life on earth 
to the unknown. 

Our country today is a mighty nation consisting of many people with many 
faiths and beliefs. To meet the desires of these people in the communities 
in which they live, we have developed a funeral program which not only takes 
care of the dead, but also considers the living. 

The Philadelphia City Directory for the year 1814 listed various classi- 
fications of business people. On one page were included “‘ Bleeders with leeches;”’ 
‘dentists and bleeders;’’ and “‘layers out of the dead.”” Yes, at one time not 
so long ago, we were called ‘“‘layers out of the dead.’’ Then later we were 
referred to as ‘‘undertakers’’ and now most people call us funeral directors. 
Your funeral director wants to be called a funeral director because he is more 
than a “‘layer out of the dead”’ or an “‘undertaker.’”” He is a professional man 
who has invested thousands of dollars in a well appointed establishment 
and in modern funeral and automotive equipment. He is on duty 24 hours 
a day and must answer calls for his services regardless of time or weather. 
While serving you he acts as a go between you, your doctor, clergyman, in- 
surance man and various governmental agencies. He assists you with cemetery 
arrangements. Many times his numerous and various duties in connection 
with a particular funeral service are not over until several months after that 
service has been conducted. (Long Pause) 

So much for my telling you about your funeral director. I would now like 
you to see a color and sound motion picture which was produced by the National 
Funeral Directors Association. It will show you scenes of the burial ceremonies 
of the Egyptians, Vikings, Hindus, Woodland Indians and Early Pioneers. 
Then, it will take you into the reception office of a funeral home and let you 
listen in on a conference between a funeral director and a client. The dialogue 
points out a few of the many services provided by your funeral director. 

The name of the movie is “Funeral Service—A Part of the American Way.” 
We in the United States pride ourselves in not letting other people tell us what 
to do. Our philosophy is “‘to each his own.” Your funeral director is at all 
times ready to serve you in the manner you desire. 

It has been a pleasure for me to make these remarks before you today. 
In closing I would like to state that after the movie has been shown, I would 
be glad to give any of you that would like one, a copy of this little pamphlet 
called ‘‘Speaking Frankly.’’ Thank you for this opportunity to appear before _ 
you and to show you this film. 

Following the introduction the film was shown. (Applause) 

President Jones: Will you please come to order. The Chair recognizes 
Mr. Elmer Drehmann of St. Louis. 


Mr. Drehmann: Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen: 

It seems in the streamlining of these conventions that we reverse the order 
of things. We don’t get up here and welcome you when you arrive. We get 
up here and say that we are happy that you came when you are ready to go 
home. Well, I know that you know we are very happy to have you with us 
and in speaking on behalf of our local association here, the St. Louis Funeral 
Directors Association, and also the Missouri organization, we are very happy 
that you came and we do hope that you have enjoyed your few days with us. 
And if by chance one of you got in without receiving a handshake of welcome, 
well, it may be a little bit belated, but here it is. 


I would like, if you don’t mind, Mr. President, to take just one moment 
to make a comment about this picture. I am sure most of you enjoyed it. 
You probably have been thinking it over and are wondering just how good it 
may be and what it may mean to you. However, last week when we had our 
press conference here, we had a preview of this for the benefit of the members 
of our press in St. Louis, and one of the men with one of the papers, one of 
the editors, got up and made some very fine remarks about it and reminded 
us that it was something that was necessary in our profession, that it would 
help to bring these things to people so they may understand what we do every 
day in life, as we go along, and that the majority of folks know very little 
about our business, our profession. 
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So, with those remarks from the press, which, as you know, usually are 
very critical of things that professions, people in business do, I think it is 
worthy of mention and that we should compliment the National Board and 
Saas, it may have been who was responsible for putting that picture together 
or us. 

So, again may I say I hope that you have had a good time with us and that 
I wish you Godspeed and a safe journey home. Thank you. (Applause) 

President Jones: President Drehmann, certainly you should have had the 
opportunity to welcome us, and I think probably that was my fault on the 
program, but I am not too sorry about it because, meeting the Missouri boys 
here and planning this convention, I knew very well that your welcome would 
be without flaw and your cooperative spirit would have been right to the 
front and I do consider that would have been unnecessary. Thanks a lot. 

Is Mr. Cooley present? Mr. Cooley was the producer of the motion picture 
and you can give him our word of thanks as you pass out after the meeting. 
(Laughter) Only a funeral director would interpret those remarks that way. 

I take a great deal of pleasure in introducing to you the next speaker. I 
want you all to know that it is not only a privilege to work with this man for 
a year, but an education as well. He has done a mighty fine job and if I said 
all the things that I wanted to say here at this moment, I question that we 
would have time for his address. 

I give you our Executive Secretary, Howard Raether, who will speak to 
you at this time on ‘‘No One’s Axe to Grind but Yours.”’ (Applause) 

Executive Secretary Raether: President Jones, members of the Executive 
Committee, Board of Governors, ladies and gentlemen: 

It has been the policy for the President in his annual message to review the 
activities of his administration. However, because Ron Jones felt so sincerely 
about membership, he asked me whether I would review what has been done 
for the year past to give him an opportunity to speak to you on “your mem- 
bership and mine.” 

It seems that every time I appear on an NFDA convention program, some- 
where along the line I am limited to time. At 12 o’clock today the Rotary 
Club hopes to have a meeting in here and when I finish my report will depend 
upon whether or not they will have that meeting, so I will proceed along as 
fast as possible. 

However, those things I will not have time to tell you about are included 
in the form of a mimeographed report which is on the table in the assembly 
section of this room. We will be glad to have as many of you as would like, 
take one along with you. 


After Mr. Pogge spoke to the group yesterday, we had a number of the 
members state that they thought NFDA has excellent contacts in Washington, 
D.C. I don’t think there is any one question asked more often at state conven- 
tions, and here at our session last Monday in the Kiel Auditorium, than the 
question, ‘“Is NFDA represented well in Washington?” I think the fact that 
the head of the Social Security Administration, Mr. Pogge, appeared on our 
program is part of the proof that we are represented in our nation’s capitol. 
The Social Security Administration thought so much of your organization 
and the people who make it up that they sent their No. 1 man here to report 
to you on your part in Social Security. It should also be stated that your 
Association through its Executive Committee, Board of Governors, and 
its very excellent Counsel, Mr. James R. Clark, is not in touch only with 
the agencies in Washington, but with the men in charge of those offices. As 
Mr. Gilligan so well put it a few moments ago, we are a force for good and 
when we do have a problem we have the contacts to go in and solve that 
problem to the best of your interests, taking into consideration the interests 
of the public as well. 


We have, throughout the course of the year, been in touch with the Memorial 
Division, with its General Hastings, Colonel Freeman and with the Mortuary 
Specialist, Carl Noll. We have also been in touch with the Mortuary Division 
of the Veterans Administration and its chief, Tom Toy. I might tell you at 
this time that that Division of Veterans Administration has recently revised 
its ‘‘Facilities and Hospitals Manual”’ and has rewritten completely the sec- 
tions dealing with mortuaries, funeral directors and funeral contracts. When 
this manuel is issued next January, the President and Secretary of your State 
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Association will receive a copy from NFDA. 

Last year at Detroit, a number of the representatives of the various states 
at the Presidents’ and Secretaries’ Conference asked whether there was any- 
thing we in NFDA could do about having the Business Census Questionnaire 
questions revised so that it would be applicable to the funeral profession, so 
that the figures reported would be accurate. I am pleased to say that the 
Executive Committee made suggestions to the Department of Commerce. 
These were accepted in toto, and sixty days before the field interviewers went 
out to take that census, you as members of NFDA had a copy of that census 
questionnaire printed in the January DIRECTOR. 

In line with the motion of Mr. Williamson this morning on the Social Security 
matter we can tell you that the Executive Committee met yesterday after- 
noon with Mr. Pogge and the representative of the Missouri regional office. 
We discussed the various aspects of the proposed bill, H.R. 6000. Within the 
very near future we shall disseminate all the information on this to the State 
Officers so that they can go back to you for your advice regarding the proposed 
amendments. 

I think I would be amiss in my duties this morning, if I didn’t pass on a 
word of advice. In order to have successful contacts in Washington, there 
must be only one person, or at the most two persons, doing the contacting. 
In other words, we depend upon various officials in Washington to give us 
information, to meet with us and to duscuss mutual problems. We depend 
upon those people for that information and they in turn depend upon us for 
the information as to the way their various regulations and administrations 
are being accepted by you funeral directors. But every once in a while an 
individual funeral director or sometimes an officer of a district or state associa- 
tion will take it upon himself to forget about the National Funeral.Directors 
Association, and. will contact the offices in Washington directly or complain 
to his Congressman. When that is done, it breaks down the contacts that 
we have built up because the people in Washington expect our assistance as 
well as we expect theirs. 

And so, may I give this word of advice this morning. If you have a com- 
plaint to make regarding any activity affecting your profession in Washington, 
I suggest you contact your state officer, who in turn will contact us, and I 
guarantee that matter will be taken care of. 

Throughout the course of the year, we have had in NFDA what we feel is 
an excellent public relations program. Last year, immediately following the 
convention the Stewart-Dougall results were made available in brochure 
form and over a thousand of you have seen fit to send in your order and buy - 
a copy of that brochure. We still have some of these available and if you would 
like one, we are selling them here, or if you will send to the office, we will send 
you one. 

Beyond that, we published a series of six articles in The DIRECTOR on the 
public’s attitude towards funeral service and funeral directors, based upon 
the findings of that survey. 

Some of you, a very, very few, honestly and sincerely felt that the survey 
report and the information that we got out on that report, stated that the 
funeral directors of America had no public relations problem whatsoever. 
Now that is not true. That is a misinterpretation of the findings. Your NFDA 
and your state associations have never said that the individual funeral director 
does not have a public relations problem. But what we have said is that there 
is no national public relations problem which will require a national public 
relations program as such to correct. 


I was discussing this in the anteroom yesterday after the meeting. One 
of the men said, ‘‘Mr. Raether, if you are going to make that statement to- 
morrow, I would suggest that you give an example of a national public rela- 
tions problem.”’ 


You remember the last days of World War II and the first days after the 
war, especially after the ceiling price was lifted on meat. The American Meat 
Institute found itself with a national public relations problem that required a 
national public relations program to correct. What was it? Every individual 
in the United States of America from youngsters of 7 or 8 to oldsters of 80 or 85, 
were saying, ‘‘The price of meat is too high. I have got to pay $1.05 for pork 
chops; I have to pay $1.35 a pound for steak.”” Throughout America, from 
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ocean to ocean that was the general opinion. And the American Meat Insti- 
tute, recognizing that fact, took paid ads in various magazines, and hired 
Fred Waring’s program for morning broadcasts to tell people why the price 
of meat was that high. 

We don’t have such a problem. The problems we have, ladies and gentle- 
men, are problems which arise within various communities, within various 
establishments. And so, therefore, the National Funeral Directors Associa- 
tion public relations program is to give to each and every one of you the tools 
with which to build high your own public relations fences within your own 
communities. And in doing so, the collective fences that will be built around 
all the establishments and communities in the nation will make for a veritable 
fortress which will be able to withstand any and all attacks against you. It 
is your problem as an individual. It is our duty to give you those tools but it 
is your job to use them to the best of your ability. 

Now in the last six or eight months, things have been looking up a little 
bit. A number of people have commented that our recent publicity, as far 
as the profession is concerned, has been pretty good. Some have said to me, 
“Why?” “How come Father Lord wrote this article about funeral directors? 
How come a well known columnist like Elsie Robinson, whose King’s Feature 
Syndicate appear in a host of newspapers every day, would write what she 
did about the funeral director? How come a number of newspapers have 
written editorials about the services men and women of the funeral profes- 
gion render to their communities and the families therein?’ 

I would like to say that the National Funeral Directors Association is 
responsible for all of that, but I can’t. I have to tell you that the difference 
between the articles which appear against you and the articles which appear 
for you are primarily the difference between one fellow getting commissioned 
to write an article at a nickel or a dime a word on one hand and on the other 
the outward manifestation of a real feeling of appreciation and respect to- 
wards you and your profession. 

Now let us illustrate that. As Executive Secretary of the Wisconsin Asso- 
ciation, and of the National Funeral Directors Association, in order to better 
equip myself for my job, I have at various times gone into funeral homes to 
see you men and ladies at work. I have sat in adjacent rooms listening to you 
interview families and I have heard utterances of those outward manifestations. 
I have heard people open up their hearts and minds to you as funeral directors 
more than they did to me during the time I was practicing as attorney even 
while writing their will. 

I have gone into some of your establishments and seen you come back from 
the cemetery drenched with rain. 


I have come into your establishments on mornings when you have been up 
all the night before handling a difficult matter. 


I have heard the expressions about you and your services from the people 
who make up America. Now I would like to tie up a couple of those expres- 
sions with a couple of the articles that have been written in the past few months. 


About six or eight months ago there was a very tragic accident in a mid- 
western state. A young man and woman who had been married at 7 o’clock on 
Saturday evening, had a reception, started out on their honeymoon. They 
were about two hours from the place of the wedding when they were involved 
in an accident and the young bride of about two or three hours was killed. 
On Monday, following that Saturday, I was in the funeral home where this 
young bride was in state. I happened to be sitting with one of our members 
in his office when the husband of the young bride came from the chapel after 
seeing his wife in state. He didn’t say a thing to the funeral director, but I 
paulcatell ny the way he shook his hand, and by the expression on his face, 

ow he felt. 


I think Father Lord had a similar feeling when he wrote this: 


‘“‘My father died of a disease that wasted him away to a ghost of him- 
self. He died in great agony, his features distorted with pain. May I say how 
grateful I was for the skill of the embalmer who brought his features back to 
a calm and serenity and who by some magic for which I cannot be sufficiently 
thankful eliminated from a face that I had long loved, the worst marks of his 
disease. Prettifying the dead is ridiculous and an absurd distortion of some- 
thing fine. That something fine is the ability of the modern embalmer to give 
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the living a last reassuring glimpse and a last lingering memory of a face they 
will remember long after the grave has been closed.” : 

Nor will I forget one day in 1940 when I called on the President of the 
Wisconsin Association at his establishment in Merrill. As I walked up the 
steps, I was joined by a little boy of six or seven who walked up the steps with 
me. The funeral director met me at the door. He took the little boy into the 
chapel, up to the casket in which was the body of a woman probably 34 or 35 
years of age. I proceeded by the hallway, past the chapel, to go down the steps 
to his office, but I stopped to look in between the drapes, which were slightly 
opened, and which allowed me to see what was going on. I will never forget 
the funeral director standing there with his arm around that youngster. I 
will never forget how that little fellow looked up at the funeral director and 
said, ‘‘Mister—Mister—is my Mommy really dead?” I will never forget 
the way the funeral director talked to that lad, the way he comforted him. 

When I read Elsie Robinson’s article, that scene was recalled to me. She 
said something like this, ‘And I am thinking something more. I am thinking 
when that young funeral director stands beside that casket, Someone taller 
stands with him, Someone who loved little children and said they would come 
unto Him in the days when children were of little worth. 

Perhaps it is just a hunch, perhaps I am growing sentimental, but I am 
telling you this, and I am not fooling, what I use for a hat is off to that unique 
funeral director.” ‘ 

Ladies and gentlemen, I submit to you this morning that the real expres- 
sions of the people whom you serve are what count, and I submit to you that 
not only are they what count, but I maintain that they are more believeable 
to the people whom you serve than is the drivel and trash which is printed 
that costs a nickel or a dime a word to print. Do you agree with me? (Applause) 

“If you can live to make some pale face brighter 

And to give a second luster to some tear-dimmed eye; 

Or impart one throb of comfort to an aching heart— 

Or cheer some way worn soul in passing by. 

If you can lend a strong hand to the fallen, 

Or defend the right against a single envious strain, 

Your life, though bare perhaps of much 

That seemeth dear and fair to us of earth, 

Will not have been in vain. 

The purest joy — most near to heaven — far from earth’s alloy 
Is bidding cloud give way to sun and shine. 

And ’twill be well of one that day of days the angels tell of you 
HE Dip His Best O LORD FoR THINE. 

In the last couple of days the National Funeral Directors Association Board 
of Governors has seen fit to hire me for the next two years. I am glad about 
this for two reasons. First of all, I got me a job. Secondly, I am proud and 
happy to work for and with you people. And above all, I am proud to work 
for an association that adopts programs and policies, not to benefit any one 
small group against the next, not which might be expedient to the members 
of the Board of Governors themselves, but policies which are best for you as 
individuals, as members of the profession, and which are in the public interest. 
And I say that when you consider the overall program of NFDA consider 
it in that light because, ladies and gentlemen, NFDA has no one’s axe to 
grind but yours. 


There have been some fine, inspirational speakers on this program, speakers 
who have talked to you about our nation, about what is going to happen 
in the future, far more eloquently than I can. But as I stand here this morning 
addressing you, I can’t quite help remember the convention last year at Detroit. 
You will recall there were people, so-called experts, who were saying that 
perhaps by Christmas time we would be involved in a war with Russia be- 
cause of the Berlin blockade. 


Probably being a “‘cockeyed optimist,’’ as the song from ‘‘South Pacific”’ 
says, I said I thought those things would straighten themselves out. Although 
every morning was dark with clouds of war and business upheaval that some 
morning you might wake up and there would be a little patch of blue and before 
the night came the entire sky would be blue and we would again be able to 
walk in the clear, crisp, cool air of peace. 
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I guess I was a little more right than some of the other fellows. However, 
all problems aren’t completely solved. But I think that at the present time 
it is necessary for me to tell you that we have gone back into a certain rut 
which we in America get into every once in a while, when we allow people 
who use fear psychology to get us to do things that shouldn’t be done. 

While I was preparing for this talk I was reading some magazines and in 
doing so I picked up this quotation, I would like to read it to you: 

“It is a gloomy moment in history. Never before in the history of most 
men has there been such universal apprehension. The resources of the British 
Empire have been sorely tried and are yet to be more sorely tried. In France 
the political cauldron seeths and bubbles with uncertainty; while Russia hangs 
on as usual, dark and silent upon the horizons of Europe.”’ 

Where did I get this from? A magazine of today? No, although it might 
be applicable. Immediately following World War I? No. During 1906 and 
1907? No. That quotation comes from an 1873 edition of Harper’s Weekly. 
It outlines the very problems we have today. And what does it point out? 
It points out that America has in the past faced problems such as it faces 
today, but just as those problems increase in intensity to the point where it 
seems as though they might be unsolvable, each and every one of us go out 
as Americans and pull ourselves up by our bootstraps and we solve the problem 
and we continue a new and even greater nation. 

I have gone over the proceedings of the National Funeral Directors Asso- 
ciation for the years back and have found that many, many times individual 
funeral directors were suggesting courses of action for this group that would 
have probably meant the termination of your profession. But the men of the 
National Funeral Directors Association, realizing they had a temporary situa- 
tion at hand, realizing they had a profession which had to be and could be 
perpetuated, took the course of action which later proved they were right. 

But there is danger in all of this. There is danger in too many of us sitting 
back and listening to that stuff and probably taking the course of action that 
might be disastrous. 

In this very city a few weeks ago, General Dwight Eisenhower spoke. He 
was admonishing the critics of America, the men who use catch phrases and 
slogans, the Communists, the men who say this great land of ours will exist 
not much longer as it has in the past. He said this to the American Bar Asso- 
siation, ‘“‘Yet there are some who build out of catch words and fallacies a 
testimony of inescapable conflict within our economy. Should misguided or 
vicious persons indulge in the acceptance of this false dogma, the fault, criminal 
and stupid as it is, will be our own. We shall have been victimized by the 
crude technique of the brazen lie oft repeated.”’ 

The fallacy of the brazen lie often repeated, is something to avoid. If you 
take nothing else home from this convention but General Ike’s warning, I 
feel that your trip to St. Louis will be very much worth while. 

In concluding, Dr. McFarland said in his speech on Tuesday, that we have 
and we shall continue to have a great America, but we must have faith. I 
would like to add that we must have that faith, first of all in ourselves as 
individuals and what we can do by the power of the ballot and the power of 
representing ourselves before the various agencies, be they governmental, 
fraternal or otherwise. 

Secondly, we must have faith and pride in our profession—not be on the 
defensive, not pull away and say,.‘‘Oh, yes,’’ but stand on our own two feet 
with our shoulders square and our chest out and say what we think because 
we haven’t a thing to be ashamed of. 

We must have faith in our America, realizing it is the greatest nation on 
the face of the earth, and it is our job to keep it that way. / 

And last, and certainly most important, we must have faith in Him who 
gave us life, and Who has the power to take that life away from us. 


‘‘When I lie taught and troubled in the night, 
Counting the striking hours in their flight, 

I think of faith in small defenseless things— 
Of nestling birds that fly with untried wings, 
Of tender buds that dare the bitter cold, 
Not knowing that to bloom in March is bold, 
Of kittens limp as rags out in the sun, 
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All heedless that two lives of nine are done. 

Of little waves that lap some dreadful shore 

Where young men fought and killed and live no more; 
Of babies sleeping in the blissful sense 

That they are pillowed on omnipotence. 

And so within my heart I stifle fright, : 
Trusting with these, Oh God, Thy little ones, Thy might 
For Thine is the kingdom and the power and the glory 
For ever and ever. 


Thank you very much. 

(Applause as all stood up.) 

President Jones: Howard, you may have signed a contract for two years, 
but I know it is the earnest wish of everybody in the room that those two 
years will progress into many, many more. Thank you for that fine address. 

I have just a few announcements to make. There will be a meeting of the 
Board of Governors at noon today. The exhibits will be open until four o'clock. 

The Annual Banquet will be held in the Gold Room of the Hotel Jefferson 
at 7:30 P.M. tonight. Tickets are available at the registration desk of the 
Kiel Auditorium and out here at the registration desk now. Formal dress 
is optional. The Officers will be installed. And Gene Flack will be the guest 
speaker at the banquet. als 

The Board of Governors meeting will be in the Daniel Boone room at 12:30. 

Is there anything else, ladies and gentlemen, that you want to bring before 
this meeting? 

Mr. Delosier (Maryland): Mr. President, I would like to make a sugges- 
tion that on your first morning of the convention program, that you allot a 
space where if any delegate has any problem he would like to have considered 
by the Convention, he can present it at that time, so we might have a report 
or discussion of it before the convention ends.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY’S REPORT 


I would like to submit the following account of my stewardship as executive 
secretary of the National Funeral Directors Association for the period be- 
tween October 15, 1948 and October 15, 1949. The general activities of the 
association have been covered by the report of the Board of Governors and the 
secretary and treasurer’s report submitted by Mr. Harry J. Gilligan, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the association. My report may supplement some of the matters 
covered by Mr. Gilligan. For the purpose of clarity, the report is broken down 
into six main headings. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. CONTACTS 


_ I think we all realize that good contacts in our nation’s capitol are of much 
importance to an association and to the membership it represents. During 
the year covered by this report we have at various times met with General 
Kester Hastings, Col. E. V. Freeman, Captain Dale Webb and Carl Noll, 
all of whom are connected with the War Memorial Division of the United 
State Army. There have been some. matters involving funeral director par- 
ticipation in the repatriation program which had to be considered. Through 
the cooperation of Captain Webb we were able to publicize all the information 
on the reserve corps commissions for licensed embalmers. Because of the 
contacts with this division of the army, we were able to secure a supply of 
See for headstone or marker which were sent out as a part of a P&S 

ulletin. 

More and more veterans are making use of the facilities and allowances 
made available to them. Therefore our contact with Mr. Thomas W. Toy 
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who is the Chief of the Mortuary Operations Division of the Veternas Adminis- 
tration is an important one. On numerous occasions we have disussed or 
corresponded with Mr. Toy on problems of mutual interest. We have learned 
from him that in January, 1950, the Veterans Administration will release a 
new manuel of rules and regulations covering hospital and facility operations. 
It is our understanding that many of those regulations affecting funeral direc- 
tors have been revised. 

Last year we reported to you on our work with the Bureau of the Census 
on the questionnaire to be used in obtaining the 1948 census of business. The 
suggestion for changes made by the NFDA Executive Committee were in- 
corporated into Form BC 40. The revised form was issued as a P&S Bulletin 
and printed in the DIRECTOR 60 days before the census interviewers were 
sent into the field to take this census. 

The passage of the Selective Service Act of 1949 resulted in many inquiries 
on how such an act would affect funeral directors and/or embalmers, regis- 
tered apprentices or mortuary college students. In order to get answers to 
the questions that were being asked, Preisdent Ronald C. Jones and I had a 
conference with the War Manpower Chief, Col. J. D. Griffing, who wrote 
an article on the Selective Service Act which was released as a P&S Bulletin 
on December 27, 1948. 

The executive office has been in touch with the Office of Civil Defense 
Planning and has reviewed in The DIREcToR the report of this group known 
as ‘‘Civil Defense for National Security.’’ The report mentions the possibility 
of atomic explosions and warfare. To acquaint our membership with the 
hazards of embalming bodies that are radio active, the association commis- 
sioned Dr. Irving I. Cowan to write an article on radio active isotopes. This 
article was released as a P&S Bulletin and was printed in The DIRECTOR. 

All of us have become more and more Social Security conscious. Because 
every funeral director should have full knowledge of Social Security benefits 
in order to advise his clients thereof, we have felt it our duty to keep our 
membership fully informed of existing regulations and proposed legislation. 
When it became apparent that there was a possibility of some new Social 
Security legislation, we tried and were successful in getting the Director of 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance, Mr. O. C. Pogge, to speak to the St. Louis 
Convention. On the day that the newly proposed Social Security law, H.R. 
6000 was recommended out of Committee, President Ronald C. Jones and I 
were in Mr. Pogge’s office in Baltimore, conferring with him on the funeral 
director’s part in Social Security. 

Periodically the Small Business Division of the Department of Commerce 
gets out a publication known as “‘Basic Information Sources.”’ This publica- 
tion deals with sources of information on the warious businesses and professions. 
We have been informed that the Information Source on Funeral Service is 
going to be revised in the near future and have given Mr. I. E. Peterson, 
the Management Assistance Officer, the latest reference information on 
the funeral profession. 


KEEPING ABREAST OF CONGRESSIONAL ACTIVITY 


As of October 12, over 9,000 bills had been introduced into Congress. We 
have reviewed the titles of all of these bills in order to ascertain whether any 
of them may affect the funeral profession. We have read 80 bills in entirity 
and have sent out ten P&S Bulletins which reviewed 31 of the bills. In addi- 
tion we have sent out two P&S Bulletins quoting two new public laws which 
are of interest to funeral directors. 

In the review of the bills referred to above and in the preparation of P&S 
Bulletins on those bills, we have been greatly assisted by General Counsel 
James R. Clark who has provided us with the necessary legal information and 
interpretations of said bills. 


PROFESSIONAL RELATIONS 


A number of years ago NFDA started a campaign to rid the profession and 
the public of obsolete terminology applying to the funeral profession. During 
the past year in at least three instances insurance companies or fraternal 
organizations have substituted the phrase ‘“‘Funeral Director” for ‘‘Under- 
taker”’ in their death claims. . 


116 PROCEEDINGS of the SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


At the Detroit Convention a resolution was passed asking the railroads 
and baggage companies to substitute the word “‘remains”’ for the word ‘‘corpse”’ 
on its baggage checks. This resolution was forwarded to the American Asso- 
ciation of Baggage Traffic Managers who took favorable action on it. Some 
railroads took prompt action and changed the wording on their_baggage 
checks immediately. We have been sent the revised checks of the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Northern Pacific Railroads. 

Throughout the course of the year we have kept up our contacts with the 
leading insurance companies to learn of any improper business policies which 
might arise in the field in which funeral directors and insurance companies 
are interested. 

We have been in contact with the public relations manager of the Florist 
Telegraph Delivery Association. This group recently published a funeral 
director relations brochure which we distributed to our membership through 
a general mailing on August 29. i 

Within the past few weeks we have been cooperating with the Heating and 
Ventilating Magazine to give them some information they desire on the heating 
and air conditioning of funeral homes and establishments. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Much can be said under the heading of public relations. During the year 
now ending we have had the usual number of requests from college students 
and instructors for information on the historical background of the funeral 
profession. We have also been contacted by free lance writers and newspaper 
men who have requested material on various phases of funeral service. At 
the Detroit Convention we reported that we had been in contact with the 
editor of a magazine who intended to use an article derogatory of the pro- 
fession. Mr. George Goodstein of the New York Association accompanied 
the NFDA representatives when conferences were held with this editor. Mr. 
Goodstein reported to us recently that he has been told that the magazine 
has abandoned its plans to use this article. 

Immediately following the Detroit Convention, numerous attempts were 
made to get one of the leading wire services to release a story on the findings 
of the Stewart Dougall survey of the public opinion toward funeral service 
and funeral directors. When no story was released by February 18, 1949 an 
article prepared in the NFDA Executive Office on the survey findings was 
sent to 175 newspapers in 92 cities over 100,000. Every member of NFDA 
was also sent a copy of this story and told to give it to his local editor if he 
so desired. Asa result, newspapers with a total circulation of more than five-- 
million used this entire story or portions thereof. 

It is the opinion of the officers of the NFDA that there is news value in 
the fact that the NFDA has produced a public relations film. The executive 
secretary was authorized to send out some publicity on the film. Therefore a 
picture of one of the scenes and a write-up on the movie was placed in “Feature 
Magazine.” This magazine is sent to magazine and newspaper editors and 
radio station managers in all parts of the United States. The purpose of the 
magazine is to give these editors an opportunity to request pictures and stories 
on the articles contained therein. As a result of our insert on burial customs, 
we have received requests from editors of magazines, newspapers and house 
organs. A number of free lance writers, radio station writers and government 
officials have also requested the pictures and story on our movie. As of October 
14 these requests were 52 in number. 

The movie will be an excellent medium of public relations for the individual 
funeral director. It can be purchased or borrowed from the NFDA executive 
office. All the material for a complete program, including a prepared intro- 
duction will be provided. It is hoped that those buying or borrowing the 
film will distribute copies of ‘“‘Speaking Frankly”’ to the audience after they 
have seen the movie. 


The executive office has provided job information to many individuals 
requesting data on funeral service as a vocation. Recently Simon and Schuster 
ublished a book entitled ‘‘ Your Career.’’ Much of the information found 
in that section dealing with ‘‘Mortician’’ was obtained from the executive 
office of NFDA by Mr. Leonard Reed, one of the co-authors. At the present 
time the executive office is providing similar information to Mr. Howard 
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Mason who is preparing an occupational brief on funeral directors and em- 
balmers for Science Research Associates of Chicago, Illinois. 


INDIVIDUAL SERVICES AND MAILINGS 


Following the Detroit Convention a mailing was sent to all members of 
NFDA which included a four-page brochure on the Detroit Convention. In 
February all members received the release previously referred to which dealt 
with the Stewart-Dougall findings. On October 29 all members received a 
flyer announcing the features of the St. Louis Convention. Included there- 
with was a phamphlet provided NFDA by the Florist Telegraph Delivery 
Association. 

These general mailings were in addition to the monthly mailing of The 
DIRECTOR and the copy of the Convention Proceedings and Roster which was 
mailed in February. 

During the course of the year the executive office sold many forms, stationery 
cuts and auto emblems. To meet the demand for copies of ‘“‘Speaking Frankly ” 
it was necessary to have another printing of the revised edition. Although 
there is no longer a great demand for ‘‘Funeral Service as a Vocation,” we 
continue to receive requests for the book from libraries, vocational guidance 
ee and young men and women interested in entering the funeral pro- 
ession. 

Because of the great demand for information on the findings of the Stewart- 
Dougall survey, a brochure giving these findings and containing 22 charts 
was printed and made available to the membership at a cost of $2.00 each. 
Over one thousand copies of the brochure have been sold. 


COOPERATION WITH CONSTITUENT STATE ASSOCIATIONS 


The NFDA office continues at all times to serve the officers of constituent 
state associations. Toward this end we had slides made of the Stewart-Dougall 
charts and made them available to the state groups at cost. 

During the height of the state legislative sessions a survey was conducted 
of the legislative programs of the state associations and a digest of prepared 
and distributed through the medium of the Presidents & Secretaries Bul- 
letin. All state associations were given an opportunity to get advance publicity 
on their convention in The DIRECTOR. 

NFDA has purchased two copies of the California College of Mortuary 
Science film ‘‘Restorative Art Today” and has made these films available 
without cost to the state and district associations for their meetings. The 
same policy will apply to the public relations film ‘‘Funeral Service — A 
Part of the American Way.” Those state and district associations that do 
not wish to purchase a copy of the film can borrow it by requesting same 
from the NFDA office. There is no rental charge for the use of the film. 

These are but a few of the many services rendered the officers of the state 
associations. A list of the dates and titles of the P&S Bulletins sent to the 
state officers between the dates of October 19, 1948 and October 1, 1949 can 
be found at the end of this report. 

In conclusion I would like to say that I have enjoyed working with and 
for the officers and governors of NFDA, the state association officers and the 
members of NFDA during the past year. I have had the pleasure of speaking 
to thirteen conventions of sixteen associations during the past twelve months. 
My travels to these conventions alone covered over 18,000 miles. I would 
like to thank all of those who helped make the past year a successful one, 
especially the members of the Executive Committee consisting of Ronald C. 
Jones, Edward A. Martin, Jack Marshall and Harry J. Gilligan. I would also 
like to express my appreciation for the cooperation and assistance given me 
and the members of my staff by James R. Clark, our general counsel. I am 
sure that all members read and were benefited by the articles Mr. Clark wrote 
for The DIRECTOR during the past year on ‘‘A Digest of the Federal Statutes 
Concerning Payments to Funeral Directors,”’ ‘‘State Rights’’ and **Zoning— 
As It Affects the Funeral Director.”’

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Members Report Excellent Audience 
Reaction To Public Showing of NFDA Film 


“My Lions Club members said my program (with the NFDA film) was the 
best educational program they had ever experienced.” “The only criticism I re- 
ceived was in the form of a compliment when my minister said after viewing 
the film that it was too short; it was so interesting he could have seen much 
more.” “They (the civic leaders in my town) were greatly impressed with the 
picture and feel it will have a wonderful history for NFDA.” “The comments 
I received were along the line that they (the people who saw the picture) knew 
that we (funeral directors) had funeral homes, cars and took care of the flowers 
but they never realized the counsel we gave. An officer of the club said he 
was surprised that a film could be made about death without being morbid.” 


These are some of the comments made by funeral directors who have sponsored 
showings of the NFDA public relations film in their communities. The reports 
of audience reactions to the first public showings emphasize that the film is an 
excellent public relations medium. 


About a year ago work was started on the sequence outline for the movie. 
At the Board of Governors meeting held in January, 1949, in New Orleans the 
decision was made to produce a movie that would carry two messages. The first 
dealt with the philosophy of funeral service. The second was to highlight a few 
of the little known professional services of the funeral director. A thorough 
study was made of the report on the findings of the Stewart-Dougall survey. 
From this report we learned that the average American over 21 years of age 
has attended 25 funerals. He knows the more or less obvious services provided 
by a funeral director. He knows the funeral director prepares the deceased for 
burial, provides a funeral establishment, a funeral coach, makes cemetery ar- 
rangements and takes care of the flowers. However, according to the report a 
very few people know that the funeral director takes care of newspaper notices, 
insurance forms and counsels the family in Social Security matters, government 
allowances, etc. In other words — unless a person has made arrangements for 
a funeral — he is not likely to know of the truly professional services. 


After much discussion it’ was decided to depict early funeral rites in other 
lands to illustrate the philosophy of funeral service. Then plans were made for 
a transition montage to be followed by a brief conference between a funeral 
director and a woman whose husband just died. By this dialogue the little 
known professional services are subtly revealed. Funeral directors that have 
shown this film publicly all report that audience reaction proves the two mes- 
sages intended reach the audience. 


Glen Drake portrays an average funeral director. His acting is acceptable as 
either a small town or metropolitan funeral director. He represents the composite 
of more than 40,000 funeral directors, if that is possible. The purpose of the 
dialogue scene is not to “star” the funeral director, but to enumerate some 
professional services and show in the acting of the widow the “relief” she feels 
when she learns that the funeral director will take care of these matters, The film 
is a public relations medium — not a funeral director training film. The ap- 
proach is necessarily different. 
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During the production of the film we received and were able to use many sug- 
gestions as to what the movie should contain. Some ideas submitted before the 
premiere and others since have merit for films designed to advertise individual 
establishments but could not be effectively used in an association public rela- 
tions movie to be shown .in towns of 1500 as well as in cities of over a million. 
Suggestions were made that the film should have taken the form of a “pre- 
arrangement” tour of a funeral establishment; that a lady assistant care for 
the needs of the widow; that a few large modern funeral homes be shown; 
that a talk on funeral pricing be included; that the casket display room set up 
be explained; that a model preparation room be depicted; that a sentimental 
scene be featured. 


Needless to say most of these suggestions are impractical because they are 
based on local customs and usages or are unwise from a public relations stand- 
point. In producing this film NFDA had to be careful not to include anything 
that would not apply in New York as well as California or that would include 
facilities and services that are not general to the profession. We never forgot 
that the member who has a combination business and conducts 18 funerals a 
year wants public relations assistance as much as the member who with his 
staff conducts over 1000 funerals annually. 


The thought of a sentimental scene was dismissed when those who advised us 
counseled against this because they said sentiment in a public relations movie 
without a plot tends to become dramatic trash. Such sentimental scenes may 
offend the sensibilities of some people and be disgusting to others. 


This movie was planned to fit into a half hour service club program. With the 
introduction (which is furnished) and the distribution of “Speaking Frankly” 
this packaged program runs between 26 and 30 minutes. 


No single public relations story or movie about a profession can tell a person 
in 30 minutes — a day — or even a week — all the things that person didn’t 
know about that profession before. Good public relations comes in small — easily 
retainable measures. The NFDA film is'no public relations cure-all. It was not 
intended to be. But it gives the funeral director a well-planned beautifully pro- 
duced movie to show his public. It gives him an entreé to say more about his 
services and his profession and to adapt his remarks to the customs and usages 
of the community he serves. It gives him an opportunity to distribute “Speaking 


Frankly.” It affirmatively states that funeral service JS a part of the American 
way. 


Every funeral director who has shown the film publicly has reported that in 
his opinion, based on the comments made after the showing, the NFDA film is 
an excellent medium of public relations. Our National Association has long main- 
tained that the best public relations for the profession stems from the individual 
funeral director in his community.

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The President’s Column

tional program and policy. Since 
this decision was reached without 
any request or suggestion from me 
personally, I am doubly pleased 
that the thinking of the Board is 
along this line. As most of our 
members know, the raising of 
educational standards has long 
been one of my main endeavors.

One could write at great length on the need of 
higher education, but I do not think that is necessary 
here, for our membership has always striven for bet- 
ter trained embalmers and funeral directors, men who 
can serve their clients more satisfactorily and men who 
can take their proper place of leadership in their re- 
spective communities. 


Education for leadership is essential in a democracy 
if we are to maintain that form of government. Edu- 
cated leadership is essential to our survival. ‘There are 


at least five elements required in education for leader- _ 


ship in our world today. Briefly, these are: 


1. Training in the arts of communication:—writing, 
speaking, and the use of the media of mass communi- 
cation such as the radio and all visual means of pres- 
entation of ideas. One must be not only acquainted 
with good literature but adept in the use of language. 


2. Knowledge of the world of nature and of society, 
particularly an awareness of the great heritage of the 
past. That is why an education must contain both the 
liberal arts and the sciences. It must unify material 
from the fields of the social sciences and the humant- 
ties. The natural sciences and religion should also be 
included for proper balance. Education for leadership 
requires exposure to the best that is known. This 
makes for the development of mind, character and 
behavior. 


oO 


3. Social responsibility is not an easy ideal to com- 
municate and instill, but it must contain the prin- 
ciples of practical psychology and sociology, emphasis 
is thus placed on “relatedness” and “participation, 
two principles of education in the social sense. The 
leader must have a deep awareness of his place in his- 
tory and some idea of what he himself can do and what 
he cannot do about the many pressing problems of 
human welfare. 


4, There must be a training in decision-making: 
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This includes knowledge of applied politics and eco- 
nomics, which emphasizes administration and public 
policy and affairs. Every citizen must make decisions 
but the leader has an even heavier burden. He aie 
be trained in analysis and in the capacity to bring 
Knowledge to focus on decision. The leader cannot 
ride fences and remain a true leader. He must learn 
to make up his mind, to have a reason for the faith 
that is in him that he is on the right side, and to be 
able to interpret and explain his decisions. 


5. There must be exposure to “values,” to ideals. 
There must be placed much importance upon charac- 
ter and character development in all educational pro- 
stams and curriculums. The honor spirit must re- 
celve primary consideration in all activities. Inspira- 
tion must be linked to aspiration. Both are the basis 
of dedication to great purposes. The ultimate values 
of life are essential considerations in any educational 
program designed to produce leaders. 


Such a program of education for leadership is not 
an easy one. Education is one of the most difficult 
social functions to fulfill and to provide for. 


Such an educational program is a liberal one. It 
should be linked with vocational or professional train- 
ing, but its essence is its emphasis upon the quality 


“OL achievement in personality, in intelect, in character, 


and in purpose. 


That is what a well designed educational program 
should aim to accomplish and these are the elements 
we must keep in mind when we plan the ei 
program for the generation following. 10 o less 
than this is shortsighted; to do this to the uk - to 
provide for our citizenship leaders in all affairs hae 
will assure for our successors a better world in which 
the higher standards make for a higher degree of hap- 


piness and well-being.

American Competition 


By James R. CLtark—General Counsel, NFDA 


In the opinion of some well-informed folks, the 
wonderful strides American business has made have 
been due, not only to the foresight and energy and 
ability of Management and the efforts put forth by 
the workers or employees, but also due to the fact that 
competition has brought out those good qualities. 


No matter what our calling, whether it be labor, 
farmer, industry or profession, the good ethical op- 
erator succeeds, not only in spite of, but because of 
competition, for, as we used to say in the old football 
days, a good opponent makes you give out with your 
best. Therefore, it follows logically that any com- 
bination which restrains that competition is not only 
unfair to the competitors but in the long run retards 
progress itself. That is one of the reasons why the 
anti-trust laws were enacted and why they are enforced. 


Your National Association has never once even in- 
timated anything that could be construed as a com- 
bination or an agreement among funeral directors 
or associations which would in any way lessen compe- 
tition, restrain trade, or tend to create a monopoly. 
The writer, having been in the Government service 
in the Department of Justice some years ago, appre- 
ciates the fairness of the anti-trust laws, and all the 
officers during our association with NFDA have co- 
operated iully and completely with us in our advice 
against any kind of an agreement that even smacked 
of a violation of those fundamental laws of business. 

We have been asked to repeat those warnings and 
therefore this article. Suffice is to say that there should 
be no agreement between individual funeral directors, 


or group of funeral directors, whether by association ~ 


or not, that in any way limits the rights or privileges 
of a competitor to charge what he may or give service 
that he feels he can give. While this charge or his 
service may not appeal to you or to me, it is his privi- 
lege as an American citizen to use his own judgment 
in figuring his cost and_ his margin of profit, and 
whether we like it or not, we have no right to interfere 
with that privilege of his, to curtail it, or to try to 
persuade him to stop it. 


We have stated many times at meetings and in The 
DIRECTOR that the funeral director is in a very 
peculiar close personal relationship with his client; 
that his position is that of deepest and closest trust, 
and therefore he must never do anything that would 
cause a reflection upon him in his confidential ca- 
pacity. In other words, he must lean back and not 
only just hew to the line of the law, but be sure that 
there is plenty of room between himself and that line 
that separates legal and illegal. 


There have been small local groups which have not 
been able to see eye to eye with us, but again we warn 
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any such folks that they will be brought to account, 
because, as we have said above, our first duty is to that 
public which is also the first concern of those enforcing 
the anti-trust laws—and rightly so—and then to those 
who trust us in their time of greatest distress.

Getting the Most out of Your Copy 
of the Proceedings 


As a part of this DIRECTOR, you have received 
your copy of the printed proceedings of the St. Louis 
Convention. Included therewith is the printed roster 
of all NFDA members for the year 1949-50 whose 
names had been reported to NFDA before December 
Lo 949: 

This publication should prove invaluable. While 
all members do not have an opportunity to attend the 
annual convention, they can read and digest the pro- 
ceedings thereof. The reports of the officers and com- 
mittees are contained therein including a complete 
financial statement certified to by a nationally known 
firm of accountants. In addition, each year a list of 
state association officers, the Code of Ethics, and the 
Constitution and By-Laws of NFDA can be found in 
this book. 

All of the St. Louis Convention speakers spoke on 
subjects of great interest to the profession. Mr. O. C. 
Pogge, director of the Bureau of Old Age and Survi- 
vors Insurance discussed the funeral directors part in 
Social Security. Among many other subjects he dis- 
cussed the philosophy behind lump sum death pay- 
ments and their payment to the claimant rather than 
to the funeral director. He also projected some of his 
thinking into the future when he spoke of the various 
parts of the proposed Social Security amendment, 
HR 6000. 

The widely discussed NFDA census of funeral homes 
was the basis of Mr. Ralph Houseman’s talk on “What 
I Know About You.” Mr. Houseman took the census 
statistics for each state and came up with some inter- 
esting data and comparisons. You will be amazed by 
some of Mr. Houseman’s findings. 

Many members have proclaimed the panel discus- 
sion on the model casket display room as the finest 
individual convention program in the history of 
NFDA. The complete transcript of this discussion 
can be found in the proceedings along with a diagram 
of the display room. 

The membership roster can be used by members 
who wish to secure the services of NFDA members in 
other cities. All in all—the combination proceedings 
and roster can be a valuable book if properly used. 
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A recent story out of Haiti told of an apparently 
dead 26 year old woman who came to life while in her 
casket during the time her funeral service was being 


conducted. When the weight in the casket shifted 
while being carried by the pallbearers the casket was 


opened and the “deceased” was alive. In reporting the 


story, Time Magazine said, “Alina had almost recov- 
ered. Physicians attributed her deathlike state to a 
severe attack of malaria. Her awakening, they guessed, 
might have been caused by the noise and motion of 
the funeral. For her stiff neck they had a simple ex- 
planation: her coffin had been too short.”

E. V. Durling in a syndicated column called, “On 


the Side,’ reported that the British National Associa-— 


tion of Funeral Directors has issued a strong protest 
regarding the use of the word “undertaker.” They say 
calling funeral directors “undertakers” is detrimental 
to the profession. 

At the mid-winter meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors, it was decided that the NFDA governors could 
visit each of the state associations within their district 
once each year.

Raymond Polniaszek, the Glen Lyon, Pennsylvania 
funeral director, who sued the author of the “Miracle 
of the Bells’ for $750,000, reportedly settled out of 
court for $5,000. Polniaszek’s suit was based on the 
contention that the movie and book characterization 
caused people of his town to refer to him as “Orloff.”

From time to time members request information 
on the legal aspect of National Service Life Insurance. 
Frequently we are asked about the rights of surviving 
parents or the surviving spouse as beneficiary. The 
Supreme Court of the U. S. recently ruled on this 
matter. Here 1s a quote from Congressional Daily re- 
garding this decision. 

“GI INSURANCE. In another 5 to 3 opin- 
ion, Court decided that half of a GI’s insur- 
ance benefit cannot be claimed by his 
widow under community property laws if 
she was not named beneficiary. Case arose 
in California courts where widow of an 
Army major killed in India in 1945. He 
had named his parents as beneficiaries 
under his $10,000 insurance policy and his 
wife sought to have the payments under 
that policy split between herself and his 
parents.” |
